T H E Governor General lays before the Board the 
following copies of letters, which have been written 
5 to Mr. Middleton, Reſident at the Court of the 

izier, and to Hyder Beg Cawn, the acting Miniſter, 
Theſe will ſufficiently expreſs the purpoſe for which he de- 
fires to enter them in the Conſultation. To enter into 
any further explanation of his motives at this time would 
be premature—he hopes that there will be no occafion for 
it at any. If there ſhould, all the citcumftances which 


have a relation to the general ſubject of the letters ſhall be 


then ſubmitted to the Board in their fulleſt detail. He 
thinks it proper to inform the Board, that by more recent 
advices he is informed, that Almaſs Ally Khan had not 
actually palſed the line of the Vizier's dominions, but was 
encamped on the borders of the Jumma, and with a certain 
indication of ſuch a deſign, He has yet received no report 
of this conduct in Almaſs Ally Cawn from the Reſident, 
nor from any perſon in office at Lucknow.

I have had the mortification to hear, that Almaſs Ally ” 


Cawn has, at length, as was long ſince foreboded, fled from 

the Vizier's dominions, taking with him an immenſe trea- 
ſure, the fruit of his embezzlement and known oppreſſion. 
Though this intelligence has not come through its authen- 
tic channel, I have no doubt of its truth. I am compelled 
to credit the reports, which aſſure me, that every part of 
the Vizier's Adminiſtration is in the ſame diſorder. For

7 
The Board inform the Commander in Chief that private 
accounts have been received from the Vizier's country, 
which mention diſturbances to have ariſen between a party 
of the Vizier's forces at Darranaghur and the troops of 
Fyzulla Cawn, ſtationed upon the borders of his domimions, 
in which two battalions of the former had been entirely 
routed. Advices have alſo been received, though no pub- 
lic letters are yet come from the Reſident, that Almas Ali 
Cawn, the principal Zemindar dependant on the Vizier, 
is gone off with all his forfes, and refuſes to ſubmit to the 
Vizier's authority | 

Reſolved, That the Commander in Chief be therefore 
defired to form 2 detachment to be ſent to the neighbour- 
hood of Cawnpore, and commanded by Colonel Sir John 
Cumming, conſiſting of five regiments of ſepoys, one com-

READ the following letter from the Commander in. 


Chief : | 
Gentlemen, | | | & 
In conformity to your orders, that I would form a de- 
tachment, conſiſting of five regiments of ſepoys, and a 
company of artillery, to be placed under the command of 
Colonel Sir John Cumming, in the moſt convenient fitu- 
ation for affording aſſiſtance for protecting the dominions 
of his Excellency the Vizier, I beg leave to inform you, 
that I have directed the 9th, 10th, 11th, 21ſt, and 22d Re- 
giments of Sepoys to march immediately from Dinapore, 
and the th company artillery to proceed to Benares by 
water. I have directed this detatchment, to. be furniſhed 
with the following pieces of ordnance, viz. two 12 poun- 
ders, 10 fix pounders, two howitzers ; part of which, is to 
be tranſported by water from Dinapore, and the remainder 
to be ſupplied from the Chunar Magazine, as alſo all the 
ammunition and ſtores neceſſary for the ſervice. 5 
The diſpoſition of the regiments under Colonel Blair will 
not allow me to withdraw any from his command; out of 
five intended for the Chunar ſtation, one is at Fyzabad, 
and cannot be recaſled, one is fixed at Jecanpore, and half 
a one in the neighbourhood of Gauzipore ; to that, ex- 
cluſive of the regiments for the immediate defence of Chu- 
nar, there remains only one and a half to relieve the corps, 
on command, and to ſupply occaſional detachments : this 
being the fituation, and the regiment lately in the Gooruck- 
pore country being arrived at Dinapore, I found myſelf 
under the neceſſity of forming the detachment for Colonel 
Sir John Cumming entirely from the troops on that ſtation. 
An attention to the healths of the Europeans induced me 
to order up the company of artillery by water to Benares ; 
at this ſeaſon of the year they would, in a country entirely 
overflowed, be expoſed to ſevere diſtreſſes and inconvenien- 
ces, Which might be productive of fatal conſequences to 
many of them; and I fear that even after their arrival 
at that city, they will be liable to ſuffer much from a march, 
as the rains will ſcarcely be over; in which caſe it may be 
prudent to let them continue on board the boats as far as 
Ellahabad, to which place I ſhall direct all the ordnance 
and ſtores to be conveyed by water, as well for their own 
preſervation as for the convenience of carriage. 

I underſtand, though not from official information; that 
Almaſs Ali Khan has returned to the Doab, upon certain 
conditions ſtipulated between him, the Vizier, and the 

Reſident in which event perhaps the Board may not deem 

it neceſſary for the detachment immediately to march; and 
If it could be delayed, without endangering the ſafety of the

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country, till next month. the troops would be able to move 
with greater facility, and not be ſubjected to the incove- 
niences inſeparable from a march at this ſeaſon of the year, 
which cannot fail to occaſion the loſs of many men, by 
fickneſs and detention, and do infinite damage to the arms, 
ammunition, clothing, and camp equipage. 5 
Permit me to obſerve to the Board that the troops order- 
ed for this ſervice are three months in arrears, viz June, 
July, and Auguſt; that it is neceſſary, that if the whole of 
theſe arrears cannot be cleared off, that at leaft a part of 
them ſhould be paid, before the detachment marches from 
Dinapore; it is alſo neceſſary for the Board to take ſuch 
meaſures as they may judge expedient, to provide the pay- 
maſter with caſh to advance to the troops on their arrival 
at. Benares, as well as for their regular payment when ſta- 
tioned in the Vizier's dominions. FORE

THE following inſtructions to Colonel Sir John Cum- 
ming having been written and approved, were ſigned on the 
17th inſtant, and ſent him; they were alſo ſent to the Com- 
mander in Chief.

Having appointed you to take the command of a detach- 
ment, conſiſting of five regiments of ſepoys, and one com-

In this ſervice it is our intention that you ſhall be ſub- 
ject to the orders of the Vizier, which will be ſignified to 
you through the channel of the Reſident at his Court, for 
the performance of any military operations which he may 
require of you within the boundaries of his dominions, 
either for the protection of the country, or for quelling any 


- Internal commotions, to which the ſtation of your troops 


may be the moſt contiguous or convnient ; but on all ſuch 
occaſions you will have the N to receive from him 
the requiſition in writing, ſpecifying the ſervice to be per- 
formed, if there be ſufficient time for that purpoſe, without 
endangering the _ or peace of the country; and in the 
execution of ſuch ſervice you will be the judge of what 
force it may be neceſſary to employ, and will appoint and 
order it accordingly ; but we earneſtly and ſpecially recom- 
mend to you not to make any detachments from your

wnpore, as before this movement was made. | 
I have to inform the Board, that by a letter which I 
received from Lieut. Colonel Ahmuty, commanding at 
Dinapore, I am acquainted that the Artillery Company, 
which is to form a part of Colonel Sir John Cumming's 
detachment, was to embark on board of boats, and ſet out, 
with ordnance and ſtores, for Benares, on the 16th inſtant, 
and that the regiments of ſepoys were preparing to march 
for the ſame place; and they would, I ſuppoſe, leave the 
gantonments about the 20th, as yy only waited for the 
camp equipage going up with the ſtore boats, which had 
left Monghyre fix days, and were daily expected.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, | 
The contentions and party diſputes which have prevailed 
at the Court of Delhy, ſince the death of the late Nabob 
Nudjiff Cawn, ſeem now to be taking a decided turn in 
favour of Mirza Shuffee Cawn, whoſe pretenſions to the 


chief rule in the adminiſtration, although acknowledged 


and ſecretly eſpouſed by the King, have hitherto met with | 
violent and ſucceſsful oppoſition from Afraſaib Cawn ; but 
the latter having a few days ago found it expedient to move 
with the main body of his army acroſs the Jumma, for the 
defence of his own poſſeſſions, againſt the threatened at- 
tacks of Mahomed Beg Cawn Amdany, who is joined by 
the oppoſite party, Miraa Shuffee Cawn availed himſelf of 
this conjuncture, to attempt by force the effectual eſtabliſh- 
ment of his authority at the capital. Accordingly, on the 
11th inſtant, he marched his whole army into the town, 
ſeized upon the principal gates and avenues, ſurrounded the 
houſes of Mudjud vl Dowlah, the Dewan, Nudjiff Coole 
Cawn, and Lutafaut Ally Cawn, all of whom were unit 
in the combination againſt him, and ſecured the perſon of 
the former, as he has alſo probably, by this time, that of 
Nudjiff Cooley, Cawn, who had, when my laſt intelligence 
was diſpatched, loſt all his artillery, ſeveral of his princi« 
pal Sirdars, and was reduced, as a-laſt reſource, to the 
neceſſity of defending himſelf with muſquetry only, within 
the walls of his private habitation. The capture of his per- 
ſon will leave Mirza Shuffee Cawn without any competitor 
upon the ſpot capable of oppoſing him, and enable him im- 
mediately to turn his whole force, in conjunction with 
Mahomed Beg Khan, againft Afraſaib and his party, with 
the faireſt ba. less of ſuccefſss. | 

There can, I apprehend, be ne doubt but his Majeſty, 
uponthis turn of airs: will chearfully and openly acqui 
in the demands of Mirza Shuffce Cawn, which it appears 
have never extended beyond the inveſtiture of ſuch offices 
as he is univerſally allowed to have had indiſputable claim 
to, upon the death of Ntdjiff Cawn ; and as he is a perſon 
attached, both from ties of conſanguinity and inclination, 
to the Vizier's Government, as well as the firſt in rank, 
and credit among the remaining- Chiefs of the empire, I 
preſume the Honourable Board will conſider his rifing in- 


dare as 6 favourable incident ta the politics jntere® of 
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ment given to this Chief, were it to conſiſt only in an 
—— ment of his title to the aſcendancy he has ac- 
quired, with the bare name of our ſupport, would ſecura 
his attachment to the mutual intereſts of our own and the 
Vizier's government ; and render him not only a powerful 
barrier to theſe provinces, but a moſt uſeful partizan, ſhould 
motives of neceflity or expedience at any future period in- 
duce your Honourable Board to extend your views beyond 
the limits to which they are at preſent confined. |

We have not ſignified our approbation of the liſt upon 
which Mr. Middleton intended to claim aſſignments from 
the Vizier for the enſuing year, wiſhing rather to leave the 
conclufion of this buſineſs to your management ; but we 
defire that you will take the moſt effectual ſteps for ſecuring 
the ſpeedy and entire liquidation of all that may remain 
due to the Company on any account whatfoever. Any 
juſt counter claims which the Vizier may be able to eſta- 

tiſh will of courſe be admitted: that which he has made 
for horſes, guns, and ſmall arms, &c. ſupplied the troops 
at Futtyghur and Daranagur, has in part been complied 
with, by the eſtimation at which his Portes were received 
for the Company's uſe.

With reſpe& to Mr, Middleton's propoſal for reſtraining

known that the Nabob's country has lately been expoſed 
to inſurtections and tumults, and is far from being reco- 
vered from the confuſion occafioned by them; that the Com- 
pany's forces intended for its protection have been diſperſed

Vizier. He has aſked me to recommend it to his Excellen- 
ey to apply to the commanding officer for 2 regiments of 
ſepoys, with 2 pieces of battering cannon, and 2 howitzers, 
to beſiege the Fort of Saſſery in the Dowab, a ſervice to 
which his own force is unequal.

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The rains have been upon the whole very favourable in 
the Vizier's dominions, which promiſe a plentiful crop.

fated, A great ſcarcity is apprehended towards Delhy and 

Agra, from the ſmall quantity of rain in thoſe parts. 

I have taken the liberty to ſubmit the above — of 
the ſtate of affairs to your conſideration, hoping it may 
prove ſufficiently explanatory, until I may have the oppor- 
tunity of entering minutely into the ſubject, which will be 
in the courſe of a few days.

Fyzula Cawn in his letter pro- 
feſſes great reſpect and attachment to the Vizier, though 
when requeſts have been made of him he evades compli- 
ance, When I may tranſmit to you the ſtatement of the 
Vizier's revenue, you will be furniſhed with the neceſſary 
lights regarding the appointments of Daroga Tuſſea or 
Muſter-maſters.

Early in the morning, Mirza Shuffi Khin was reVIewing 
his battalions and Artillery that were at exerciſe on the Reti 
or Sandy. Plain on the Jamna Side. The King hearing of 
it, ſent one of his attendants to fignify to Rim that he

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offered up his prayers for him; which mark of honour 
Mirza Shufh alighted from his elephant to receive with the 
due and profoundeſt reverence. Soon after the King was 
informed, that a Mr. Pool, Powel, or Fowles, an Euro- 
an, who commands ſeveral battalions there, had poſted 
is troops at the different gates of the fort, in which the 
royal palace ſtands, and had ſhut them to prevent any per- 
ſon from going out or in; the principal avenues of the 
city were alſo ſecured by Mr. Pool, and Lutafat All 
Cawn's troops, to prevent any body from eſcaping. Theſe 
two ſent a meſſage to his Majeſty, adviſing him to repair 
immediately to the Jameh Muzjed, or a large moſque, 
juſt without the wall of the fort; to this he objected, 
till they would fwear ſolemnly on the Koran to be faithful 
and true to him, and to f their ſeals on the book, 
whica they accordingly did, and ſent it to him ; upon re- 
ceiving it, he ordered a proclamation to be made immedi- 
ately through the city, directing all ſuch as were adherents - 
to Mirza Shuffi to quit Delhi forthwith, and all thoſe who 
choſe to follow the royal banners to N to them imme- 
diately. The King then mounted a 'Tukht Howadar, or 
kind of portable throne, and proceeded towards the Jameh 
Muzjed ; when he got without the fort gate, he mounted 
an Elephant, taking his eldeſt ſon Mirza Jewan Bukht, in 
the Khuwaſſe, with him. They were met by Mr. Pool, 
Latafat Ali Khan, Aſhoor Ali Khan, and Gunga Ram, 
each of whom offered his Nizar, which the King accepted, 
and directed them to go to the Jameh Muzjed, and he 
ſhould be there himſelf ſoon after them, in order to 
hold a conſultation on the preſent critical ſtate of affairs. 
About nine o'clock he arrived there, and was in- 
formed, that Mirza Shuffi Khan, Mudjed-ul-Dowlah, 
Shewa Ram, and Mendhi Kooli Khan, with ſome other 
principal men, had retired to the camp, which was pitched 
on the Sandy Plain, or Reti : upon which he declared, that 
it was highly expedient to proceed to puniſh them, without 
loſs of time, as notorious offenders. Soon after freſh in- 
formation was brought, that Mirza Shuffi, and the princi- 
al officers who continued of his party, and had followed 
im to camp, upon arriving there, found the troops ex- 
ceedingly diſaffected and incenſed againſt them. Therefore, 
concluding it was very unſafe to truſt themſelves with them, 
moved off expeditiouſly to the Jamna fide, attended by 
an 300 horſe only, and they croſſed the river on horſe-

About noon all the Toorani Riſalchadars, and moſt of 
the officers of Mirza's Shuffi's army, repaired to the 
King's banners at the N Muzjed, in conſequence _ 
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the proclamation, and expreſſed their entire deyotion to 
his Majeſty and ſervice and obedience to his mandates. 
He, in return, encouraged them with liberal promiſes, 
and gave orders to Mr. Pool and Lutafat Ali Khan to go 
and fetch Nudjif Kooli Khan, who was confined in Mudjed 
ul Dowlah's houſe, at the inſtigation of the late Nudjif 
Kooli Khan's fiſter, to whom the King ſent a meſlage, 
aſſuring her that ſhe ſhould not receive the leaſt diſturbance, 
and defiring to make herſelf eaſy on this occaſion. When 
Nudjif Kooli Khin was conducted into the King's pre- 
ſence, he proftrated himſelf, and promiſed to be for ever 
"devoted to his ſervice and commands, then he received many 
marks and aſſurances of the royal favour, | 

About three o'clock in the afternoon, intelligence was 
brought of Mirza Shuffi, and his few followers, having 
taken the rout of Fuzzeedabad, which is about 8 Coſs from 
Delhi, or the road to Agra, The King beſtowed the 
Jaydahs that were Mirza Shuffe's upon different people, 
and he ordered a letter to be diſpatched to Mahommed Beg 
Khan Hamdani, inviting him to march to Delhi, and pro- 
miſing him honours and advancement. He then ordered 4 
companies of Sepoys to be poſted at different gates of the 
fort, and guards to be ſtationed at the principal avenues of 
the city, then returned to the royal palace.

The Seiks have for years paſt made depredations, even 
to the walls of Delhy. During the laſt year Mirza Shuffee 
Cawn was employed againſt them. He defeated them in 
ſeveral ſkirmiſhes, and advanced into their country as fat 
as Umballa, thirty coſs beyond Carnal. On the death of 
Nudjiff Cawn, when Mirza Shuffee formed views of ſuc- 
ceeding in the controul of the court of Delhy, he withdrew 
his army from the frontier, which thus became again ex- 
poſed to the depredations of the Seiks. They have lately 
collected in large bodies, inſomuch as to give the alarm 
for the peace and ſecurity of Rohilcund. Khanja Aumul 
Deen, the Phouſdar, had been ordered to attend at Luck- 
now, at the uſual period, to make a ſettlement of his ac- 
counts. He in conſequence-did ſet off, but was ſtopped in 
the way by a letter he received from Zabitta Cawn, inform- 
ns him of the numerous bodies of Seiks which were col - 
lected together, ſuggeſting his ſuſpicion of their intentions, 
and warning of the danger that might attend the Vizier's 
dominions, by his abſence. Khanja Ain ul Deen repre» 
ſented the matter to the Vizier; and having excuſed him · 
felf from attending at Lucknow, afterwards marched to ' 
Daranagur. 

Khanja Ain ul Deen alſo ſends intelligence, of his hav- 
ing been informed, in a letter addreſſed to him by Currem 
Sing, one of the Seik chiefs, that Imaum Sing, an 
from the Muſſulman faith, who formerly ſerved under him, 
had inſpired the Seiks with reſpe& for his character. He 
invites Caja Ain ul Deen to a friendly correſpondence, 
and propoles an interview, having ſecrets to communicate - 
which cannot with ſafety be tranſmitted by letter. He 
requeſts a confidential agent ſhould be deputed to the Seiks; 
and they on their parts would ſend one to him. He con- 
clades, by informing Khanja Ain ul Deen, that they have 
collected a body of twenty thouſand troops, and adviſes 
him to aſſiſt in the execution of their deſigns; to which, 
by common report, he is not diſinclined: but on this head 
I cannot ſpeak with any certainty. 

The Seiks have plundered ſome diſtrits on the other fide 
of the Ganges, in the dominions of the king. They are 


now collected near Hardwam.

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The province of Rohilcund is at this junQure unfortu- 
nately expoſed to other bad conſequences, beſide what may 
ariſe from alarms created by the vicinity of ſo large a body 
of Seiks. Khavja Ain ud Deen, the Phouzdar, poſſeſſes 


the ſame independent ſpirit that actuated Ulmas Ali Khan. 


He is not entruſted with the charge of ſuch extenfive diſ- 


tricts, nor is he deemed a man of equal abilities, and the 


troops entertained by his own authority are fewer in num- 
ber. His conduct during the defection of Almaſs Ali 
Khan appeared very ſuſpicious ; but he never was guilty of 
avowedly withdrawing himſelf from the Vizier's authority. 

The revenues of Rohilcund may altogether produce ſixty 
lacks of rupecs, fiſty- two of which are under the charge of 
Khauja Ain ul Deen; the remaining eight were formerly 
granted, in Jagheer and Jaydaad, to Lutefat Ally Cawn, 
for the ſupport of his embaſly, and the troops under his 
command, ſtationed at the court of Delhy. When Luta- 
fut's employments were taken from him, he received direc- 
tions to order his troops to return to the Vizier's domini- 
ons: part were ſent, but he kept the guns which were 
attached to them in his own poſſeſſion. The Jagheer and 
Jaydaad were of courſe reſumed, and in the beginning of 
this year entruſted to the mara ;ement of Mirza Mahomed 
Cavzim. When I took charge of the Reſidency, the pro- 
vince of Rohilcund was in the ſtate I now repreſent to you. 
K hauja Ain ul Deen, who wiſhed to be ſole Phouſdar, 
had engaged the acting miniſter to ſupport his views; and 
it was even propoſed to me, to recommend it to the Vizier 
to give him the Jagheer and Jaydaad of Lutafat Ali Khan. 


I objeted to the meaſure, thinking him already too power- 


ful, and that his conduct had otherwiſe rendered him un- 
worthy the favour of the Vizier. To remove him at the 
preſent ſeaſon appeared impracticable, as it could not be 
done but with a loſs of revenue, that the ſituation of the 
Vizier's affairs would not admit of: the acting miniſter, 
through whom the propoſal came, readily acquieſced in 
the propriety of my opinion; and I hope my conduct in 
this inſtance will meer your approbation. | 
With regard to the Jagheer and Jaydaad of Lutafat, the 
miniſter afterwards recommended that it ſhould be conti- 
nued in the hands of Mirza Cauzim ; to which I did not 
object, having heard a good account of his abilities, and 
of his attachment to the Engliſh ©: 748 
Khaujah Ain ul Deen, flattered with expectations of 
ſucceſs, had, about the time of my arrival, made his ar- 
rangements to take poſſeſſion of the Jagheer and Jaydaad, 

publicly declaring, that they were to be given him; an 
h had actually ſent his Naibs to the borders of thoſe diſ- 
tricts. Mirza Cauzim repreſents that one of them (00s 
. — hn TIS. LY * 11 C's RT. te! 
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aje undered the Purgunnah of Iſbamnegyr ; that 
— Mull, in conjunction with Fuzulla Beg, Naib 
of Pulibut, followed by their own Mootayna, with two 
guns, and about four thouſand inſurgents, have deſtroyed 
the villages in the diſtrift of Jelaulpore, the revenue of 
which laſt year amounted to a lack and a half of rupees. 
Similar depredations were made againſt Khoda Gunge. 
Mirza Cawzim remonſtrated with the Naibs, and pro- 
duced the Vizier's Perwannah of inveſtiture, but without 
effect. He then threatened reſiſtance, but whether he ac- 
tually made any I am not yet informed. | 

This, gentlemen, is a narrative of the late commotions 
in Rohilcund, agreeable to the repreſentation of Mirza 
Mahomed Cauzim. 

Khauja Ain ul Dein endeavours to exculpate himſelf by 
aſſerting that Mirza Mahomed Cauzim incited the pea- 
ſants to inſurrections, gnd that they had in conſequence 

ommitted depredatigns in the diſtricts under his charge. 
i am however of opinion, from every circumſtance I can 
collect from perſons totally diſintereſted between the parties, 
that Mirza Cauzim was not to blame. The inequality 
of his force to that of Khaujau Ain ul Deen's, added ta, 
the avowed defigns of his opponent to diſpoſſeſs him, are 
ſtcong preſumptive, if not convincing evidence in his 

avour. 

f The criminality of the offender, whoever it may happen 
to be, ſhogld meet with the ſevereſt puniſhment ; but the 
ſtate of the Vizier's government is ſuch with reſpect to 
Almaſs Ali Cawn, and Khauja Ain ul Deen, that there 
is neither controul nor influence in the diſtricts under their 
ge. The motives which influenced my conduct to- 
wards Almaſs Ali Cawn apply equally to the cauſe of 
Khavja Ain ul Deen. The neighbourhood of a numerous 
body of Seiks my to enter the country, the ſuppoſed 
diſaffection of Fyzula Cawn, and the pretenſions of Zebita 
Cawn to his hereditary domain of Nudjebabad, taken 
from him by the late Vizier, conſpire to create in my opi- 
nion inſuperable difficulties to the attempting vigourous 
meaſures until the revenues of the preſent year ſhall be 
ſecured. By what I can learn of Fyzula Cawn, he is a 
man of a timid diſpoſition, and not likely to take an ac- 
tive part in the oppoſition to the V izier, unleſs driven to 
it by ill uſage, or excited by a certain proſpe& of paſſing 
with impunity. Hiz countrymen would in all probability 
* him with zeal and courage, as I believe the gene- 
rality of them to be diſaffected to the Vizier and the Eng- 
liſh. Fyzula Cawn, though a bad ſoldier, has proved 
himſelf a good Aumil, having, it is ſuppoſed, in the courſe 
pf a few years at leaſt doubled the population and revenue 


of 
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of his country. Zabita Cawn will I believe be very ready, 
when able to take the lead againſt the Vizier; and as to 
the Seiks, it is the weakneſs of this government, not their 
ſtrength, which may render their operations formidable, 
They act under ſeparate chiefs, and are of courſe unſteady, 
in the execution of their plans: their numbers cannot 


above half what Kauja Ain ul Deen's intelligence ſtates; 


and I think, ſhould he have taken the precautions he ſays 
he has done, of guarding the Gauts, little will be to be ap- 
prehended from them. 

From the ſtatements furniſhed me by the acting mini- 
ſter, there ought to be three thouſand matchlock men, four 
battalions of Sepoys, and above fifteen hundred cavalry 
ſtationed in the whole of the province of Rohilcund, be- 
fides two thouſand men which Khavja in Aul Deen in- 
forms the Vizier he has entertained above the eſtabliſn- 


ment, in conſequence of the number of Seiks collected on 


the frontiers. Should it be neceſſary to ſend reinforcements 
there, they muſt conſiſt either of the Honourable Com- 
pany's troops, or of thoſe of his Excellency's ſtationed at 
this place, none can be ſpared from the interior parts of 
the country. The Vizier has about one thouſand cavalry, 
diſciplined and armed after the European manner, now at 
Lucknow; and he has it in agitation to detach this corps 
to Rohilcund, judging it the fitteſt for the ſervice that is 
Hikely to occur. 

I do not recommend the march of any of the Honour- 
able Company's troops either to ſupport or awe Thauja 
Ain ul Deen, becauſe I think it neceffary firſt to fubmit to 
your conſideration a particular ſtatement of the Vizier's 
dominions. I am ſorry to ſay I find myſelf diſappointed in 
my expectation of tranſmitting it with that expedition I 
could have wiſhed. I think it very poſſible, on a review 
of the ſtatement of the Vizier's Mootayana, and the weak- 
neſs of his government, that you will not think it expedient 
to detach any of the Honourable Company's troops to ſogreat 
a diſtance from your own frontiers as the province of Rohil- 
cund. Thauja Ain ul Deen has correſponded with and 
tranſmitted to me information of his proceedings : I have 
endeavoured to give him confidence in our government, 
and ſtrongly recommended his uniting with Mirza Maho- 
med Cauzim. 

I beg leave to inform you that Almaſs Ali Cawn has left 
this place to go to Coder Cote, intending to croſs the Jum- 


na, and attack the fort of Commeit, which belongs to the 


Vizier; but the Zemindar has, in conſequence of the ge- 
neral confuſion, eſtabliſhed his independence for the pre- 
ſent. Almaſs Ali Cawn profeſſed obedience at his depar- 
ture, and I have ſince had no intelligence of his proceed- 
ings. I have 
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I have taken the liberty to repreſent theſe circumftances, 
conceiving it better thus to intrude upon your time, than 
to ſuffer reports exaggerating the truth to reach you. 

The ſcarcity at Delhi begins to rage in an alarming de- 

. The King has written to the Vizier for orders to 
the Phouzdar of Rohilcund, to ſuffer grain to be exported 
from that province, which his Excellency has thought pro- 
per to comply with, but in ſuch manner as not to his 
own dominions. +

My dear Sir, Lucknow, 4th OR. 1781. 

I HAVE the pleaſure to inform you that I arrived here, 
by forced marches, on the 2d inſtant, having parted with 
the Nabob, who took Fayzabad in his way, at Huſſapore. 
—As his Excellency will not be at Lucknow till Saturday 
next, and the Miniſters arrived only to day, we have not 
yet been able to enter upon any buſineſs of moment ; but 
— may reſt aſſured no time ſhall be unneceſſarily con- 

umed. 

On my arrival here, I was extremely concerned to find, 
from Colonel Hannay's letters to my brother, that his fitu- 
ation was far more critical and dangerous than I could have 
had any reaſon to ſuppoſe ; in ſhort, the ſafety of himſelf 
and detachment appeared to depend ſolely upon his obtain- 
ing immediate aſſiſtanee from this place; my brother there- 
fore, previous to my arrival, had ſent Major Naylor's 
Tegiment, which in conſequence of your orders had been 
detached to Lucknow, to the Colonel's relief, and I am 
hopeful it will be the means of extricating him from his 
apparent difficulties, Major John M*Pherſon, with one 
| battalion of his regiment, arrived here yeſterday, which 
enables us to ſpare Major Naylor's, otherwiſe I am con- 
vinced it would not have been by any means ſafe to detach 
it from Lucknow, as diſturbances prevail almoſt univerſall 
around us, and ſome daring deſigns have been . 
though happily detected before they were ripe for execution, 
againſt the tranquillity of this town. I ſhall addreſs you 
on theſe ſubjects at large in a day or two, and 1 e

On his 
arrival, I lodged him at my houſe, furniſhing him with 
every thing neceſſary, and introduced him. to the King and 
Nabob Nezif Khan, alſo obtained for him a grant of two 
lacks of rupees. On his taking his leave, I ſecured to him 
the compliment of a doſhawlah and ſhawl bandkerchief 
from the King; likewiſe from Nabob Nezif Khan five 
trays, in which were two pair of doſhawlahs, four pieces of 
ſhawls, one piece of kumbkaub, and two ſhawl handker- 
chiefs ; notwithſtanding which, he has been guilty of the 
fradulency of, making out Sunnuds for the countries of 
Arcot and Hydernaig, in the name of Mahmud Ally Khan, 
under forged ſeals, promiſing to give the forged ſeal-cutter 
a thouſand rupees, of which he paid only two hundred, 
withholding the balance, and proceeded to Deſnah, diſtant 
from Dhelly faxteen coſs. There were four accomplices 
in the forgery, one of whom was the ſeal-cutter, and re- 
ceived the two hundred rupees. One out of the four has 
turned informer, and made the Nabob Nexzif Than ac-

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Rajah Cheyt Sing, and united in the idea and plan of a 
general extirpation of their race and power in Hindoſtan. 
Her agent at Taunda, who is the Cheyla, and adopted 
ſon of Bahar Ally Cawn, her principal miniſter, treache- 
rouſly turned his guns upon Lieutenant Gordon's detach- 
ment, and was by that gentleman's account the ſole cauſe 
of the loſs of it. She gave every encouragement in her 
power to the adherents of Cheyt Sing by her agents; aſſiſted 
them in raiſing troops in the town of Fyzabad; promiſed, 
and as is generally believed, actually advanced money to 
the rebellious Rajahs of the Vizier's country; raiſed troops 
to ſupport them, and ifſued Perwannahs for their operations 
againſt the forts garriſoned by the Nabob's troops under the 
command of Britiſh officers ; all of which is fully ſtated in 
the depoſitions made by Colonel Hannay and the gentlemen 
of his corps. Notwithſtanding all theſe facts, upon the 
13 reſumption of the Jagheers I made the rents of her 
ands payable to me; under an engagement of making the 
amount good to her by ſuch inſtallments as ſhe might di- 
rect, in return for which ] have received letters from her, 
containing the moſt groſs abuſe and the wildeſt threats that 
can be tranſcribed, copies of which I have the honour to 
encloſe. N 
Her chief agent, Bahar Ally Cawn, has marched a con- 
ſiderable force into Nabob Gunge, one of her Jagheers, 
declaring that if any attempt is made to reſume it, he will 
lay the whole country of Goonda waſte. Theſe declared 
and repeated acts of rebellion are ſurely more than ſufficient 
to forfeit all claim whatever to the interference in her behalf 
from our government; and if ſome ſtop is not immediately 
put to it, it appears but too certain that ſhe will light a 
ame throughout theſe provinces, which if not difficult to 
— will at leaſt put a heavy bar to the 1 
collections here. I cannot therefore avoid making theſe 
repreſentations to you, or doubt but you will approve of 
the Vizier's immediately taking thoſe ſteps which may be 
neceſſary for effectually eſtabliſhing his government and au- 
thority, and depriving the Begum of thoſe great reſources 
which ſhe has ſhewn it would be extremely impolitic and 
unſafe to truſt longer in her hands. On this fubje& the 
| Nabob has communicated to me his ſentiments in a long 
letter, copy whereof I have the honour to encloſe you, in 
which you will obſerve he ſignifies his intention of proſe- 
cuting his legal claims upon her for the public treaſure 
and effects belonging to his inheritance from his father, 
which ſhe detains from him, and ſquanders in ſuch deſtruc- 
tive purpoſes, while he is overwhelmed by public debts, 
principally incurred by his predeceſſor, and on account of 
bis inability to diſcharge which, the Company have indiſ- 
| penſably 
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ſpenſably been driven to take upon themſelves the burthen 
of a large military eſtabliſhment hitherto entertained. for 
their ſervice at the charge of the Nabob. | 4 

On this head I think it unneceſſary to offer any remark, 
fince a reference to the eſtabliſhed laws and cuſtoms of the 
country will ſufficiently prove his Excellency's inheritant 
right to claim the property of his predeceſſor. *' | 

I muſt alſo take the liberty to add my opinion, that un- 
Jeſs Fyzullah Cawn, remotely fituated as he is, out of reach 
of interruption, in the centre of his own tribe and coun- 
try, connected uninterruptedly with the other two remain- 
ing Patan powers, becomes included in this general reform 
of the Jagheer, or ſome effectual check impoſed upon him, 
the whole may prove abortive, while, if fully enforced, may 
fave this country, and with it poſſibly much of our own 
blood and treaſure.

Hitherto no interference has taken place by 
any one; I am at a loſs to account for the preſent meaſure. 
On what plea has the Nabob reſumed my Jagheer, or what 
are his intentions? While you are reſident, can ſuch pro- 
ceedings be admitted? Expreſs your diſapprobation, that it 
may not be carried into effect. Before, application was 
made through Moloie Fuzzle Azeem Khan to me, for 
Lowanah Talook, my Jagheer, when I wrote to Huſſein 
Reza Khan, and Hyder Beg Khan, on the ſubje&, who ſi- 
lenced Moloie Fuzzle Azeem Khan—but now the reſump- 
tion of my Jagheer is reſolved on. 1 |

I am repairing to Lucknow; where- 
fore this precipitation? You are guarantee for the Caulna- 
ma. Should the country be loſt to me, it ſhall be loſt to 
all. I give you this intimation—Note it.

Having written to you particularly reſpecting my Jag- 
| heers, you are now acquainted therewith.— Now the Na- 
bob's order to Meer Maboob Ally is arrived, directing the 
reſumption of my Jagheers, Nabob Gunge, on the other 
fide of the river and Bene Gunge, and their amount col- 
lections, to be paid into the treaſury, —Whence this mea- 
ſure?

Application 
was made before by Mooloie Fuzzle Azeem Khan, for 
Lowanah Talook, my Jagheer; on which I wrote to Huſ- 
ſein Reza Khan, and Hyder Beg Cawn, who explained the 
matter to the Moloie, and cauſed the matter to be dropped. 
Huſſein Reza Khan and Hyder Beg Khan are my profeſſed 
friends. The buſineſs I write to them on is effected. With 
them I am perfectly ſatisfied. I am now convinced this 
trouble is cauſed by Moloie Fuzzle Azeem Khan. Make 
known to him your diſpleaſure at it, that this affair may be 
relinquiſhed, forbidding him ever to enter on the ſubject of 
my Jagheers, to prevent any further interference of this 
kind therewith. 


From the Reſident to the Bhowe Begum. 


I had the honour to reply to your former letter yeſterday; 
to the contents of which I muſt beg leave to refer you, as 


far as relates to ſecuring to you the actual income of your 
Jagheers, Gungees, Bazars, &c. as ſet forth in the Caulna- 
ma ſubſiſting between you and his Excellency the Nabob. 
1 certainly am bound in duty to interfere, becauſe the faith 
of the G 


overnor General and Council, my maſters, has 
been 
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been pledged to you for it; and 1 am ready, as I before in- 
formed you, to ſettle that point to your ſatisfaction; but as 
to continuing the lands, &c. in the form you have hitherto 
held them, his Excellency the Nabob is the maſter, and 1 
cannot oppoſe his pleaſure. It behoves you to reflect well 
on this matter. I am equally the friend of yqu and yout 
ſon the Nabob, and can have no prejudices in favour of one 
or the other. His Excellency declares, and I have myſelf 
ſeen too many proofs to doubt it, that the authority and 
dominion exerciſed by the Jagheerdars is extremely prejudi- 
cial to his revenue and government. A medium, therefore, 
being propoſed, by which you loſe nothing, and his Excel- 
lency gains ſo much, I ſhould you would not continue to 
reject it, fince it is unqueſtionably the ſame to you, whether 
you receive the income of your Jagheer through the chan; 
nel of an Aumil . under the Nabob's authority, or 
from the hands of your own immediate agent. For the re- 
gular remittance of whatever net income you may hereto - 
fore have received from your Jagheers, I willingly make 
myſelf reſponſible; but J again repeat, that in all other re- 
ſpects the Nabob is maſter.— What more ſhall I ſay? 


From the Bhowe Regum to the Refdent. 


J underſtand, from Huſſein Reza Khan, that He has 
ſpoke to you concerning my Jagheers, and that you in re- 
ply ſhould ſay that the Nabob's ſending Aumils into 
Jagheers was not of any conſequence or prejudice. If th 
are your ſentiments, I cannot but be much aſtoniſhed. Had 
any other perſon expreſſed ſuch, I ſhould not have felt it, 

but imputed them to his ignorance. Since I heard that 
| You ſhould have declared ſuch as the above, I have been in 
deſpair, as I cannot think the country any longer proper for 
my remaining 1n it, as thoſe who bound themſelves by en- 
1 now diſregard them. After the Mohrum is paſt, 

ſhall repair to Lucknow, and take my leave of it to ſo- 
journ elſewhere, as neceſſitated by the gentlemen at Luck- 
now, and as my inclinations once led me, and is now God's 
decree ; though, ſhould I be neceſſitated to quit the country, 
God grant that no ſoul may be able to remain in it in 
pee.

A perſon aſſuming your name has juſt arrived here, with 
a letter under your ſeal, addreſſed to me; but as I cannot 
believe, either from the ſubje& matter or the ſtile, that it 
can have been dictated by you, or written with your know- 
ledge, I encloſe a copy of it, that you may detect the for- 
gery, and inflict a proper exemplary puniſhment on the 
perſon who ſhall have dared thus to abuſe your confidence, 
and inſult me. 


From the Nabob Vizier to the Refident. 


I have received your letter, covering copies of letters from 
my mother to yourſelf—recapitulated the contents:—She 
ſays her Jagheers were not granted by me. At the time of 
the late Nabob's death theſe Mahls were under the charge 
of Jowaur Ally Khan, on the footing of other Aumils, in- 
ſomuch that the accounts, &c. were lodged in the Dewan's 
office; theſe accounts, as they were delivered in the De- 
wan's office to the date of the Nabob's death, are forth-, 
coming. After his death, I, as a dutiful fon, made over 
theſe Mahls to Her in Jagheer, that it could not be ſaid I 
left my mother unprovided. The: buſineſs and Mhals of 
the Khalſa ſuffer conſiderably, and are much prejudiced by 
5 authority and conduct of the Aumils of theſe Jagheers, 

, as alſo from the. inſolence of the houſehold Kha- 
jahs; witneſs the conduct of Bhar Ally Khan's Naibat 
Tondah. My life, eſtate, and dominions originate from 
the friendſhip of the Engliſh government. Yet what 
knavery have not theſe houſehold Khajahs been Fulle, of. 
As therefore it is not prudent that theſe Mahls ſhould be 
continued in the charge of my mother, or houſehold K ha- 
jahs, I have appointed my own Aumils--receive the a- 
mount ariſing from theſe Mhals, and pay it to my mother, 
after deducting the charges of collections, &c. abſolute 

I am ready to acquieſce in any thing for my mo- 
ther. As for the other parts of her letters, I truſt in God 
they are diftated by the houſehold Kajahs ; and that I have 
not cauſed ſhame to myſelf from my conduct to God or my 
mother, After the death of my father, whatever was dus 
from him to the Company, alſo to the troops; I tqok upon 
myſelf; but whatever effects there were remained with my

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mother. Some time ſince ſhe gave ſome part to me, but it 


went no way 1n the diſcharge of the claims of the Company 
odr troops. For theſe many years I have endured much in- 
convenience and trouble for the diſcharge of theſe ; yet half 


is not made good, and I am in daily anxiety on this ac- 
count, from a defire to diſcharge all juſt dues to the Com- 

ny. It is my intention to proceed to Fyzabad in ten 
days, the Mohrum being over, when I mean to requeſt of 
my mother the whole of.my father's eſtate, to enable me to 
pay off all debts to the Company. Agreeable to the laws 
of God, all my father's effects are my right, that I may 
make good'all claims on him. If my mother, from affec- 
tion, conſents, I ſhall be happy; if not, in whatever man- 
ner ſhe may render it, I ſhall pay it tewards the adjuſtment 
of the balance due to the Company. With reſpe& to the 
houſehold Khajahs, I ſhall confine and puniſh them, for 
the knavery and means they have uſed towards effecting a 
breach between my mother and myſelf. You will in friend- 
ſhip cauſe this letter to be tranſlated into Engliſh, and ſend 
it immediately to the governor, deſiring him not liſten to 


any one, or what my mother may write, neither adopt her 


opinion, but direct me to receive money from her, towards 
the payment of the Company's demands. I am ready to 
defray and allow her for her expences—with reſpe& to 
the amount collections of her Jagheers, after deducting all 
neceſſary charges of collection; you may receive and 


tranſmit it to her. 


Lucknow, the 28th December, 1781. 

My dear Sir, 
I am this day honoured with your public letter of the 
24th inſtant; and I do not loſe a moment in informing 
-you, that without a total ſeizure of the country it is not 


poſſible to collect this year a larger ſum than the Nabob has 


already granted, which altogether exceeds that of any other 
year, at a time when his collections have been greatly dimi- 
niſhed by the miſconduQ of Raja Bowanny Stn „late Au- 
mil of Bycewarrah, the inſurrections acroſs the G „ and

uſed in ſecuring his pe 
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Nabob, I have the beſt grounds for believing that he would 
confider it a direct breach of the late agreement, and totally 
reject the propoſal as ſuch ; and I muſt own to you, that, 
in his preſent fermented ſtate of mind, I could expect no- 
thing leſs than deſpair, and a declared rupture. | 
He has by no means been yet able to furniſh me with 
means of paying off the arrears due to the temporary bri- 

de, to the ſtipulated term of its continuance in his ſervice. 
The funds neceſſary for paying off and diſcharging his own 
military eſtabliſhment under Britiſh officers, and his pen- 
fion liſt, have been raiſed on the private credit of Mr. John- 
ſon and myſelf, from the Shroffs of this place, to whom we 
are at this moment pledged for many lacks of rupees ; and 
without ſach aid, which I freely and at all hazards yielded, 
becauſe I conceived it was your anxious defire to relieve the 
Nabob as ſoon as poſſible of this heavy burthen, the eſta- 
bliſhment muſt have been at his charge to this time, and 
probably for months to come, while his reſources were 
ftrained to the utmoſt to furniſh Jaidads for its mainte- 
nance to this period. I therefore heſitate not to declare it 
utterly impoſſible for him, under any circumſtances what- 
ever, to provide' funds for the payment of the troops you 
now propoſe to ſend him. | 
The'wreſting Furruckabad, K yrague, and Fyzula Cawn's 
country from his government (for in that light, my dear 
Sir, I can faithfully afſure you he views the meaſures a- 
dopted in reſpect to thoſe countries) together with the re- 
ſumption of all the Jagheers, ſo much againſt his inclina- 
tion, have already brought the Nabob to perſuaſion, that 
— leſs than his deſtruction, or the annihilation of 
every ſhadow of his power, is meant; and all my labours 


to convince him to the contrary have proved abortive. A 


ſettled melancholy has ſeized him, and his health reduced 
beyond conception; and I do moſt ſolemnly believe, that 
the march of four regiments of Sepoys towards Lucknow, 
under whatever circumſtances it might be repreſented, 
would be conſidered ” him as a force ultimately to be 
on.

dently truſt you will excuſe, when you confider that I can 
be actuated by no other motive than a zeal for the public 
ſervice ; and that if, after ail, you determine that the mea- 
ſure ſhall be inſiſted on, it will be only the loſs of fix, or at

your hopes or expectations: until yeſterday the buſineſs 
was in no form that could enable me to pronounce, or even 
conjecture, what would be the reſult.

I have carried the original treaty down with me, in obe- 
dience to your orders of the 19th December; but, having 
determined, upon receipt of your firſt abave-mentianed let- 
ter, to retarn immediately to my ſtation, I have brought it 
back with me, and ſhall now forward it by the firſt ſafe con-

In obedience to the explanation you require, of the gene- 
ral aſſertion, that the objects of the late treaty have been 
fulfilled, I now proceed to recapitulate unitedly what I have 
hitherto in detached letters taken the hberty of ſubmitting 
to you; and, for regularity, I ſhall take up the paragraphs of 
your inſtructions, accompanying the Chunat treaty in the 
order they ſtand. ME: 


Par. 1. Requires the execution of the ſeveral articles of 


the treaty, being five in number. 


| The firſt has been fully effected by the complete payment 
of all arrears, and the march of the temporary and cavalry 
brigade into the provinces. 
Nothing remains but the return, or adjuſtment, of the 
value of the ſtores furniſhed by the Nabob when the tem- 
porary brigade was firſt eſtabliſhed z of which only nine 
ons of field artillery have yet been returned by Colonel 
lorgan. The incloſed is a letter from the Nabob upon 
the lubjcR, . 
2 5 Mr. 
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Mr. Wombwell's office has been fully paid off and diſ- 
charged, and all the arms and ſtores of the different corps: 
delivered to the Nabob, and Aſſets for the payment of the 
extra regiment ſtationed at Lucknow included in the affign- 
ment for the current year. 

The ſecond article relates to the reſumption of the Ja- 
guire lands. This has been fully effected. The three 
moſt conſiderable are now under my charge—the Bow Be- 

m's, Salar Jung's, and Letafut Ally Cawn's ; a meaſure 

was driven to enforce, on account of the mode in which 
the firſt reſumption of the Jaguires was conducted; which, 
by leaving the reſumed lands in the farm of thoſe who be- 
fore held them on behalf of the Jaguirdars, little more than 
a ſhadow of the intended change was effected. 

The third article, which includes the Jaguire of Fiz- 
zulla Cawn among the reſt, has hitherto been deferred b 
the poſtſcript to your general inſtruction, which forbids it 
until circumſtances may . more expedient and eaſy 
to be attempted than the preſent more material purſuits of 
government make it appear. * 

However, I beg leave to repeat, that a ſtipend or allow- 
ance in ready money, to that chief, in lieu of his Jaguire 
lands, fituated and peopled as they are by his own tribe, in 
vicinity to three capital territories of the ſame caſt, would 

be far more conducive to the intereſt and ſecurity of this 
government ; and, as ſuch, permit me to recommend it ta 
your conſideration. | 
The fourth article, as far as regarded this office, was ful- 
filled here. 

The fifth and laſt article being only a proviſion for a fu- 
ture eventual contingency, was liable to no exertion here. 

The counterpart of the treaty, being the arrangements 
which the Nabob pledged himſelf to effect towards intro- 
ducing ceconomy into his finances, confiſting chiefly in 
three points—the reduction and regulation of his Mooteye- 

nah troops—the ſeparation of his private purſe from the 
public funds—and placing the latter under the ſeparate ma- 
nagement of the miniſters. 

The firſt of theſe meaſures is in as great forwardneſs as it 
is poſſible; Pay and Muſter Maſters having been appointed 
to the whole, and the ſaving already made produced a fund 
equal to defray the eſtabliſhed charge of three regiments, as 
propoſed in my addreſs of the 10th inſtant. The other, of 
ſeparating and limiting the privy purſe, was immediately. ef- 
fefted upon my return here from Chunar, and with that 
the ſeparate public funds placed under the miniſters. 
I now proceed to the continuation of thg paragraphs of 
your letter of inſtruftions. |

he zd paragraph is a recapitulation of the chief object 


of the treaty, being the ſhorteſt poſſible liquidation of the 


Nabob's. debt to the honourahle Company. To this pur- 
poſe I have ſecured aſſignments. which I deem adequate to 
the full diſcharge of all demands by the end of the preſent 
Fuſſullee year; which, conſidering the greatnefs of the ag- 


gregate amount, is, I apprehend, as ſoon as could be ex- 


ted. 

The 4th paragraph is partly anſwered above; the reduc- 
tion has chiefly been in the infantry, ſo as to bring in our 
troops to fupply the deficiency ; upon which ſubje& my 
propoſal is betore you. The corps under this denom ina 
tion here are chiefly.Nudjeibs, and employed for the garri- 
ſons of the Aumils, Forts, K utcherries; and Tanahs. The 
corps of cavalry could not fo eafily be diminiſhed or imme- 
diately reformed, They conſiſt moſtly of Mogols, enter- 
tained for the ſtate and perſonal ſecurity of the Aumil, who 
they generally attend in perſon ; and, fuch is the refractory 
diſpoſition of the people, who have never yet been properly 
controuled, that, was not ſome immediate vifible ftanding 
force with the Aumil, at his command, to enforce his or- 
ders, he would neither be reſpected or obeyed, and conſe- 
quently unable to fulfill the duties of his charge. | 

The Sebundy 1s a ſeparate eſtabliſhment from the two 
above-mentioned, being a charge of generally about four 
per cent. upon the collections of the different Aumils, for a 
duty executed by a ſet af Peons, not military diſciplined 
men, who are ſtationed upon the crops and fields all over 
the country, for their protection. Theſe, from the nature 
and preſent ſtate of this government, appear to me abſolute- 
ly and indiſpenſably neceflary for the collections, and can 
neither be embodied or farmed into any regular fixed eſta- 
bliſhment ; but the new year will afford an opportunity of 


_ reducing their numbers, and of bringing this part of the 


plan into greater perfection. 

The 5th paragraph, regulating the mode of paying the 
Mooteyanah, has been completely eſtabliſhed, notwith- 
ſanding the complaints and obſtrudtions brought againſt it 
by the Aumils ; who are by it ſubjeRed to a check and con- 
troul which they are not pleaſed with, and deptived of an 
ideal proportion of authority over their men, by the inter- 
ference of the Pay and Mufter Maſters. 

To the 6th paragraph, which regards the Nabob's choice 
of officers, I have only to obſerve, that no vacancies have 
occurred which can have afforded room for an exertion of

its clauſe, 
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The jth, regarding the choice of Aumils, can only cocdte 
under execution at the commencement of the year, when 
the Aumils are named.— The few inſtances. of change 
which have accidentally occurred by the reſumption of the 
Jaguires, have been conducted under the ſpirit of this order. 

Upon the 8th paragraph, I have written a ſtrong letter to 
the Nabob, recommending moſt earneſtly to him to eſta- 
bliſh courts of juſtice throughout his dominions, beginni 
by a Sudder ul Hukk at the capital, of the effect whereof . 
I ſhall hereafrer inform you; I have not urged an inſtant 
adoption of the plan, as it appears more mentioned as a 
point you wiſh to be brought about by degrees than expect 
to ſee immediately enforced; nor is the government here 
yet ſufficiently regulated to promiſe juſt now thoſe beneficial 
conſequences which are the objects of ſuch an inſtitution, 

The gth paragraph conveys a diſcretio power, even- 
tually to be exerciſed ; an occaſion for which hath not hi- 
therto occurred. 1 | | 

The notice directed by the roth paragraph has been pub- 
lickly given to every perſon. coming under its. deſcription, 
and who have ſignified their having received the order. | 

Theſe complete your inſtructions; ſince which you have 
directed, as an additional article, that the Nabob ſhould be 
ſupported in his claim upon the Bhow Begum, for the in- 
heritance of the late Vizier's public treaſure. This has alſo 
been done ; 45 lacks bave been recovered, and the Begumo 
chief agents are now under ſevere reſtraint for the remain 
der of what they engaged to produce.

My diſorders Mr. Murchiſon has attended to 
with the moſt attentive care, without being able to remove 
them; but gives me hopes, from the preſent change of 
ſeaſon, they may come to a crifis. He imagines my arrival 
from immediate aſſiſtance may be attended with danger to 
my life, before he ſees a probability of my recovery; and as 
ſuch he has given me his ſentiments, which I have incloſed 
you.

To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Governor General, 
&c. Members of the Supreme Council, Fort William. 


Honourable Sir and Sirs, | 

I have been honoured with your commands of the 12t 
inſtant, through your ſecretary, accompanied with a paper 
of charges againſt me, arranged under ſixteen ſeparate 

heads, which I am required to anſwer. | 
At a period ſo diſtant from that at which I delivered over 
the charge of my office to Mr. Briſtow, I muſt be permit- 
ted to obſerve, I was as little prepared to receive as to an- 
ſwer charges againſt me for my conduct in the diſcharge of 
that office; as the honourable Board, when they informed 
me of that gentleman's appointment to ſucceed me, com- 
municated not the leaſt hint of diſpleaſure or diſapproba- 
tion of my public conduct, and unconſcious myſelf of 
having merited cenſure, I had not a doubt but my removal 
was in conſequence of the orders which I underſtood 
had been received from the honourable Court of Directors, 
for the reſtoration of Mr. Briſtow to the Reſidency at Oude. 
But however unexpected this call upon me may be, Iam 
very far from complaining - any occaſion afforded me of

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explaining my conduct, where it may have been miſunder- 
Rood ; on the contrary, I acknowledge my obligation to 
the honourable Board, for permitting me te ſtate collec- 
tively my conduct in the cloſe of the important truſt I have 
been honoured with for ſuch a ſeries of years, If I cannot 
vindicate my condu for the period I ſtand accufed, I ſhall 
be the leſs forward in claiming indulgence from the honour- 
able Board, as a ſucceſſion (with ſome interruption) of 
nine years refidence and intercourſe with the court and pro- 
vinces of Oude, muſt impreſs an idea of local experience 
and continued approbation, which would leave no other 
conſtruction upon miſconduct, than a wilful neglect of my 
duty, amounting to little leſs than a premeditated and de- 
termined breach of truſt, loaded with ingratitude and 
treachery to the intereſt of my employers. DES 

The charges before me, regard my conduct for the 
Fuſſullee year 1189 ; that is, from the 23d September 1781, 
when my inſtructions upon the Chunar treaty were deliver- 
ed to me, to the 23d October 1752, when I delivered over 

charge to my ſucc-fſor, Mr. Briſtow. They generally aim 
to eſtabliſh, 1ſt. That I did not effect the various objects of 
the treaty ; 2dly. Diſobedience of ſome ſubſequent, though 
connected orders; and 3dly, Inattention to my duty upon 
ſome heads more connected with a diſcharge of current 
buſineſs, than bearing any relation to the treaty. 

Conceiving theſe three diviſions to involve and deſcribe 
the outline of my charges, I ſhall take them up in this 
ſucceilion to ſpeak to them collectively; as my correſpon- 
dence during that year, to which I ſhall occaſionally refer, 
will. on examination, I think, be found to have anſwered, 
in detail, the major part, if not whole, of what 1s now be- 
fore me. 

In replying to my firſt diviſion of the charge—Non-exe- 
cution of the treaty and inſtructions that accompanied it. 
ſhall beft avoid confuſion, and ſhorten what I wiſh to 
urge, by taking up unitedly the treaty and inſtructions, and 
briefly ſtating, in the oppoſite column, what was done upon 
them; premiſing, to lead the attention of the board, that 
the grand object was to liquidate the Nabob's debt of accu- 
mulating balance to the company, which the Governor 
General's recollection will confirm.—To obtain this hqui- 
dation, the Nabob was perſuaded to agree to ſundry arrange- 
ments\in his government and finance, without which it 
was deemed impracticable to provide adequate reſources to 
accompliſh it within the year 1189, which although unex- 
preſſed, was underſtood to be the period for the attainment 
of this grand object; nor could it ny be expected to 


take leſs, becauſe the regulations of a reyenue (other 
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reſources there are not in Oude) can ſcarcely operate with- 
in the period of a year, 
For a clear underſtanding of my conduct, it may not be 
_ unneceſſary to advert to the fituation and power of a reſi- 
dent at the court of Oude; that his ſucceſs or failure, in 
the ſervices expected from him, may be meaſured by the 
means he ſhall appear to poſſeſs, the only juſt criterion. 
The Reſident from his appointment, is the ſole Agent 
from an ally .to the court he reſides in, with two obvious 
and peculiar lines of duty; one is, the political correſpon- 
dence, for information of our government, and the pre- 
ſervation of a good underſtanding between the allied parties.

The death of Nudziff Cawn, with all the conſequences 
probable and actual, attendant on that event, I duly noticed 
in a ſeries of letters, to which I beg leave to refer. | 
The ſuppoſed rebellion and flight of Almaſs Ally 
Cawn, I informed the board, upon my return to Lucknow 
in September, was a premature report, as I had always con- 
ſidered and treated it. | 

The only material occurrence worthy the honourable 
Board's information, relative to the Nabob's interior go- 
vernment, was the affaffination of Mirza Abdoola Beg, 
Aumil of Goruckpore, which proceeded not from any 
diſorders in the country, but an unfortunate diſpute with 
two of his own immediate dependants. This accident 
was duly communicated to the Board, as well as the mea- 
ſures that had been taken to avert any bad conſequences, 
under date the 27th May 1782. 

To the other article—employment of troops - I have to 
obſerve, that there were fewer regiments on ſervice in the 
Nabob's country. during the year 1189, than in many, I 
believe I might affirm any, of the preceding years, fince 
the preſent Nabob's acceſſion to the Muſnud ; although 
more might in reaſon have been expected to be wanted upon

cavalry, I might without expoſing myſelf to the charge of 
making too far an uſe of the power given me by my inſtruc- 
tions, have called in as many troops at leaft as were uſed in 
times of peace and quiet, when all theſe were in being, 
and fully Rationed for the Nabob's fervice ; conſequently, 
I muſt hope I ſhall not appear criminal, in the judgment 
of the honourable Board, when I ſhew that myſelf, and 
aſſiſtant in my abſence, of our own motion, only called in 
two regiments, and one of theſe in exchange for another

I cannot conclude this addreſs without my apology to the 
Honourable board, for the long intruſion I have been com- 
pelled to make upon them ; [ will not treſpaſs longer on 
their time, but here cloſe what I have to urge in vindica- 
tion of my conduct on the charges preferred againſt me, 

If in the courſe of the foregoing recital, ſupported by 
the ſeveral vouchers I have annexed, I ſhall have ſhewn that 
I accompliſhed the grand objects of the treaty, by liqui- 
dating not only the balance I ftood pledged for, but the new 
claim from the Prefidency—T hat I effected the ſeveral re- 
gulations preſcribed by my inſtructions, to bring about this 
liquidation—by the total reſumption of the Jagheers (ex- 
cepting Fyzoola Cawn's only) and the arrangement 
reduction of the Mooteyna. That J further fulfilled the 
objects of my orders reſpecting the Begums at Fayzabad, 
within ten days after my arrival there— And, finally, that 
I diſcharged the current buſineſs and duties of my ſtation, 
by realizing the current claims, quelling the inſurrection 
extending from Benares to the extremity of Rohilcund, 


and ſubduing ſuch other diſturbances as are perpetually 
| ariſing 
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from the turbulence of the Zemindars, without the 
aid of more troops than fhall be found to have been em- 
ployed in former aſſure myſelf, from the juſtice of 
the honourable Board, that they will declare me fully ac- 
quitted of the reſponſibility with which I was charged at 
the conclufion of the treaty, and deem ine warranted in the 
belief I had formed, that my recall was the neceſſary conſe- 
quence of obedience to the orders of the Court of Directors 
in favour of my ſucceſſor, and not for any delinquency or 
miſcondu@ on my part. 
Earneſtly entreating the honourable Board to relieve my 
anxious ſuſpenſe, by indulging me with as early a decifion 
on my conduct as may fuit with their more important oc- 
cupations,

Upon the ſpirit of your former orders, relative to the - 4 
pointment of a detachment under Sir Fohn Cumming, for 
the ſupport and protection of the Vizier's internal govern- 
ment, and your ſubſequent letters, declaratory of your ſenſe 
of the footing on which the ſubſidiary brigade muſt be un- 
derſtood to remain with his Excellency, I have had re- 

ated converſations with' the miniſters, endeavouring to 

ew the impropriety of making detachments from the fron- 
tier brigade, originally intended ſolely for the Nabob's do- 
minions againſt a foreign enemy, for the aſſiſtance of the 
Aumils, or rather ordinary ſervices of the collections, and to 
convince them of the impoſſibility of continuing that prac- 
tice, now that the whole effective fagge of the country was 
reduced to one brigade, without perverting the obvious de- 
fign of its eſtabliſhment, and thereby riſking conſequences 
to the honourable Company's arms, and his Excellency's 
government, which it equally behoved them and myſelf to 
avoid; as, from the frequent calls for ſuch aid, the nature 
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of the ſervice, and the very remote diſtance to which the 
troops were occaſionally ſent, neither the neceſſary attention 
to their diſcipline could be paid, nor their re- junction ef- 
fected upon any emergency, which might call for the im- 
mediate exertion of the whole force of the brigade. 
Having ſucceeded in the impreſſion which I wiſhed to 
make on the miniſters, and the reduction which has been 
made in the Nabob's Mooteyna troops ſtrengthening the 
grounds I had argued upon, I availed myſelf of this oppor- 
tunity to propoſe an eſtabliſhment of the honourable Com- 
pany's troops, which ſhould at once obviate the neceſſity of 
applying to the ſubſidiary brigade for affiſtance, and enable 
the Nabob to make ſtill further reduction on his Mooteyna 
and Sebundy eſtabliſhments.

—The firſt of theſe meaſures is 
in as great forwardneſs as it is poffible, pay and muſter maſ- 
ters having been appointed to the whole, and the faving al- 
ready made produced a fund equal to defray the eſtabliſhed 
charge of three regiments, as propoſed in my addreſs of the 
roth inftant. The other, of ſeparating and limiting the 

ivy purſe, was immediately effected upon my return here 

m Chunar, and with that, the ſeparate public funds 
placed under tae miniſters, 

I now proceed to the continuation of the paragraphs of 
your letter of inſtructions. 

The ad, is only claiming my implicit obedience to what 
follows ; to fulfil which has been and ſhall be my conſtant 


ſtudy. 

The 3d paragraph is a recapitulation of the chief object of 
the treaty, being the ſhorteſt poſſible liquidation of the Na- 
bob's debt to the honourable Company. To this purpoſe 
I have ſecured aſſignments, which I deem adequate to the 
full diſcharge of all demands by the end of the preſent fuſ- 


| fullee year, which conſidering the greatneſs of the aggregate 


amount, is, I apprehend, as ſoon as have been expected. 
The 4th paragraph is partly anſwered above. —The re- 
duction has chiefly been in the infantry, ſo as to bring in 
our troops to ſapply the deficiency ; upon which ſubject 
my propoſal is before you. The corps under this denomi- 
nation here are chiefly N udjeebs, and employed for the gar- 
riſons of the Aumils Forts, K utcherries, and Tanahs. The 
corps of cavalry could not ſo eaſily be diminiſhed or imme» 
diately reformed. They conſiſt moſtly of Mogols, enter- 


. tained for the ſtate and perſonal ſecurity of the Aumils, who 


they ym attend in perſon: and, ſuch is the refractory 
diſpoſition of the people, who have never yet been properly 
controuled, that, was not ſome immediate viſible ſtanding 
force with the Aumil, at his command, to enforce his or- 
ders, he would neither be reſpected or obeyed, and conſe» 
quently unable to fulfil the duties of his charge. 

The Sebundy is a ſeparate eſtabliſhment from the two 
above mentioned, being a charge 'of generally about four 
per cent. upon the collections of the different Aumils, for a 
duty executed by a fet of peons, not military diſciplined 
men, who are ſtationed upon the crops and fields, all over 
the country, for their protection. Theſe, from the nature 
and preſent ſtate of this government, appear to me abſo- 
utely and indiſpenſably neceſſary for the collections, and 

cal 
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can neither be embodied or formed into any regular fixed 
eſtabliſhment ; but the new year will afford an opportunity 
of reducing their numbers, and of bringing this part of the 
plan into greater perfection. RI E 

The 5th paragraph, regulating the mode of paying the 
Mootteynah, has been compleatly eſtabliſhed, notwithſtand- 
ing the complaints and obſtruction brought againſt it by the 
Aumils, who are by it ſubject to a check and controul 

which they are not pleaſed with, and deprived of an ideal 
proportion of authority over their men, by the interference 
of the pay and muſter maſter. 1 | 

To the 6th paragraph, which regards the Nabob's choice 
of officers, I have only to obſerve, that no vacancies have oc- 
curred which can have afforded room for an exertion of its 
clauſe. 1 e | 

The 7th, regarding the choice of Aumils, can only come 
under execution at the commencement of the year, when 
Aumils are named. The few inſtances of change which 
have accidentally occurred by the reſumption of the Jaguire, 
have been conducted under the ſpirit of this order. 

Upon the 8th paragraph I have written a ſtrong letter to 
the Nabob, recommending moſt earneſtly to him to eſta- 
bliſh Courts of Juſtice throughout his dominions, begin- 
ning of a Sudder-ul Hukkal, the capital; of the effect where- 
of 1 ſhall hereafter inform you. — not urged an in- 
ſtant adoption of the plan, as it appears more mentioned as 
a point you with to be brought about by degrees, than ex- 
peR to — immediately enforced. Nor is the government 
here yet ſufficiently regulated to promiſe juſt now the bene- 
ficial conſequences which are the objects of ſuch an inſtitu- 
tion. 

The gth paragraph conveys a diſcretionary power, even- 
tually to be exerciſed, an occaſion for which hath not hi- 
therto occurred. 

The notice directed by the 1oth paragraph, has been 
publicly given to every perſon coming under-its deſcription, 
who have ſignified their having received the order.

reſt appeared to be preparing to do it with all poffible ſpeed. 

I tearn from Mr. Johnſon, that on receipt of your letter, 
Meſſts. Scott, Marſack, Carvalho, and Darell, were yet at 
Lucknow. The two former gentlemen were poſitively to 
depart by the end of this month at furtheſt, and Mefirs. 
| Marſack and Carvalho were then on the point of ſetting 
out. Captain Darell, whoſe health, I am informed, is till 
in a very indifferent ftate, having your permiſſion, will re» 


main till the end of the rains. 


Beſides the above-mentioned gentlemen, Mr. Robert 
Grant and Mr. Bird, are, I underftand, refident at Furruck- 
abad, but I have not fignified your orders to them, being 
_ uncertain how far they might be confidered to fall under 
their deſcription. Theſe are all the dependants of our go- 
vernment, that I know of, reſiding within the Vizier's juriſ- 
dictions, without public appointments, or the expreſs licence

Having on my behalf agreed to the requiſition of the Na- 
bob Viaier, without diminution or reſerve, I muſt now re- 
at the requeſt which I before verbally made to him, that 
will be pleaſed to attend to ſuch p as I ſhall have 
to make to him; and to theſe I his aſſent the more 
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readily, as they haye for their ultimate object his intereft 
alone, that of the Company being no further concerned 
than in the influence which they will eventually have in 
the payment of the debt due from the Nabob to the Com- 
pany ; I therefore recommend him to reduce the great 
number of his Sibundy and other troops to regular and 
complete eſtabliſhment, not to be paid by aſſignments of re- 
venue, but in money from the treaſury, -and their number 
not to exceed the certain means of paying them; but as 
this may be difficult, without making a ſeparation of the 
Nabob's public and private funds, I further recommend, 
that he receive into his private purſe no more than a fixed 
monthly ſum for the expences and houſehold, and that the 
remainder of the nett collections be left in a public treaſure, 
under the management of his public miniſters, and the in- 
ſpeQion of the Reſident, for the diſcharge of his military 
and civil difburſement. 

This advice is not meant to affect the aſſignments annu- 
ally made, and which muſt be annually received, for the 
payment of the paſt debt, and the current demands of- the

ces of a burthen they were no longer able to ſuſtain, with 
ſundry other clauſes, the execution of which is entruſted to 
— damghh encloſe an authentic copy of the ſame for 
your guidance. 

The Nabob, on his behalf, has ſubſcribed and ſealed an 
agreement, in your preſence, and in the preſence of Mr. Ri- 
chard Johnſon and Hyder Beg Cawn, reſpecting the admi- 
niſtration of his affairs, of which I alſo tranſmit you an au- 
thentic copy. > # | 

To theſe papers, and to the points conſequently and ne- 
ceſſarily dependant on them, I think it neceſſary to add the 
following inſtructions, to which I require. your moſt im- 
plicit obedience. | 

I need ſcarcely inform you that my chief object, in m 
negociations with the Nabob, has been to induce and fl 
him to bring his government and finances into ſuch regula- 
rity, as to prevent his alliance being a clog inſtead of an aid 
to the Company, and to enable him to diſcharge his debt in 
the ſhorteſt time poſſible. To this end, the moſt eſſential 

int is to limit and ſcparate his perſonal diſburſements 
com che pu lic accaunts ; they mult not, intheirtatal an- 
; 0 Da 
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nual amount, exceed what he has received in any of the 
laſt three years: — this amount, in twelve equal parts, ſhould 
be paid him monthly out of the firſt receipts, and the re- 
mainder of the nett collections placed ſeparately in a pub- 
lic treaſury, from whence his public, military, and civil 
eſtabliſhment muſt be paid, under the ſole management 
and controul of the miniſters, with your concurrence. It 
is of courſe to be underſtood, that this has no connection, 
and is in no ſhape to interfere with the Company's affign- 
ments, and the collection upon them, which are to be con- 
dufted as uſual; and as, by the addition of the Jaguire 
lands, with their revenues, to the Nabob's regular collec- 
tions, his income will, or ought to be, conſiderably increaſed, 
I ſhall expect that the whole of the exceſs be appropriated 
to the diſcharge of the Nabob's debt to the Company. 

After ſettling the amount of the perſonal diſburſements of 
the Nabob Vizier, and his houſehold, the next point that 
will require your exertions, towards the general arrange- 
ment of the public charges, is the reform of the eſtabliſhed 
and Muttaena troops, reducing thgm into an eſtabliſhed 
corps for the whole ſervice. If this corps could be brought 
to conſiſt ſolely of cavalry, it would beſt anſwer mutual be- 
nefit, leaving no infantry in the Nabob's ſervice but what 
may be — 5 for bis body guard; and to ſupply the de- 
ficiency, ſhould any occur in ſuch arrangement, our infan- 
try may be employed, where infantry are wanted. 

The corps reformed and eſtabliſhed, their pay muſt be 
iſſued from the public treaſury ;—no aſſignments upon the 
revenues to be in future granted them, and thoſe already 
iſſued to be recalled. To complete this, all numbers above 
what the real ſervice may require, or the actual nett receipts 
may be adequate to the full payment of, muſt be diſbanded 
as faſt as the arrears can be paid off. LEY. 

The Nabob will ſele& and appoint his own comman- 
ders; but if he ſhould nominate improper perſons, ſuch as 
the men commonly known by the name of Orderlies, or 
other deriving their influence from them, or of known diſ- 
affection to our government, you are in ſuch caſe to remon - 
ſtrate againſt; and if the Vizier ſhall perſiſt in his choice, 
_ are peremptorily, and in my name, to oppoſe it as a 

reach o his agreement. | 

For the management of the collections, the miniſters, 
with your concurrence, are to chuſe all aumils and collectors, 
and in their choice to be guided by the reſponſibility, good 
reputation; and known ability of the perſons they elect, that, 
as far as poſſible, changes ſhould be avoided. 

Much is to be ſaid, though little may now ſuit, upon the 
ſubject of the diſtribution of juſtice in the Nabob's domi- 
nions. For the preſent, I limit myſelf to direct you to urge 


the Nabob to endeayour gradually, if it cannot be done at

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once, to eſtabliſh Courts of Adaulet throughout his diſ- 
tricts; the daragos, moulovies, and other officers of which 
muſt be ſelected, as in the caſe of the Aumils, by the Mini- 
ſters, with your concurrence. The want of theſe courts is 
equally hurtful to the revenue, government, and reputation 
of the Nabob. | 
ln conſequence of the diſturbances which the rebellious 
example of Rajah Chyte Sing has cauſed in the Nabob Vi- 
zier 's country, I have inſtructed Colonel Morgan to aſſiſt 
you, on the requiſition of the Vizier, communicated by 
you to him, or at your own fingle application, if any caſe of 
emergency ſhall make it needful, with ſuch detachments as 
may be neceſſary, excluſively of the regiment of Sepoys 
which is ſtipulated to remain with you at Lucknow. This 

wer you are not to uſe but in caſe of the moſt urgent and 
manifeſt neceſſity. It is directed, that the regiment ordered 
for the immediate protection of your office and perſon at 
Lucknow, ſhall be relieved every three months, and during 
its ſtay there, ſhall act ſolely and exclufively under your orders, 

It is finally my poſitive order, that you do not permit any 
Britiſh ſubject, or others, claiming the name and protection 
of the Company, to reſide at Lucknow, or within any part 
of the domimons of the Nabob Vizier, except the officers 
and ſoldiers ef the army acting in their duty, and ſuch per- 
ſons as are officially — to remain there; and that to 
ſuch as are now-at Lucknow, or in any other part of his 
dominions, not falling within the deſcription of the above 
exception, you give due notice in writing that they quit the 
country, allowing them a reaſonable time, not exceeding 
three months, to ſettle their affairs; and in caſe of their re- 
fuſal, you are to inform the Nabob thereof, that he may uſe 
his own authority to compel them to depart.

bob and his miniſters, of a ſupply from Fayzabad, equal 
to the liquidation of the balance of his Excellency's ac- 
count with the honourable Company, as apparent upon 
the face of my annual account for 1188 ; which expecta- 
tion in the reſult proved to have been well founded. The 
ſum of 26,48,571. 3. 8. additional claim, ariſing from the 
difference between the balance of the honourable Compa- 
ny's account, as ſtated by your Accomptant General, and 
the Reſident's of the 3oth April 1780, was not included in 
the then arrangement, for reaſons which, I truſt, will claim 
the conſideration of the honourable Board.

I muſt aver; that I have been 
able to accompliſh this, alone, by aſſuring the Shroffs that 
I ſhould receive the fulleſt ſupport from the honourable 
Board in enacting ſuch meaſures as ſhall appear neceſſary to 
fecure to them the complete collection of the balances ; and 
this I hope to have your full approbation and ſanction. 
Upon the 6th Article, the honourable Board haveanti-

behalf. I have therefore, immediately upon receipt of your 
orders, withdrawn all mediation and interference which 
ſtood between the Nabob Vizier and the collection of the 
tribute from Furruckabad, and afforded him the affiſtance 
directed, by ſending a regiment to ſupport the Sezawal 
appointed by his Excellency for the collection of the tri- 
bute of the enſuing year; and have added my inſtructions 
to the ſame agent to collect the aſſignment of ſeven and a 
half lacks fil above-mentioned, upon the tribute and ba- 
lances due to the end of the current year; and as I have 
anticipated the ſucceſs of this truſt by raiſing this amount 
among the other balances as above ſtated, I have the ſatis- 
faction to reflect, that the honourable Board will not even 
feel the inconveniency ariſing from the delay that the medi- 
ation in favour of Muzzuffer Jung has occaſioned. 

It may be proper to explain, that the exceſs of diſburſe- 
ments beyond the eſtimated amount has ariſen from two 
cauſes ; the firſt was, That the troops of Futty Ghur and 
Mr. Wombwell's office and eftabliſhment received their pay 
and allowances beyond the date ſtipulated by treaty (upon 
which the eſtimate was made) becauſe the Nabob's finances 
not being adequate to the immediate diſcharge of their ba- 
Jances ; and this being a Ig condition of the treaty, 
their pay and uſual diſburſement went on until they could 
be fully paid up. Secondly, The army debts were rated in 
the eſtimate at five lacks, and have in the reſult much ex- 
ceeded that ſum, which unayoidably cauſed the diverſion of 
aſſets to that channel which were expreſsly granted and in- 
tended for other purpoſes. This unforeſeen accumulation 
of the army debt, and the preference which it was my duty 
to ſhew to the honourable 888 claims, have neceſſa- 
rily retarded the payment of the late Vizier's promiſed dona- 
tion to the 2d brigade; which I hope will meet your appro- 
bation, as that ſum, as well as the fourteen lacks unliqui- 
dated of the honourable Company's new claim, will be an

When I had laſt the honour of ſeeing you, I more than 
once urged my reaſon for thinking that the rebellion of 
Rajah Chyte Sing was but a part of a larger and more ex- 
tenſive plan, which was, by the good fortune of your arri- 
val, prematurely brought forward, before all the parties to 
it were united and properly in action. In ſupport of this 
belief, and to prove that I am far from being ſingle in the 
eſpouſal of it, I beg leave to trouble you with ſome extracts 
from the letters I received from Colonel Hannay, written 
from the time of the firſt breaking out of the rebellion to 
my return to Lucknow, His fituation for obtaining the 
knowledge he imparts, his experience, and his judgments. 
to guide what he advances, muſt make his ſentiments of 
weight and authenticity. 

In his letter of the 8th of September, from Fayzabad, 
ſcarcely ten days after he had ſet about obeying the Nabob 
Vizier's orders, to march with his force to your aſſiſtance,

tain it. I do not know any one of his partizans whoſe 
talents, activity, or ſuperior influence over the reſt, are 
likely to create an abſolute and permanent authority :—Diſ- 
ſentions, therefore among the principal officers of bis army 
may- be expeCted to enſue ; and thoſe Rajahs and Chiets, 
who have been deprived, of their territorial poſſeſſions, will 
ſcarcely omit ſo favourable an opportunity of attempting to 
retrieve them. | 

Abdulahd Cawn, the late miniſter, will probably be re- 
ſtored to office, and his obje& will naturally be the extinc- 
tion of every ſhadow of Nudjiff Cawn's power. 

Upon the whole, however, I do not apprehend from

chiefs were formerly the ſervants of this court, and many of 
them connected by blood with the Vizigr's family. His 
Excellency has alſo made an application to Colonel Morgan 
to move the ſubſidiary brigade towerds Etawa, to be in 
readineſs to act, in caſe any emergency ſhould require it. 
I have ſent his Excellency's application to the Colonel, but 
have only recommended his holding the brigade in readineſs 
to march to that central ſtation, either upon the receipt of 


your orders to this effect, or ſome intermediate urgent neceſſity 


occurring, which may preclude the propriety of making any 
delay whatever. This will, I hope, meet your approbation.

« ment withheld may have proceeded from an advantage 
„taken by the Nabob Muzuffer Jung of your mediation 
with the Nabob Vizier, you direct, in ſuch caſe, that I

Upon this article the Honourable Board have anticipated

To Muzuffer Jung. 


Aſter the uſual compliments---I have received your letter 
recapitulates the contents). The generous and liberal 
motives which induced the Governor General to employ 
the mediation of the Company between the Nabob Vizier 
and you, are known to the whole world, and require from 
me no explanation, It is equally notorious what has been 
the effect produced by that mediation ; which, however you 
may have underſtood it, I am well affured was never meant 
to impede, ſtill leſs wholly to preclude, the collection of 
the Nabob V izier's juſt claims upon you: The communi- 
cation I have received from the Governor General, from 
the tirſt to the laſt, reſpecting the nature and object of his 
indulgent mediation in your behalf, have correſponded in- 
variably with my own opinion on that ſubject, In his firſt 
letter relative to this matter, he informs me, that he has 
conſented to exert his endeavours with the Vizier, to re- 
move the reſtraint and controul which had been laid upon 
2 for the collection of the tribute, and to prevail on his 
xcellency to receive his dues through your Agents, in- 
ſtead of employing his own; for which — he has 
given the neceſſary inſtructions to Meer Suffoola Cawn, 
and diſpatched. him to the Nabob Vizier and myſelf, to 
adjuſt the accounts depending between you and his Excel- 
lency, and ſettle the future mode of payment. — The 
Vizier moſt readily acceeded to the Governor General's 
wiſhes on this point; and his Excellency's Agents, and 


all ſort of interference with the government, were in conſe- 


2 inſtantly withdrawn. But this was done upon the 
ith of the Governor General's aſſurances, that you would 
take effectual care to prevent a meaſure, which had been 
adopted principally for your relief, from impeding the liqui- 
dation of the Vizier's legal and juſt claims. And, agree- 
ably to the intimation I had from the Governor General, 
I waited patiently the arrival of Sufftoola Cawn : But, to 
my utter {urprize, I learnt that, inſtead of coming here as 
directed, he went ſtraight to Furruckabad, and publickl:- 
declared you excuſed from any further claim of the Vizier. 
— This being ſo contrary to the tenor of the Governor 
General's advices and commands to me, that I confidered it 
merely a piece of artifice of Sufftoola Cawn's, to raiſe his 
own credit and conſequence, and ſuppoſed you as well as 
myſelf impoſed upon ;—having repeatedly written to you, 
in conſequence of the Vizier's claims upon you having be- 
come a part of the funds 8 for the liquidation of his

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Excellency's engagements to the Eaſt India Company, with- 
out receiving any explicit or ſatisfactory anſwer, and no 
payments either made or ſeemingly intended ;—I was un- 
der the neceſſity of referring the matter to the conſideration 
and deciſion of the Governor General, who, ſeeing the im- 
proper advantage which had been. taken by you and your 
Agents of his well-intended mediation, to the great preju- 
dice of the Vizier, abdthe conſequent injury of the Com- 
pany's engagements with him, thought proper to withdraw 
any further interferrence between you, and to leave the 
Vizier again uncontrouled in the proſecution of his juſt 
and reaſonable claims upon you. The Vrzier has there- 
upon been pleaſed to appoint a Sizawal for the collection of 
the balance due from you, as alſo for the proviſion of funds 
for the payment of the enfuing year's tribute: and it is 
proper 12 you, that, as before it was my duty to 
uſe every means in my power to prevent any interferrence 
with your government, ſo it now becomes incumbent _ 
me to yield every aſſiſtance I may be able to the Nabob 
Vizier, to enable him to aſſert and recover thoſe rights 


which the perverſion of an indulgence ſo generouſly pro- 


cured for you has hitherto withheld from him, 
What more ſhall I ſay ? 


N. B. Muzuffer Jung, inſtead of tendering payment of 
his tribute through his own Agents, conſtantly denied ow- 
ing any thing to the Vizier. He and his Agents, during 
the whole year, appear totally to have miſtaken the Go- 
vernor General's humane interpoſition. | 

The Vizier and his Miniſters, foreſeeing this probable 
conſequence, inſiſted upon the Furruckabad tribute being 
included among the Company's aſſignments, as appears in 
the following letter. |

L have herewith the honour to ſubmit to you an account 
of my current claims for the preſent year upon the Nabob 
Vizier, amounting to rupees 70, 99, 882; for which amount 
J have received aſſignments, as per the incloſed liſt, for

As ſoon as any certainty 
of the grounds of this expectation can be determined, and 
may come to my knowledge, I ſhall not fail to impart it ta

: The new regulation of reſuming the Jaguires is carrying 
into execution in every part of theſe extenſive provinces ; 
and, when effected, will afford a very material increaſe in 
the Nabob's revenues. 

The order of 7 lacks upon them could not be increaſed 
this year, as, before the ſeizure can be completed, the col- 
lections upon the firſt crop will be over; beſides which, 
many of the Jaghiredars having ſtrong family claims upon 
the Nabob, he has been obliged to aſſign ready money pay» 
ment 1n lieu of the rents of the lands.

I have alſo intruſted Major Palmer to give the moſt ex- 

preſs aſſurances to the miniſters of my approbation of their 
conduct, and determination to protect and ſupport them, 
ſo long as they preſerve their attachment to this govern- 
ment, and purſue the real intereſts of the V izier. 
Major Palmer has the public objects in charge which he 
will perſonally communicate to you, and I moſt earneſtly 
require of you the ſtrongeſt co-operation of your authority 
and influence towards his attaining them. I think his ſuc- 
ceſs almoſt certain, if he meets with your cordial ſupport 
and aſſiſtance. Whatever may be the event, a conſiderable 
ſhare in producing it will be attributed to you, and affe& 
you accordingly.

In theſe points, in particular, Mr, Middleton's conduct 
appears to me reprehenſible. His duty to the Company 
ought to have prompted him to a ſtrict attention to every 
part of the Governor General's commands. 

The Governor General, it appears, anxious to carry 
into execution the meaſures ſpecified in the treaty of Chu- 
nar, propoſed to proceed himſelf for that pune to Luck- 
now, provided Mr. Middleton did not find himſelf com- 

tent to the undertaking; and he generouſly withheld 
— Mr. Miiddleton all 1 until he, the Reſi- 
dent avowed himſelf equal to the taſk, and agreed to take 
that reſponſibility wholly upon himſelf. Such conduct 
ought to have awakened in Mr. Middleton every exertion he 
was capable of: Not a moment's delay ſhould have taken 
place in executing the important commiſſion which was now 
entruſted, in ſo particular a manner, to his management. 

The Governor General became juſtly alarmed at the de- 
lays which on the > one of the Reſident took place; and his 
complaints in conſequence were in every reſpect well found- 
ed, until a 7 1 explanation of ſome particular points ar- 
rived. But Mr. Middleton's defence has conveyed to us 
that explanation, and has elucidated many matters, which, 
froma want of proper information by letter, appeared per- 
fectly myſterious. 

It appeared, for inſtance, that a large ſum was left unpaid 
by Mr. Middleton of the Nabob's debt; whereas by the 
papers now laid before the Board, it ſeems that the whole 
debt was actually now liquidated by the negociations allud- 
ed to with the Shroffs. Theſe negociations were never be- 
fore properly explained. I believe every member of the 
Board held the ſame opinion regarding them with that which 
F at firſt adopted; namely, that the tranſaction was nothing 
more than a mere loan, for which the faith of the Com-

But it now clearly appears, by Mr. Middleton's defence, 
that the Company's 2 never was pledged; but, on 
the contrary, that the Nabob borrowed the money from the 
Shroffs on his own credit, giving for ſecurity 1 
upon diſtricts which were but newly reſumed by his Ex- 
cellency, and never before pledged to the Company ; and 
that with the money raiſed by this means it was, that the 
whole debt due from the Nabob to the Company, at the 
end of the laſt year, was diſcharged. | 

The meaſure of reducing ſome part of the Mooteyana 
troops, as Mr. Middleton ſtates it, appears unqueſtionably 
to have been a wiſe one, as the faving which aroſe from it 
enabled the Nabob to keep up four regiments of well-diſci- 
plined troops, in lieu of a lawleſs as well as uſeleſs rabble. 

The amounts which Mr. Middleton aſſerts he has realiz- 
ed, together with the ſums ſpecified in his various ſtate- 
ments, ought, I conceive, to be aſcertained by the Ac- 
countant General, for the ſatisfation of the Board. 
Should thoſe accounts hereafter appear to have been accu- 
rately ſtated, it will be evident that the receipts from Oude 
have exceeded any ſum that was ever before received thence 


in one year. The annual collections from the lands affign- 


ed to the Company have never, I believe, before the period 
in queſtion, amounted to more than eighty Lacks of Ru- 
pees. Mr, Middleton appears to have realized 1,46,00,000, 
of which 76, oo, ooo were aſſigned to the Company at the 
commencement of the year: And this was the utmoſt ex- 
tent of our receipts, until the treaty of Chunar was con- 
cluded ; from which the Company certainff derived a great 


acceſſion of wealth and reſources, at a time when the exi- 


gencies of their affairs critically required ſuch a ſupply. 
Although Mr. Middleton's conduct is cenſurable in the 
points I have ſtated, yet, when I am to give my voice in 
pronouncing ſentence upon an officer of government, 
who has filled ſo important a ſtation as that gentleman has 
done for many years, I think it my duty to take into con- 
fideration the whole of his conduct, ſo far as it has any 
relation to the ſubje& of complaint now before me; and, 
upon maturely weighing each circumſtance, I venture to 
ronounce, that, from the explanations given by Mr. 
Middleton, he ſeems in general to have fulkilled his duty, 
regarding the principal objects of the treaty of Chunar ; 
and that, for ſuch parts of his conduct as appear cenſura- 
able, diſmiſſion from his office, and the marked diſappro- 
bation of the Board, have conſtituted a puniſhment at leaſt 
equal to his offence. |

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conduct of Mr. Johnſon, and the conſequent apprehen- 

fions reſulting therefrom, were of ſo alarming a nature, and 

ſuch immediate miſchiefs ſeemed to threaten both the 

Vizier's and our own Government, as fully to juſtify the 

ſudden reſolution which was taken by the Board, as the 

only effectual means then in its power inſtantly to ſtop the 
pending and growing evil. 

1 am nevertheleſs of opinion, that the circumſtances 
urged by Mr. Johnſon againſt the charge of aſſuming an 
unlimited authority, which it muſt be admitted bear ſtrong 
marks of authenticity, and the prompt ſubmiſſion which 
Mr. Johnſon had ſhewn to the orders of the Board, operate 
ſo much in his favour, that, if they do not amount to a full 
vindication, they ſhould at leaſt be allowed to mitigate the 
offence of aſſuming ſo extenſive an authority at the Vizier's 
court. 

It does not appear, from the circumflances ſtated by Mr. 
Johnſon, that he meant to lay aſide the claim for ten lacks 
of —_— but, on the contrary, he admits it to be good 
againſt the Vizier, by adding to it a claim amounting to 
ſeventy-two lacks, which was alſo about that time preferred 
by this government againſt the Vizer The reſident, it 
ſeems, conſidered himſelf immediately accountable to gover- 
ment for the ſum ſtipulated to be paid by the treaty of 
Chunar ; and the reſources within his command were not 
adequate to the diſcharge of ſo confiderable an addition to 
the ſum ſtipulated to be paid by that treaty, in the courſe of 
the current year: And Mr. Johnſon, in point of official 
regularity, ma appear correct in admitting the old claim 
upon the Vizier in preference to the new. Yet, as the 
claim of ten lacks had been eſtabliſhed in behalf of the 
Company, or to remain as a depoſit with them, he ought 
not to have entered into any explanations with the miniſter 
regarding it, or to have liſtened to any arguments that had 
a tendency to invalidate it, or to evade the payment of the 
whole or any part of that debt. 

The negociation for realizing the balance claimed by this 
overnment, in addition to the ſum agreed on and adjuſted 
y the my of Chunar, appears to have been calculated to 

produce a ſudden and immediate ſupply of caſh, at a time 
when it muſt be allowed it was much wanted: And as the 
diſtrifts which are uſually aſſigned over to the payment of the 
Company's demands upon the Nabob were not burthened 
by this negotiation; but, on the contrary, as the burthen 
fell upon lands which had been long withheld from, and 
were but newly reſumed by, the Nabob ; the only blame 
which, in my opinion, can poſſibly be attributed to this 
tranſaction, will reſult from a conviction, that the terms

on which this negociation was cloſed, ultimately proved diſ- 
advantageous to the Nabob, by the refident having entered 
into improvident engagements with the bankers, for the 
advance of fifty lacks. To decide upon this queſtion, it 
requires both local knowledge and experience in the money 
tranſactions of that country; as the ſcarcity of caſh at one 
time will make that intereſt appear reaſonable, which from a 

greater plenty at another, ſhall, with equal propriety, be 
termed uſurious. 

T here was no officer of this government at Lucknow, to 
whom Mr, Johnſon was authorized to relinquiſh any part 
of his authority as acting refident ; therefore he ought not, 
nor could he be warranted in yielding it upto Major Palmer, 
who had no appointment or official powers, from this 
Board, to act or to interfere with the preſidency at Oude. 
In this inſtance, Mr. Johnſon has acted with a degree of 
imprudence which merits cenſure ; and as the relinquiſh- 
ment of the polital department of his office. to Major 
Palmer cannot be juſtified on the grounds he ſtates, or in- 
deed on any principles, it cannot with any propriety be 
urged by him in apology, for endeavouring to rid himſelf 
of the reſponſibility which naturally devolyed to him, as 
2 as he came in charge of the office hy the abſence of his 

nior, 

I ſhall not enter more at large upon the different articles 
of Mr. Johnſon's defence, but give it as my opinion, that, 
in thoſe particular points where he appears moſt cenſurable, 
he erred in judgment, and not intentionally; for which I 
deem the loſs of his office a ſufficient puniſhment.

Mr. Macpherſon.—After having peruſed, with the ut- 
moſt attention and conſideration, Mr. Middleton's reply 
and defence to the charges made out againſt his late ma- 
. at Oude, and drawn up by the ſecretary from the 
public records, it does not appear to me that he has excul- 
pated himſelf from the 2d charge, the 4th, the 7th, the 
10th, the 12th, the 13th, nor particularly from the 16th 
charge, on the ſubject of Fyzulla Cawn ; a ſubject which 
appears, by the diſpatches of the Court of Directors of the 
14th February 1982, to have given them much uneaſineſs. 
The late arrangement with that chief has fortunately eſta- 
bliſhed his dependance upon the Company on a juſt and 
ſecure footing. 

The Court of Directors, who are the proper tribunal in 
caſes where the conduct of their ſubordinate fervants has 
met with cenſures from their adminiſtrations in India, have 
now the ſubject of Mr. Middleton's management at Oude 
fully before their view. The inveſtigation of Mr. Briſtow's 
conduct in the ſame department, under different accuſa- 
tions, will throw an additional light upon the ſubje&t; and 
it is to be hoped that ſuch regulations may be ordered from 
home, in conſequence, as may eſtabliſh our connection 
Nite the Vizier's country and affairs on a more definite 
yſtem. 

I muſt, in juſtice to Mr. Middleton, avow, that good 
temper, and a conciliating manner, ſeem to plead in his 
favour, even where he appears to have been remiſs in the 
public ſervice. The difhculties of ſo extenfive and involv- 
ed a department are likewiſe to plead their weight. oh

Mr. Macpherſon. —The charges which the Secretary has 
made out from the Records againſt Mr. Richard Johnſon, 
for his conduct as acting reſident at Lucknow, are in ſome 
degree imperfe&, from the want or loſs of one of the 
original letters, which ſtated his miſmanagement.— He has 
not availed himſelf of any advantage by this deficiency, but 
has avowed his conduct relative to the principal charge 
about 10 lacks; * accuſing the Vizier's miniſter, Hyder 
Beg Cawn, of the arguments which he was ſaid to have 
uſed with the Vizier, to prevent him from transferring 
to the Company the ſum which he meant for the Gover- 
Nor General in that donation. The original letter of com- 
plaint againſt Mr. Johnſon is fince found, and entered on 
the Record, The court of Dire&ors will determine whe- 
ther Mr, Johnſon's arguments are ſufficient to vindicate 
him in this important tranſaction. As the tranſaction 

was 
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was ſtated to me in September 1782, when Mr. Johnfon 
was ordered to quit his ſtation, I confidered it as equally 
injurious to the wiſhes of the Governor General and re- 
plete with infidelity on the part of Mr. Johnſon to his em- 
ployers: It remains ſtill to be cleared up between Mr. 
| Johnſon and Hyder Beg Cawn. I had underſtood, at the 
time, that the ten lacks were in bills, and not a mere offer 
to pay ſuch a ſum from the future revenues of the country. 
If in this tranſaction Mr. Johnſon is ſuppoſed to have eſ- 
pouſed the intereſt of the V izier againſt that of the Company, 
the firſt charge, of oppreſſion againſt the Vizier's Govern- 
ment, loſes in proportion on the ground of its evidence. 

The 4th and 5th charges conſtituted the principal grounds 
on which Mr. Johnſon was removed from his ſtation, 
and with ſuch violent marks of diſpleaſure of this govern- 
ment. Mr. Johnſon had, with Mr. Middleton, attended 
the Governor General when the treaty of Chunar was 
made. The Governor Generel underſtood the treaty to be 
in every reſpect conformable to the wiſhes of Vizier; and 
Meſſrs. Middleton and Johnſon, who knew the ſtate of the 
Vizier's country, and the powers of his government, 
thought both could be maintained in order and ſecurity 
under the protection of the Brigade at Cawnpore, and by 
the propoſed improved ſyſtem of internal government— 
Our troops at Futty Ghur were accordingly withdrawn; 
and independent corps, under the command of Engliſh 
officers, were annulled. 

The reſult of theſe arrangements ſo little correſponded 
with the expectations of this government, that in a few 
months they became „ for the actual ſafety of 
the Vizier's country. Almas Ali Cawn, in charge of a 
very great part of the Vizier's revenues and forces, had 
thrown off all obedience to the Vizier. The ſpirit of re- 
volt was extending. Two of the Vizier's battalions were 
cut off in a conteſt with ſome of Fyzulla Cawn's horſe, 
at Darnagur. Mr, Anderſon informed us, from Scindia's 
camp, upon the confines of the Vizier's country, that the 
diſtracted ſtate of Oude was a ſubje& of fpeculation in the 
Maratta camp. Yet, during ſo critical a period (and it 
became moſt. alarming while Mr. Johnſon was acting re- 
ſident) he furniſhed this government with no official in- 
telligence that applied to the real ſtate of affairs. Colonel 
Hannay, Major Davy, and other officers of credit, who 
came immediately from the Vizier's country, confirmed 
the accounts given of the diſtracted ſtate of affairs there. 
It was ſuppoſed a general confuſion would immediately en- 
ſue : Propoſitions that might tend to increaſe that confu- 
ſion looked very ſuſpicious : thoſe about reſuming Fyzulla 
Cawa's Jaghier by force had that appearance, On —

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| — September 1782, the very day on which Major Davy 

rought , me from the Governor General, who was then 
ill, the letters of Major Palmer and Hyder Beg Cawn, 
on the ſubject of Mr. Johnſon's conduct, and on which 
he was removed from office, I was credibly aſſured that he 
had ordered Fyzulla Cawn's Vakeel at Lucknow to be 
publicly diſgraced. 

The meaſure of recalling, effectually and ſuddenly, a 
public agent, thus ſuſpected, was certainly neceſſary, as 
well as that of marching a body of the troops, though in 
the ſeaſon of the rains, for the ſecurity of the Vizier's 
country. 

Fortunately the views of Almas Ali Cawn were contract- 
ed by arevolution of a party at Delhi. Sir John Cumming 
effected his march before the diſturbances in the Vizier's 
country got to a greater 12 but it is now alledged, by 


Mr. Middleton and Mr. Johnſon, that Almas Ali Cawn 
had never abſolutely rebelled; that the loſs of the Vizier's 
battalions at Darnagur happened in a ſcuffle; and that the 
uſual good order prevailed over all the Vizer's dominions, 
at a time when they were repreſented to be in confuſion. 
Mr. Johnſon alledges further, that he ſtood relieved of po- 
litical correſpondence, during the ſhort period of his acting 
as reſident, by Major Palmer, to whom Mr. Middleton, on 
the 18th of June 1782, transferred the political department 
of the reſidency at Oude. 

The Court of Directors, after a due conſideration of the 
ſtate of affairs at the time, and after comparing Mr. John- 
ſon's defence with the charges urged againſt him, are alone 
competent to his acquittal, if his vindication appears to 
them ſufficiently explanatory,—lt is a juſtice which I owe 
him, and which I readily render to him, to confeſs, that ! 
believe the repreſentations of the confuſions in the Vizier's 
country were in ſome degree exaggerated by prejudice, and 
the diſappointment of ſome whoſe intereſts were affected

To. theſe papers, and to the points conſequently and 
neceſſarily dependant on them, I think it neceſſary to add 
the following inſtructions, to which I require your moſt

I need ſcarcely inform you, that my chief object in my 
negociations with the Nabob has been to induce and aſſiſt 
him to bring his government and finances into ſuch regu- 
larity, as to prevent his alliance being a clog inſtead of an 
aid. to the company ; and to enable him to diſcharge his 
debt in the ſhorteſt time poſſible, To this end the moſt 
eſſential point is to limit and ſeparate his perſonal diſburſe- 
ments from the public accounts ; They muſt not, in their 
total annnal amount, exceed what he has received in any 
of the - laſt three years, This amount, in twelve equal 
parts, ſhould be paid him monthly, out of the firſt receipts, 
and the remainder of the net collections placed ſeparately 
in a public treaſury, from whence his public, military, 
andcivil eſtabliſhment muſt be paid, under the fole manage- 
ment and controul of the miniſters, with your concurrence. 
It is of courſe to be underſtood, that this has no connection,

Mr. Hamilton repreſented to me, that he had paid the 
duties for ſome merchandize, and his boats were ſtopped 
by a Zemindar in Sandy Pauly. I requeſted Colonel Cum- 
ming to grant that gentler an his afliſtance. I bad previouſly 
applied to the Aumil Jadeloll, who informed me his dit- 
tricts were in great confuſion, and he doubted if his _ 
; wo 
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would be ſufficient to effect the releaſe of the boats. Upon 
this I made the above application to Colonel Cumming, 
with the conſent and indeed advice of the Aumil, the 
perſon entruſted with the government of the country in 
which the outrage had been committed: He likewiſe dize&- 
ed his Naib to uſe his endeavours to releaſe the boats. : 
When Colonel Cumming informed me he could not do 
the ſervice without an extraordinary exertion, I begged he 
world deſiſt. I did not aſſign any reaſon, nor did I re- 
reſent the reſult to the Vizier, becauſe I tliought it giving 
Lim unneceſſary trouble, and the detachment was more 
uſefully employed with the Sezawul of Furruckabad. 
II underſtand the nature and intention of Colonel Cum- 
ming's appointment, it is in his military capacity alone he 
can have occaſion to addreſs the Vizier at all; and for rea- 
ſons ſtrictly obvious, he has your expreſs orders, on every 
ſach occaſion, to make the reſident the channel of his com- 
munications ; 2 in the laſt paragraph of Colonel Cum- 
ming's letter, he declares himſelf privileged equally with 
the Refident, to correſpond with the Vizier, his Miniſters, 
&c, and avows his reſolution to avail himſelf of this privi- 
lege on all occaſions, —T beg leave, gentlemen, to requeſt 
moſt particular attention to the contents of the en 
cloſure, No. 32 whence it will 7 that Colonel Cum- 
ming, in ſtrict conformity to this reſolution, without 
giving me the ſmalleſt intimation of his deſign, has addreſſ- 
ed à letter immediately to the Vizier, recommending the 
march of his whole force to Anoopcher, and requeſting to 
know his Excellency's pleaſure thereupon, I muſt confeſs 
I was greatly ſurptised and alarmed when the Nabob com- 
municated to me its contents; the ſerious conſequences 
with which this unadviſed and moſt unwarrantable proce- 
dure might have been attended, had not the atmoſt har- 
mony ſubſiſted between his Excellency and myſelf, im- 
mediately preſenting themſelves to my mind. If the con- 
duct of Colonel Cumming in this inſtance admits of aggra- 
vation, it is that he had juſt before replied to a letter I had 
written him, expreſſing my apprehenſions with reſpet᷑t to 
the intentions of the Sikes, in à ſtyle calculated to per- 
ſuade me that there was little reaſon to be alarmed ; it was 
therefore the more indiſpenfably incambent upon him to 
apprize me inſtantly of any ſubſequent occurrences which 
might induce a change in his ſentiments.—T he encloſure 
No. 4, is a letter from Colonel Cumming to Hyder Beg 
Cawn, which, as it was alſo addreſſed immediately to that 
miniſter, is a further proof that it is his ſerious: intention 
to maintain an vncontrolled correſpondence at his Excel- 
lency's Court. For the reſt Colonel Cumming, I know 
not upon what grounds, complains heavily .

I beg leave to ſolicit your 
orders on the ſum you think I ought to adviſe the V izief to 
claim of the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn, in lieu of the military 
aid which he is obliged to furniſh, agreeable to the ſtipula- 
tions in the laſt treaty.

Moſt of the encloſures in my letter to Major Palmer are 
the copies of the treaties between the Via ier and the Nabob 
Fyzoola Cawn, and extracts from your letters, together with 
the repreſentations made by my and me: thoſe 
pon are already among your records, The letters which 
ave - between the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn and his Vakeel, 
Cawn, relate to my having, previous to the receivi 
your orders of the 22d ultimo, endeavoured to ſound — 
diſpofitions of the Nabob Fyxoola Cawn; of my inten- 
tions regarding this matter, I addreſſed the honourable. Go- 
vernor General, under date the 28th ultimo: Allef Cawn 
wrote to his maſter on the ſubject, and in anſwer he was 
directed not to agree to the granting any pecuniary aid; the 
reaſon aſſigned was, that by laſt treaty he was relieved from 
any claim on the part of the V izier, except the furniſhing 
troops. This, even after the fray which happened at Dara- 
nagur, he wiſhed to evade, if required to ſerve at any 
diſtance from his own country; at the ſame time he way

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very willing to ſuffer the uſual. detachment to remain at 
Daranagur, or at a ſtation near Rampore, I impute the 
language held by Fyzoola Cawn to the expectations he may 
flatter himſelf with of enjoying the excluſive advantages of an 
extenſive and fertile part of the V izier's dominions of” his Jag- 
hire; Iam ofopinion he would never engage in any hoſtile de- 
ſigns againſt the Vizier; my reaſon is, that if by fortuitous 
events achange ofthe ſovereign of this country ſhould happen, 
his ſituation would not be improved, on the contraty, he might 
be e to ſevere exactions, and poſſibly be entirely diſ- 
poſſeſſed. He has derived ſecurity, honour, and advan 
from the Viaier's Government. I do not ſee how he could 
think himſelf benefited by a change, and therefore would 
hardly attempt to create diſturbances. e heh 
Jealoufies will in all likelihood continue to ſubſiſt between 
the Vizier and the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn, whilſt the latter 
may poſſeſs the means of bringing an army of twenty 
thouſand men into the field.

Vizier's approbation, f renewed the claim, not by appli- 
cation directly to Fyzoolla Cawn, but by firſt endeavour- 
ing to aſcertain, through Allif Cawn, his Vaqueel at this 
pup the terms he would agree to.

In my addreſs of the 13th inſtant, I had the honour to 
inform you of the ſituation of affairs in Rohilcund. Since 
that time letters have been received from Cojah Ayn ul Deen, 
conveying intelligence that he was no longer apprehenſive of 
the Seiks, as they had withdrawn from the frontiers. In 
my opinion, his giving the alarm proceeded from a diſincli- 
nation to attend at Lucknow, and this Furniſhed the pre 
tence for not coming. I am ſorty to ſay the diſturbances 
between his and Mirza Cazem continue; each have again 
complained of acts of violence heing committed in their ſe- 
veral diſtrits. The moſt poſitive injuctioris have been 
iſſugd, forbidding fuch improper conduct. In the preſent 
Rate of his Excelleticy's government, and at the ſeaſon of 
the year, no chaſtiſement could be exerciſed upon the offen- 
ders, unleſs'the Vizier were to call for the aſſiſtance of the 
honourable Company's troops. —I hope, and indeed have 
ey reaſon to expect, there will be no neceſſity for ſuch a 
meaſure.

during the government of the late Vizier Suja ul Dowla,

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Qereupon attempted to raife diſturbanees, and collected 
numerous followers. Suja ul Dowla immediately detach- 
ed a very large force to Sahlone, with orders to ſhew* 
no mercy, Great numbers of people, taken in arms, 'were 
put to death in the courſe of the campaign, and Bulbudder 
never again oppoſed the authority of government during 
his life-time. | RIS 
When Sahlone was granted in Jaghyr to the Begum, 
ſhe agreed to give this rebel an allowance, in lieu of land, 
of 509 rupees per month, and a beit upon the eountry, 
amounting altogether to about 12,000 ru annually, and 
he ſtipulated not to create diſturbances. hen the Jaghyrs 
were reſumed, that of the Begum fel under the general 
regulation, and the Aumil appointed by the Vizier refaſed to 
continue this allowance to "Bulbudder, who in conſequence 
renewed his former depredations. Since the montli of 
February laſt, the Majors Gilpin, Scott, and Lumſdaine, 
have been ſucceſſively employed in endeavouring to reduce 
him to obedience ; it appears by the letters of thaſe officers, 
that he has met with repeated defeats, he nevertheleſs con- 
ſtantly * again after a ſhort time, followed by as 
great numbers as before. The inhabitants of that country 
in general look up to -Bulbudder's family as the ſtock from 
which they have all deſcended ; and zeal for their chief has 
united the circumjacent towns and villages in a league, to 
co-operate offenfively and defenfively in his favour. He is 
thus enabled to aſſemble, at the ſhorteſt notice, bodies of 
eight or ten thouſand men; and when attacked, if defeated 
he mixes with the crowd, and all attempts to apprehend him 
fail. His uſual reſort upon theſe occations is to the thick 
woods within the diſtri& of Sahlone and its dependencies ; 
and unleſs detachments can be fixed at proper ſtations, to 
oppoſe and intercept his march from place to place, and pre- 
vent the people from aſſembling, it appears little ſucceſs 
would be likely to follow any military operations againſt 
him. When hard preſſed, he flies to ſome other provinces 
of the Vizier's dominions, or takes refuge in the Bundle 
cund country. | 
The officers who have commanded on this fervice accuſe 
the Aumils and Phouzedars of” negligence, and ſome of 
them even of conniving at the rebels depredations. I have 
ntly recommended it to the Vizier to publiſh in their 
diſtrits his determination to puniſh, with the utmoſt ſe- 
verity, the adherents and abettors of refractory Zemindars. 
The Aumils make a practice of exaggerating the miſchief 
done by theſe commotions, urging them as a plea for ba- 
lances and claims of deductions; and thus, by their in- 
trigues and management, on larger lofſes have acerued

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to government on this account than had been actually 


The expedients propoſed to reſtore the peace of the dif. 
tricts of Sahlone, are either to ſtation ſo conſiderable a force 
on the ſpot as would deter the rebel from any further at- 
tempts to diſturb it, or, which appear in the preſent ſitua- 
tion of affairs perhaps more adviſeable, to grant him an al- 
lowance upon the plan formerly ſettled between him and 
the Begum. He is at preſent quiet, and has ſent me a letter 
expreſſing in general terms his inclination to become a 
peaceable good ſubject. The incloſed letter from Major 
Lumſdaine I ſubmit to your conſideration, as a further ex · 
planation of this ſubject. As that officer appears to agree 
with me in opinion, that theſe commotions are not likely 
to be quelled by force, at leaſt not the one he has with 
mm propoſe, with your apprabation, to try the other 
EX ent. 5 | 
Since the beginning of October Major Nicol has aQed 
with a compleat regiment in the diſtricts of Khyrabad and 
Mahumdy, which have long been. remarkable for the re- 
fractory and turbulent ſpirit of the inhabitants. Since the 
Vizier's acceffion to the muſnud, except when Almaſſallee 
Cawn farmed them, a very great proportion of the revenue 
has been annually loſt to government, and the Phouzedars 
in general diſgraced. Alee Reza Cawn, during bis Aumil- 
darry, loſt his brother, and a number of his people, in dif- 
ferent engagements with the Zemindars, and has been fince 
upwards of two years, as I am informed, in confinement 
for balances ; his caſe-appears bard, and I have ſolicited his 
releaſe. Almaſſallee Cawn collected the revenue, during 
his adminiſtration, by over-running the country with a 
numerous force, and exerciſing great cruelties. The miſ- 
chief ariſing ſometimes from a total relaxation of authority, 
and at others from the too violent exertion of it, has ma- 
terially affected the cultivation. Thoſe diſtrits however 
being remarkably fertile, Jam in hopes they may, by good 
3 be quickly reſtored. It appears, from the 
repreſentations of Major Nicol, that they contain a num · 
bet of forts, but being moſtly in ſuch bad repair as to be 
ſcarcely tenable, I have expectations that his aſſiſtance will 
have great effect in realizing the revenue. He is at preſent 
with the Aumil on a circuit through the diſtricts, 2 the 
purpoſe of awing and compelling the appearance of the re- 
fractory Zemindars, all of whom, except one, as far as 
their circuit has extended, have given their attendance; and 

it is with pleaſure I inform you, the meaſures adopted by 
Mahomed Huſſein Cawn, the Aumil, are exceedingly mild, 
having ſucceeded hitherto more by the terror of his force 
than the actual cxertion of it, |

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| _ - Khbyrabad and dy were farmed by Almaſt Allee 

Cawn, at the time of his withdrawing himſelf from the 
Vizier's authority: bis Naibs in conſequence relinquiſhed 
their charge; and they were for a period of ſome months in 
a ſtate of anarchy, no new Aumil having been appointed to 
them. The inhabitants, relieved from the ſeventies of his 
adminiſtration, 1 their former habits of in- 
dependance ; and the Vizier not having made any proviſion 
for an event like that of Almaſs's ſucceffion, and being una- 
ble to furniſh a ſufficient body of troops to quell the inſur- 
rect ions that followed, he was obliged to apply for a regi- 
ment from the brigade. I hope peace will ſoon be re-eſta- 
bliſhed ; and as the bankers have an ment on thoſe 
diſtrits, I recommend the continuance of the detachment. 

I addrefſed the Vizier very early after taking e of 
my office on the ſubject of the tranſactions at Forrachabad ; 
ex g your pleaſure, that the Nawaub Muzzuffer Jung 
ſhould be left in the free exerciſe of his authority over hit 
Soubadarry, whilft he might continue to execute his en- 
gagements with fidelity, and my inſtructions to withdraw, 
in that caſe, all — on your behalf. I received in 
anſwer through the acting Miniſter, a very urgent — — 
to repreſent to you that Muzzuffer Jung had not fulfilled 
any part of his engagements from the time of the Sezaweel 
being withdrawn: that the accumulated balance at the end 
of the laſt, and the demand for the prefent year, amounted 
altogether to near twelve lacks of rupees: that the Nawaub 
Muzzuffer Jung had not appeared diſpoſed to take any mea- 
ſures for the liquidation of theſe claims: that his country 
was ill governed, the revenue made away with by his own 
ſervants, and neither he or the Vizier received their rights: 
that, therefore, ſeeing no hopes of realizing the tribute but 
by the interference of his authority, he = Vizier) had 
thought himſelf reduced to the neceſſity of appointing Ma- 
homed Syed Cawn his Sezaweel, and applying to the com- 
manding officer in the field, through the late refident, for 
the affiſtance of a military force ; and Major Scott was ac- 
cordingly ordered to march to Furrochabad ; and he hoped, 
that, on due confideration of the motives which influenced 
theſe meaſures, you would give them your approbation, and 

rmit the continuance of the regiment on that ſervice. 

It is expected that Mahomed Syed Cawn would have been 
reſiſted in the execution of his new office, by Sobkutulla the 
Miniſter inveſted with — — authority; he 
however fled fram the town ſhortly the arrival of Ma- 
jor Scott's regiment ; and though he till remains in the 
country, I am in hopes no commotions will follow. - 

The acting Miniſter's ſal was, to unite the offices

I have been favoured with your letter of the 19th inſtant, 
encloſed with ſeveral Perfian papers of intelligence, the con- 
rents of which I. have duly conſidered ; though, before re- 
ceiving them, I was already apprized of the motions and 
numbers of-the Seiks, both from Delhi and from Darana- 
gur, and I cannot ſappoſe but that Colonel Sir John Cum- 
ming has been duly informed of every thing that has paſſed 
ſo near to that part of his Excellency's dominions, and will 
have already taken the neceſſary ſteps in conſequence. For 
the Board, in their letter to me, fignify that the detach- 
ment under his command is expreſsly and ftationed 
up there for the protection of that part of the Vizier's do- 
minions which is moſt contiguous and convenient to the 
ſtation of his troops, as you will find from the copy of their 
inſtructions to him, which I not long ago ſent to you. 
And by the encloſed extract you will perceive, that I can- 
not ſend any orders to Colonet Sir John Cumming while 
he remains beyond the provinces of Korah and Owd, &c. 
therefore I can only recommend, that his Excellency ſhould 
ſend orders through you to him, to ſend detachments from 
his force, upon the Seiks, without loſs of time; or, ſhould 
it be thought neceſſary, he may march againſt them with 
his whole force, and I will ſend a ſufficient body of troops 
up for the protection of the Futteh Ghur flation. Bot I 
judge that detachments, if properly diſpoſed of, will effec- 
tually prevent the Seiks from entering and committing de- 
predation in the Vizier's territorics, for it is well known, 
that though their number 1s large, yet they are never con- 
fidered to be a force; they will over-run and deſtroy a coun- 
try ſuddenly, then quit it, and never will ſe a regular 
force equal to a regiment. Even ſome of the V izicr's ca- 
| | 7,0 "FM valry 
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valry, however, will be abſolutely requiſite to act in conjune- 
tion with thoſe detachments ; and if ſome part of the large body 
of troops under Almaſs is ordered to co-operate with the 
detachments I cannot think that there is any danger of the. 
Seiks making inroads into his Excellency's territories on 
this fide of the Ganges. I am given to underſtand, that 
there are ſtrong detachments of Khoja Ayn Uddeen's troops 
ſtationed at Nangul, Daranagur, and Thay, and ſome to 
the ſouthward of Daranagur, which ate able to repel any 
attempts in that part; which circumſtance, and the unlucky 

juncture of the diſputes. between Mirza Shuffy Khan, and 
| Mahomed Beg Khan, cauſing all the troops belonging to 
the contending parties to be drawn away out of that part 
of the Doabb, have occafioned the Seiks coming ſo far down 
as Gurmucktiaſa and Anoop Shear. But I expect that thoſe 
Chiefs will very ſoon ſend troops, to ſave their Jaydades 
from being ravaged by thele Freebooters, and to chaſe them 
away. 

Should the fervice require that Colonel Sir John Cum- 
ming ſhould march with his whole force againſt them, Ma- 
jor Nicol's regiment, being now not far from Furockabad, 
may be ordered to proceed immediately to take care of the 
Futty Ghur ftation, ſhould there not be an immediate 
want of its ſervices where it is. And this would be more 
convenient than ſending any regiment-from hence, which I 
would not willingly do, unleſs upon ſome emergency, as 

the Board and commander in chief have ſo repeatedly en- 
joined me not to detach any part of my force. 
I T cannot imagine that his Excellency will think of order- 
ing a movement to be made of the brigade from this ſtation, - 
for in my opinion it is any ways neceſſary, and i would 
be putting the company to a very great increaſe of expence, 
without ſerving any purpoſe, when the ſervice can without 

difficulty be performed without it. You are not ignorant 
that the Seiks have come down to the Ganges in as large 
numbers for theſe ſeveral years paſt as they have now, and 
you know what troops were appointed always for oppoſing 
their attempts, which was always effectually done, there- 
fore I make no doubt that you will concur in the opinion 
of me of Colonel Sir John Cumming's detachment being 
equal to that ſervice, and that the ſame plans ſhould be 
adopted now as were formerly purſued.

The Seiks having made depredations within four Coſs 
of Delhy, and plundered Paſſoo in Anoop Sheir, a country 
on the frontier of the Vizier's dominion, à8 alſo attacked 
the Joyudaad of Kemmut Bahadre, whom they have obli- 
ged to retreat, apprehenſions were entertained that they 

might extend their operations to his Excellency's territories. 
Mirza Mahommed — the Aumil of the lands which 
were formerly held by Latzufil Ally Cawn in Rohilcund, 
Khowja Arjun ul-dien, and one of Almaſs Ally Cawn's 
Naibs, repreſented the circumſtances to the V izier commu- 
nicating.the meaſures they had followed for preventing the 
inroads of the Seicks. The Aumils of Robilcund had col- 
lected troops at many parts of the river which were forda- 
ble; but they repreſent, that the frontier is ſo extenſive as 
to render it impoſſible to guard all places. Though the 
whole force ſtationed in that province, one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and ferty cavalry, and fix thouſand four hundred 
and nmety-two infantry, may be confidered equal to fight- 
ing the Sikes, yet thoſe' Marauders might commit depreda- 
tions, retreat with their plunder, and the Vizier's troops 
could not come up with them. If the Sikes ſhould con- 
tinue in the neighbourhood, they will be ſolicitous for a 
re-inforcement. In regard to Almaſs Ally Cawn, he has a 
ſufficient force to defend his diſtrifts, if he ſhould diſpoſe 
of it judiciouſly. : 

The intelligence contained in the papers of news, and 
the repreſentations of the Aumils, are comprized in the 
particulars above recited. The inſtant I rezeived it, which 
was the 19th inſtant, I diſpatched Perſian copies of my 
letter and paper to the Colonels Morgan and Cumming, re- 
queſting they would follow ſuch meaſures as they might 
deem expedient for the preſervation of the peace of the Vi- 
zier's dominions ; and that when I might be able to obtain 
his Excellency's commands, I would in courſe tranſmit 
them. I take the liberty to incloſe, No. 1, the copy of Co- 
lonel Morgan's anſwer to my letter; and No. 2 and 3, the 
tranſlation of the orders ifſued by the Vizier to Colonel Sir 
John Cumming, and the Aumils. 

You will obſerve by Colonel Morgan's information, that 
depredations are the uſual practice of the Sikes.

The 
Nabob Mazuffer Jung deputed agent to Lucknow to com- 
plain of the great diſtreſs he ſuffered, and ſolicited in the 
moſt urgent manner that a part of the collections ſhould be 
appropriated for his ſubſiſtence. Three lacks of rupees per 
annum is the ſum which the miniſter recommended to the 
Vizier to be paid the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, in propor- 
tion to the actual receipts: Mahomed Beg was authorized 
to ſettle this matter, and make the payments, but I have 
not yet heard whether the propoſition has been agreed to. 
[he confuſion which had occurred in the adminiſtration 
of the affairs of Firockabad, and the repeated ſolicitations 
pf the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, have induced me to unite 
R | with 
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With the miniſter in the late arrangements, as appearing'to 


me the beſt that could be adopted under the circumſtances 
which exiſted. The ſeaſon was fo far advanced as to render 
the removal of the Sizawul an improper meaſure, if there 
had been any probability of the bufineſs being well con- 
ducted by him; but by every information I could collect, 
it left me no alternative, but of riſking a very conſider- 
able loſs to the Vizier, or acquieſcing in and ſupporting the 
new meaſure. | 
The Nabob Muzuffer Jung complained, that Mahomed 
Saaiid Cawn had ſeized upon the Tombs and Gardens of 
his anceſtors, and ſequeſtered the revenues appropriated for 
their ſupport. The ſum was trifling, and the act diſguſt- 
ed the people, and hurt the Vizier's reputation. I adviſed 
the relinquiſhing every appendage of this nature, and that 
the new Sezawul ſhould-be inſtructed, by every means in 
His* power to conciliate the Nabob Muzuffer Jung. 
he detachment in Sahlone has been conftantly employ- 
ed on ſervice againſt refractory Zemindars in that and the 
neighbouring diftrift of Pertabgur. The plan of inducing 
Bulbudder to return to his allegiance to the Vizier, by the 
grant 3 and a buit upon the country, was found 
impracticable. He demanded a conſideration of about thirty 
thouſand rupees a year, and remained in the country threat- 
ening to create diſturbances, if his demands were not com- 
plied with. A treaty with a rebel acting upon this prinei- 
ple was ſubverſive of the Vizier's authority, and holding 
impunity to other ill-diſpoſed Zemindars. He was 
told to quit the country, or attend at Lucknow, and a ſub- 
miſſive obedient conduct in future might entitle him to the 
Vizier's favour ; but as he rejected theſe propoſitions, a 
reward of twenty thouſand rupees has been put upon his 
head. The Aumils of. Sultanpore, Purtabgur, lone, 
and the adjacent diftrifts, were directed to uſe their utmoſt. 
exertions to expel, him the country, to afcertain the Ze- 
mindars of villages from which he draws his ſupport; and 
that if the Aumils ſhould even ſuffer him to remain un- 
moleſted within their juriſdictions, no deduction of revenue 
would be allowed, and they muſt expect the ſevereſt puniſh- 
ments for their neglect.

The reward put upon Bulbudder's head, and the ſtrict 
injunctions to the Aumils, if they be enforced, ought 
ultimately to effect the ſeizure of Bulbudder, or elſe render 
his reſidence (which I hope it has eff: cted) in the country 
ſo dangerous, that it at all events will prevent his creating 
diſturbances in future. I have applied to Mr. Markham to 
endeavour to ſeize him, if he ſhould take refuge in Ben- 
ares, which he uſed to do whilſt Cheyte Sing held the 
Zemindary. | | 
I yeſterday receiyed intelligence that Bulbudder, Baha- 
dur Sing, aud Amrow Sing, had collected a great force at 
Narvaijee, a fort on the confines of the diſtricts of Monick- 
pore, Allahabad, Purtabgur, and Sahlone, Captain Ja- 
ques, with one battalion of Sepoys, in conjunction with 
the Aumils, had ſurrounded and taken the fort, in which 
they ſeized between eight and nine hundred perſons. Bul- 
budder and Behadur Sing had made their eſcape ; but Am- 
rou Sing, and a famous inſurgent of the name of Gund- 
.chany, were ſecured, and they and their families have been 
detained by the Aumils. I he other priſoners were ſuffered to 
leave the fort upon laying down their arms, to the num- 
ber of five hundred matchlocks, beſides ſwords, bows, and 
arrows. The people with Bulbudder are diſperſed, and L 
underſtand he has quitted the country. . This ſucceſs was 
attended with the loſs of very few lives; and I hope a ca- 
pital example of the two ringleaders, after a fair trial, will 
intimidate other refractory Zemindars. 
I have the pleaſure. to inform you the Kiſts of the ho- 
nourable Company's aſſignment on Sahlone have been 
larly paid, entirely owing to the military aid granted by 
the honourable Company. | 

I have found it neceſſary, to comply with the Vizier's 
orders, to continue the battalion under the command of 
Captain Dennis in the Soubah of Allahabad. That officer 
is now acting with the Aumils Naib's on the borders of 
Reeva Mockunpore. In conſequence of the honourable 
the Governor General's directions, and the paſſes granted 
by Mr. Anderſon, I have occaſionally procured Duſtucks 
from the Vizier for ſeveral Marattas to perform their re- 
ligious ceremonies at Allahabad. The Kelludeer Abdul 
Shackoor made a practice of diſregarding thoſe Duſtucks, 
and exacted duties from the Pilgrims, and otherwiſe ill 
treated them, notwithſtanding the collections were entirely 
under the management of the Subadar. Sewayjy Otul, a 
Maratta chief, who Mr. Anderſon requeſted I would re- 
e to the Vizier in a character of equal rank to Mahajy 
Sindia, and adviſe his being treated with particular diſtinc-

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tions, is now arrived at Allahabad. His Excellency, hag 
directed the officers of his government to attend him, and, 
In conformity to Mr. Anderſon's requifition, I have de- 
puted for the ſame purpoſe Mahommed Umjeed, a man of 
reſpectable character. I have requeſted Captain Dennis to 
grant his aſſiſtance; but if the conduct of Abdul Shokoor 
had paſſed with impunity, at the time a man of Sewajee 
Eteel's high rank performed his ablutions, it would have 
given an unfavourable impreſſion of the Vizier's govern- 
ment; and, in conſequence of my advice, he bas been dif- 
miſſed his office, and his violences to the Marattas will be 
the reaſon aſſigned to Sewajay Eteel. | 

A daring banditti at Litcha Gyre, in Kewarjee, a diſ- 
trict in the province of Allahabad, made a practice of in- 
feſting the river, detaining, robbing, and an mutderin 
paſſengers and merchants. The Naid connived at theſs 
outrages. The Vizier has diſmiſſed him his office ; and [ 
have requeſted Captain Dennis, when the ſervice will per- 
mit, to ſupport the new Naib in driving this banditti from 
their place of refuge, and apprehending as many as he may 
be able. „ 

The ſure means of rendering the Vizier's alliance honour- 
able and e 2th" will be to reſtore his authority, 

f his dominions. Great loſſes in the re- 

venue have unavoidably ariſen, owing to the total want of 
ſubordination among all ranks of the officers of govern- 
ment, and the perpetual infurrections of Zemindars : The

ing a change; his own military is at preſent unequal to the 
taſk; and I hope you will aſſent to the detachments remain- 
ing until the ſervice may be compleated. eſpecially as great 
advantages are derived by them to the Vizier's affairs.

From your having requeſted me in your letters to uſe my 
utmoſt endeavours to reſtore peace to this diſtrated country, 
I take the liberty of laying before you my ſentiments of the 
mode I judge moſt effectual to attain the end you ſeem ſo 
much to defire. | 
To eſtabliſh peace and quiet in this country two ways can 
only be adopted, either quelling the diſturbances by force 
or by giving the Rajah Bulbudder ſuch allowances as may 
be thought adequate to his rank and influence in the country. 
As an officer at the head of a detachment employed to cruſh 
the rebelljon, the decifive exertions of a me CA force firſt 
naturally preſent themſelves ; and there can be little doubt 
entertained but that a detachment of artillery, a regiment of 
Sepoys, and 300 of his Excellency the Vizier's horſe, is a 
falficient force to compel the rebel to relinquiſh this coun 
or even to expel him the Vizier's dominions : Were the dif- 
ferent Fouzedars, under the ſevereſt penalties, obliged to 
attack him and his ' adherents, wherever they ſhould take 
refuge, in their particular diſtricts and to puniſh in a moſt 
exemplary manner ſuch of the Zemindars in their govern- 
ments, who ſhould conceal, protect, or aſſiſt the rebel, ſuch 
a plan, vigoroufly exerted, would no doubt force the rebel 
| to 
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to quit the Vizier's dominions. The difficulty of appre. 
hending him is ſo great, that it can ſcarcely be h for. 
It is probable, that when he found himſelf attacked on all 
fides, he would retire acroſs the Jumna to Chitterpore, 
the place of his reſidence in the time of the late Vizier, and 
that immediately on the recall of the detachment from this 
country he would again return, and re- commence his de- 
ſtructive depredations; nor would it be neceſſary for bim to 
bring a force with him; no part of the world abounds fo 
much with foldiers of fortune as Indoſtan, who in crowds 
enliſt under any ſtandard, encouraged by the hopes of plun- 
der or of pay. The Zeminzars are much attached to the 
Rajah, whom they conſider as their hereditary Prince, and 
never fail to aſſiſt him; they alſo find their advantage in fo- 
menting the diſturbances, as they withhold their rents from 
government under various pretences, and give but a trifling 
conſideration to the rebel. 

From the above reaſons I am clearly of opinion, that 
the allowing the Rajah a penſion, ſuitable to his rank and 
influence in the country, is the moſt certain mode of attain- 
ing a permanent peace, and it is, conſidered in an œcono- 
mical view; the advantages to the Vizier (indeed I may 
ſay to the Company, their affairs being ſo connected) are 
ſo obvious, that it is unneceflary to remark them. The 
Vizier will get rid of the expence of the detachment, and 
the Company will have a force: which may be employed elſe- 
where. The great difficulty which the officers of govern- 
ment at preſent meet with, in realizing the revenues of the 

country, will be removed, as the inhabitants, on the diſ- 
turbances being quieted, would bring back to their villages 
their families, cattle, and effects, of courſe government 
would have ſome ſecurity for the revenue, whereas at pre-

When I conſider the matter further in a political view, I 
ſee alſo ſtrong reaſons for coming to an accommodation.— 
The Rajah Bulbudder is the lineal deſcendant of the moſt 
powerful Hindo family in this part of Hindoſtan. Connec- 
tions with him are cagerly ſought after, as they are thought 
to confer honour ; he is much reſpected himſelf, nor is his 
rebellion againſt government looked on as a crime, on the 
contrary, all the Zemindars in the contiguous diſtricts are 
inclined to aſſiſt him, and ſome are even induced to follow

enſuing Thurreef, two lacks more at the following Rubby. 
and the remaining three lacks at the Thurreef. 

I flatter myſelf that the Vier will approve of this ad- 


juſtment, which appears to me a very beneficial compoſition 


for an aid not clearly defined, and which, if admitted in its 
moſt extenſive conſtruction, was not likely to prove of any 
material ſervice to him. 

I explained to Fyſoola Cawn the very liberal and impor- 
tant conceſſion which the Vizier had conſented to make him 
at the recommendation of the Board; and he profeſſes to 
be fully ſenſible of the value of it, but declares that his po- 
verty precludes him from availing himſelf of their generous 
intentions, He has perhaps different motives for declining 
ſo advantageous a propoſal, and I did not think it for the 
Vizier's intereſts to urge his acceptance of it, being con- 
vinced that the principal objects of my commiſſion will be 
attained without ceding the Vizier's ſovereignty and proper- 
ty in the Jagheer, ſince the compromiſe for the troops, and 
an engagement which I have exacted from Fyſoola Cawn 
not to receive or protect the Vizier's Ryats, will effectually 
dry up the chief ſources of uneaſineſs and apprehenſion on 
both ſides.

As I am already apprized on the ſentiments and intenti- 
ons of the members of the Board, what I ſhall have to ſay 
on the ſubje& of the 8 paragraphs cannot in juſtice 
be imputable to a diſreſpect of the Court of Directors or- 
ders, to which in all caſes I ſhall pay the moſt implicit obe-

Had it been diftated by that vindictive ſpirit which ſeems to 
have been imputed! to me, I ſhould have ſhewn it by vin- 
dictive acts; but neither can Mr. Briſtow nor Mr. Fowke 
charge me with ſuch a treatment of them, even in the ſlight- 
eſt inſtance, Though the_firſt inſtrument uſed -_ pro- 
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claimed for the diſſolution of my authority, during the ex- 
iſtenee of a late influence, yet I have moſt ſtudiouſly con- 
formed: to the orders of the Company reſpecting both, as 
far as I could do it without deſtroying the influence of my 
office and that of the government connected with it, by 
conforming to the letter of the Court of Direftors with 
reſpe& to the one, and the ſpirit oſ them with the other: 
as ſoon as an occaſion afforded for the appointment of Mr. 
Briſtow under ſuch circumſtances as I thought would main- 
ain the powers of this government undiminiſhed by it, I 
myſelf propoſed bis appointment; and to give it every effect 
in my power, I commiſſioned my own Secretary, Major 
Palmer, to introduce him to the Vizier as a man of my 
own choice, and in my own confidence. As a further 
proof of my temper, and waringeſs of my conduct in an 
occafion ſo delicate, I appeal to a fact in the knowledge 
of the members of this Board, and which Mr. Briſtow 
himſelf will atteft ; that when I had privately declared to him 
my intention of recommending him for the appointment, I 
deſired Mr Briſtow himſelf to write letter to the Nabob 
Vizier, mentioning my wiſh in this reſpect, and my fur- 
ther defire that it ſhould be effected with his entire concur- 
rence, which I conſidered as indiſpenſable; at the ſame 
time I directed Rajah Govindram, the Agent or Vakeel of 
the Nabob Vizier, to inform him of the favourable ſenti- 
ments which I at that time entertained for Mr, Briſtow, leſt 
he might be miſled, by a contrary opinion, to withhold the 
declaration of his aſſont. I received his aſſent, and imme- 
diately propoſed the intment. | 
With reſpe& to Mr. Fowke, when I conceived it an ob- 
ligation of public duty to remove him from a ſtation in 
which his continuance appeared to me prejudicial to the ſer - 
vice, I propoſed, and the Board made him a moſt ample 
compenſation for the loſs of it, by beſtowing on him an 
office of higher emolument, and better adapted to his ta- 
lents ; and in that conſtruction of the * orders, I 
did congeive that I had conformed moſt exactly to the ſpirit, 
though not the letter of them, ſince it was impoſſible for 
me to believe, that the preference given by them ta Mr.

The Governor General defires to record the following 
letters, which he has received from Major William Palmer. 


Sir, | 
I have at length come to a final agreement with Fyzoola 
Cawn, for the remiſſion of the military aid, which he is 
bound to furniſh the Vizier. This is the only propoſition 
upon which he was willing to treat ; and I am well pleaſed 
to have eſcaped the dangers of ſo important a negociation 
as that of ceding the Vizier's Sovereignty and property 
in this valuable Jagheer. I am at a loſs to conjecture 
what can be Fyzoola Cawn's real motives for declining an 
acquiſition of ſuch magnitude. The reaſon he has aſſign- 
ed to me I cannot credit—it is an inability to advance the 
Paiſhcuſh. 1 demanded only thirty lacks for this import- 
ant ceſſion, in which every other would have been includ- 
ed, and he has given fifteen for the ſingle one above-men- 
tioned. I look back with ſelf· congratulation on my offer 
having been rejected. I ſhould have incurred much cenſure 
and ſuſpicion if he had accepted it, from thoſe who do not 
know the real ſtate of things, and the liberal principles 
upon which your Board recommended the ceſſion. There 
are no precedents in the ancient uſages of the country, for 
aſcertaining the Nuzzerana or Peiſhcuſh of grants of this 
nature, they were beſtowed by the Prince as rewards or 
favours; and the accuſtomary preſents in return were adopt- 
ed to the dignity of the donor, rather than the value of 
the gift, to which it never, I believe, bore any kind of 
proportion. In my demand, I endeavoured to reconcile 
this practice with the object which the Board had in view, 
of ſome - indemnification to the Vizier; and when you 
know that the chief claim, upon which it was ſuppoſed 
the Vizier had a right to compenſation, was not formed, 1 
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am perſuaded that you will approve my conduct; I mean 
the advantages which it was alledged Fyzoola Cawn had 
derived from the labours of the Vizier's ryats. I believe I 
have already informed you, that he has proved to me the 
error of this ſuppoſition, by producing receipts of various 
dates, and for great numbers of thoſe people, ſurrendered 
upon requiſition from the V izier's officers. I trouble you 
with this vindication, leſt it ſhould be infinuated, that 1 
had an intention to ſacrifice the V izier's intereſt, - but only 
wanted opportunity to carry it into execution; and beſides, 
I think it as indiſpenſable to you for my intentions as for 
my actions. N 
The ſum which I have accepted for the 
ſtipulated aid will, I think, be thought an ample equivalent 
for ſuch precarious ſervice. I think myſelf. that I have 
made an excellent bargain for the V izier ; and, at the ſame 
time, I believe Fyzoola Cawn is perfectly ſatisfied, fince 
I have ſpent a month, in order to effect by agreement and 
perſuaſion what I could have obtained in an hour by threats 
and compulſions. 

The money is to be paid by the following inſtallments ; 
five lacks in ſpecie, to be delivered to me upon ſigning tlie 
releaſe ; five lacks at the commencement of the next Kuri- 
of harveſt ; two lacks at the following Rubby ; and the re- 
maining three lacks at the Kuriof enſuing. A en 

The ſpecie is Barelly rupees of uncertain value, becauſe 
fluctuating at Lucknow, at this time 10 or 11 per cent. be- 
low the Reccarys of that place. I could not obtain better, 
and I believe that no perſon not known to poſſeſs your con- 
fidence and ſupport, in the degree that I am ſuppoſed to do, 
would have obtained nearly ſo good terms : Fyzoola Cawn 
has invariably refuſed at the Vizier's durbar more than five 
lacks for this very condition. 

I expected to have ſet out on my return this day; but 
the ſhroffing the money, and providing carriage for it, 
proves very tedious. | 

I have taken from Fyzoola Cawn an engagement to 
afford no aſylum to the Vizier's ryotts. | 

I cannot concluded this letter, without once more recom- 
mending to your notice the indefatigable attention, the ex- 
traordinary abilities, and incorruptible integrity, of Jehfu- 
ſal Huſſein Cawn. He is to you an invaluable ſervant, and 
I ſincerely wiſh he was employed where he might perform 
more eſſential ſervice. t

In the ſhort letter, which we to you 
over land, we mentioned the iſſue of the Vizier's acgoci- 
ation with the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn, through the agency 
of Major Palmer: We ſhall now be more particular on this 
ſubject. The above Nabob, after the conqueſt of the Ro- 
Hilla country by the late Viziet, was allowed by treaty a 
Jagheer of the diſtrict of Rampore, eſtimated at 15 lacks of 
rupees a year, and reſtricted in military force to the com- 
lementof 5,000 troops ; to which was added a clauſe, that 
e ſhould ſend 2 or 3, ooo men to join the Vizier's 
force, ot attend in petſon, in caſe it ſhould be requiſite, 
The late Visier died very ſoon after the date of this treaty, 
and the preſent Vizier, his ſucceſſor, never having derived 
any benefit from the ſtipulation for military aid, which, 
whenever required, was as often refuſed or evaded, the ſti- 
pulation in fact became a nullity. | 
55. Frequent reports had been made to the Vizier to the 
. prejudice of Fyzoola Cawn's fidelity. He was ſaid to have 
enriched his Zemindarry by the ſoduction of the Vizier's 
tenants from the adjacant countries; and with the wealth 
he had accumulated, to be encreaſing his military forces, in 
order to make himſelf independent. The late Refident 
and his deputy wrote us very alarming accounts of their 
ſoſpicions of Cawn's defigns, from the dangerous 
intrigues which he was ſaid to be carrying on with the 
neighbouring chiefs, for the invaſion of the Vizier's do- 
minions. They even applied to us for the detachment of a 
conſiderable military force to aſſiſt the Vizier in reducing 
him to obedience.

As the tenor of theſe inſtructions left Major Palmer 
' at liberty to the negociation or not, as he ſhould find 
FyzoolaCawn diſpoſed to receive him, and appeared to us 
to be too indeſinite to produce any immediate effect, we 
wrote a letter to the Reſident, directing him to reduce them 
to the three following points:

60. The purport of our letter was immediately com- 
municated by Mr. Briſtow to Major Palmer, but did not 
reach him till his negociation was nearly concluded. He 
had been well received by Fyzoola Cawn, who ftrenuouſly 
denied every infringement of the treaty which had been laid 
to his charge, but acquieſced in opinion, that the ſtipula- 
tion for military aid, contained in the treaty, was ſubje& 
to miſconſtruction, and would conſtantly uce miſunder- 
ſtanding and inconveniencies with the Vizier. He there- 
fore declared his readineſs to give a compenſation in lieu of 
it, but his offer did not exceed 5 lacks of rupees. Major 
Palmer demanded 20 lacks; and after many tedious and 


difficult -diſcuffions, ſettled the terms at 15 lacks, 5 of 


which were to be paid immediately, and the remainder in 
three inſtallments, at the ſeaſons of the harveſts ; and a 

has accordingly been executed, which alſo precludes 
Fyzoola Cawn from granting refuge to the Vizier's tenants,

I repreſented to him, that from the moderate 
uſſoom granted and confirmed to us, under the Sign Manual 
of his Highneſs, I had annually advanced more or leſs to 
the Nuvvaub Vizier, ig proportion to his neceſſities; and 
that what remained had been diſburſed in defray ing my own, 
neceſſary expences; that the accounts reſpecting the Ruſ- 
ſoom, from my firſt appointment to the Neabut, were forth- 
coming, which he might examine. He replied, that ac- 
counts were uſeleſs; that I had accumulated great wealth ; 
if I would give the ſum he had mentioned it was well, if 
not he would, by a change in the office of Neabut, find. 
means to procure the money. I aſked him, whether the 
money could be procured by making that change? He re- 
plied in the affirmative; and I retired from his preſence. _ 

By one of his friends I afterwards ſent him the following 
meſlage:— That the Neabut,, and the reſpeQability, which 
J poſſeſſed, were the gifts of the Governor General; that 
bis Highneſs, with luis uſual benevolence towards his ſer- 
vants, had ſhewn me favour ; and that to the preſent time. 
I had not been wanting ot deficient in my duty to either 
Surcor; that as he, Mr. Briſtow, had been induced, at 
the inſtigations of my enemies, to make the preceding de- 

in 
conſequence of ſuch advice, to diſmiſs me from my office, 


it was well, I would retire with my family to, Calcutta. His 
K R 4 8 friend 
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friend replied by meſſage, that what he, Mr. Briſtow; had 
faid, had proceeded from the impulſe of à violent temper, 
worked upon by the advice of ſeveral miſchieroully-diſpoſe 
perſons ; and that it would in the end ſubſide. I returned 
for anſwer, that I would wait upon Mr. Briſtow the next 
day, and never quit him, day or night, until I had ſuc- 

eded in removing the idea which he entertained re- 
ſpecting my wealth. With this intention. I waited upon 
him on the following morning: what converſation had 
paſſed between him and his friend I know not; but imme- 
diately on my arrival at his houſe, he ſent me a meſſage, 
adjuring me to lay aſide all appearances of anger, as incon- 
ſiſtent and improper ; and propoſing that we ſhould meet, 
and confer together upon affairs as uſual. | ? 

Deeming it in every reſpect neceſſary toobey, I conduct- 
ed myſelf as he had deſired ; and, without entering upon 
the ſubjeQ, delivered to him the accounts, written at large, 
of the receipts of Ruſſoom tor the laſt fix years; obſerving 
that the country and the Aumils, both thoſe in and 
out of employment, were forth- coming, and that he might 
oppoſe and compare theſe with their accounts. He replied, 
that at all events money muſt be raiſed. I anſwered, that I 
ſhould not have been backward, if the means had been in 
my poſſeſſion. | 
- After the preceding affair, he brought forward the buſi - 
nels reſpecting the ſtationing of the regiments, ſaying, that 
I muſt procure a Shoccah to be written by his Highneſs on 
that ſubjeRt. I obſerved, that it wauld be neceſſary to com- 
municate the matter to the Nuyvaub Vizier, and obtain his 
confent. At firſt he agreed, and ſaid, he would ſpeak to 
his Highneſs on that ſubje&. After ſome days employed 
in conferences on this buſineſs, deeming it improper to 
mention it to the Nuvvaub, he told me that it was altoge- 
ther unneceſſary ; complained at the ſame time, that on all 
occaſions I was wont to introduce the name of the Vizier, 
demanding my reaſons for ſo doing. I replied, that every 
meaſure which was carried into execution without the V izi- 
bln, muſt ultimately draw the diſpleaſure of both 
parties upon me. He aſſerted the contrary, ſaying, he had 
it in command from the Governor General and gentlemen 
of the Council, to act as he ſhould deem proper, without 
waiting to inform the Nuvvaub, or allowing his meaſures 
to depend on his Highneſs's pleaſure or diſpleaſure, and or- 
dered me to cauſe the Shuecahs to be written. 

As I conſider his Highneſs's well-being and proſperity to 
be promoted by my attachment to the Company, and eſ- 
teeming it a duty, m obedience to your commands, to obey 
Mr. Briſtow, 1thovght it imp to ſay any thing further 
to him on the {ubjeq ; and theretore I did as he bad direct- 
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and without the Vizier's knowledge cauſed the Shocecal 
— written; and delivered it to Mr. Briſtow. In the 
ſame manner, from the apprehenſion of ſuffering di 
J was induced to write and deliver to him, by his orders, 
ſeveral other Shoctahs, without his Highneſs's knowledge. 
At length the Vizier obtained information of theſe particu- 
lars, and I fell under his diſpleaſure; Still conſidering 
duty to the Company's Surcar and my duty to his Highnely 
as inſeparable from each other, and looking up to you for 
favour and protection, I continued to exert myſelf as uſual. 
The preceding was followed by an order from Mr. Briſ- 
tow, to make out and deliver to him an account of the ex- 
pences of the Nuvvaub's kitchen, horſes, elephants, ca- 
mels, &c. &c. | I repreſented that he had never, during 
his former reſidency, demanded theſe papers, nor had they 
ever been demanded by either of the gentlemen who ſucceed- 
ed him; and if I thould now preſume to deliver them with- 
out his Highneſs's conſent, he would certainly reſent it. 
To which Mr. Briſtow replied, In every bufineſs you ſtill 
introduce the name of his Highneſs—it will not be well for 
you; I have orders to take poſſeſſion of all papers. Without 
remedy I delivered to him the accounts above-mentioned: He 
then demaded the military accounts; and thoſe alfo I deliver- 
ed. This was followed by an order to write, and fend to him, 
muſter rolls of the troops, both the Mootaiya-neh and thoſe 
attending the preſence, I ented to him, that he had 
alreadytak en from me the whole of the national accounts ; 
that a full ſtatement of the Mootaiya-nch was included 
therein. He replied, that I muſt write and deliver ſeparate 
muſter rolls of the troops to him. I requeſted a reſpite of 
a few days for this purpoſe. He anſwered, No—that would 
be improper; that the Mootaſudees muſt be ſent to his 
houſe, and write there. Accordingly, he gave orders to Mr. 
Cooper to ſend them there, and they continued, in 
the ſtyle of priſoners, writing from ſun-riſe till nine at 
night, for the ſpace of ſeven or eight days. When the re- 
giſter or muſter roll was finiſhed, Mr. Briſtow ordered four 
thouſand horſe and ſeven thouſand foot of the Mootaiyanch 
to be diſcharged ; faying, that if the Aumils ſhould have 
occaſion for more troops, he had ſent for fifteen thouſand 
ſtand of arms from Calcutta—he would raiſe Sepoys; and 
in lieu of the troops diſmiſſed, he would ſend thoſe Sepo 
entertained by himſelf to the Aumils. I replied,. that be 
waz maſter, and poſſeſſed of ſupreme power he was to act 
as he thought proper. Some time after he told me, that 
the arms which he had ſent for from Calcutta were not ar- 
rived ; that at the commencement of the year he ſhould ſet 
on foot an'eſtabliſhment here for the repairing and making 
pf arms, and raiſe troopy, as he had ſand It was

Mr. Briſtow now declared, That a Treaſurer and Comp- 
troller muſt be appointed to the Nuvvaub's houſehold. This 
meaſure he at firſt propoſed to his Highaeſs through the me- 
dium of other perſons: at laſt he himſelf viſited the Nuv- 
vaub, and on this occaſion communicated to his Highneſs. 
certain arrangements, implying advice, or propoſals for my 
utter expulſion from office. To which the Nuvvaub replied, 
* On a former occafion I was prevailedupon by your coun- 
«© ſels to adopt a conduct fimilar to that which you now 
© recommend towards Mochtaur-u-Dowleh, and after- 
« wards you yourſelf ſtood forth to aid and protect him 
% What are your real intentions now ?* Mr, Briſtow're« 
plied, that his Highneſs might ſet his heart at eaſe with re- 
ſpect to him; that he would be a ſurety, and would give an 
engagement in writing, under his ſeal, that on this occaſi- 
on no protection or aſſiſtance ſhould be afforded. to his High- 
neſs's miniſters on the part of the Engliſh ; that his High+ 
neſs, in changing the ſaid miniſters, and ſubſtituting others, 
might take whatever ſteps he thought proper. 

As the Nuvvaub did not acquieſce in this meaſure, but 
on the contrary made objections te the appaintments of 
Treaſurer and Comptroller, Mr. Briſtow applied to and 
directed me to prevail upon his Highneſs to make thoſe ap- 
pointments. Agreeably to his orders, I waited upon and 
made the neceſſary repreſentations to the Nyvvaub, who in 
reply ſaid, Mr. Briſtow, the a before yeſterday, de- 
© clared to me, that Hyder Beg Khawn ſhould have no- 
« thing to do in theſe affairs—after what manner was it poſ- 
« ſible for him to communicate this 4 to you? 1 
anſwered, that, except by the directions of Mr. Briſtow, 
I could not have brought the meſſage. His Highneſs com - 
manded me to return to Mr. Briſtow, and to repreſent to 
him, in terms the moſt forcible, that he (Mr. Briſtow) 
could obtain no benefit by the appointments of Treaſurer. 
and Comptroller; but that thoſe appointments would reflect 
diſgrace and contempt upon his Highneſs, fince it would 
become apparent that the Vizier poſſeſſed no authority what- 
ever, even over his houſehold eſtabliſhments, domeſtics, 
and beaſts of carriage and burden; to aſk him why he thus 
perſecuted and depreſſed him—adding, <* The little which 
4% falls to my lot, even that he will not allow me to eat in 
6 and quietneſs.” This declaration was accompani- 
ed by tears of anguiſh. | 

I delivered his Highneſs's meſſage .to Mr. Briſtow, and 
repreſented to him all that had paſſed, and the ſtate of mind 


in which he Was. Mr. Briſtow replied, that with * 
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the Nuvvaub's crying, ſuch tricks and artifices were 
Q avail with him. That the Nuvvaub knew. bim a 
knew him to be that Mr. Briſtow who always did 
that which he had fajd and declared he would do; that 
he ſhould do ſo on the preſent occaſion ; that he had la- 
boured hard for fix years; that the gentlemen in Eu- 
rope would have appointed him to a ſeat in the Supreme 
Council, but he had refuſed it, he had been labour- 
ing to obtain this office—the government of this country ; 
that all people, and all his friends, had told him he would 
never obtain it. Yet at laſt he was come, and he had poſi- 
tive orders to act in every reſpect as he thinks beſt ; that be 
was poſſeſſed of full and complete authority ; that he ſhould 
cauſe the Treaſurer and Comptroller to be appointed this 
year, and from the beginning of the next he would take 
the total revenue or treaſury of the whole country into his 
own hands, and would himſelf iſſue in ſpecie ſuch ſums as 
how's be neceſſary ; that. ſuch expences for elephants, 
orſes, &c. were extravagant ; that the number of domeſ- 
ics was immoderate ; and that there was more victuals than 
was neceſſary dreſſed in the Nuvvaub's kitchen; that he 
would not permit or ſuffer ſuch expences. I aſked Mr. 
* Briſtow, if T ns to communicate what he had ſaid to the 
Nuyvaub? Yes, he replied, and that I ſhould tell his 
Highneſs what he had ſaid in plain terms; that he alſo 
would go face to face, and. tell him fo. Accordingly, at 
the end of two days, he came to the Nuvvaub, and defired 
him to make the appointments of Treaſurer and Comptrol- 
ler; adding, that they were points which he never would 
give up, that his orders from the gentlemen of the Council 
were peremptory. | 
His Highneſs replied, ©* If you have peremptory orders 
* on this ſubje&, give to me a written copy of thoſe or- 
« ders; my ſeal is forthcoming, take it, and do by force 
6 whatever you think proper. I will ſhut up the doors 
of my houſe, and there I will fit, and ſeclude myſelf 
% fro: all ſociety.” OO 
Mr. Briſtow replied, That he would give him a written 
copy of the orders from the gentlemen of the Council; and 
wad regard to his ſeal, which he offered to ſend, he might 
end it. 
For two days after the preceding converſation, the Nuv- 
vaub ſent his ſeal by the Mouluvvee, along with me, to Mr. 
Briſtow ; in conſequence of which Mr. Briſtow ſaid, that 
if the Nuvvaub thought proper, he would act as he (Mr. 
Briſtow) had defired, and in that caſe himſelf affix his ſeal 
to the Shoccahs ; if not, he would not allow the buſineſs to 
pend upon the Nuvvaub's ſeal ; he would ſend letters un- 


er his own ſeal to the Aumils, * 
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che money to him, and he would keep the treaſury in bis 
The having wrote thoſe letters is mentioned by Mr. Briſ- 
tow in his letter to me (vide copy, No. 4} to ſuch a degree 
has he depreſſed and degraded the Nuvvaub. The conver- 
_ fations which have paſſed, and an account of the opprefſions 
exerciſed towards his Highneſs, will be made known to you 
by his letter. When the Nuvvaub made objections to the 
appointments of Treaſurer and Comptroller, grounded on 
the ind nity and contempt which thoſe appointments would 
bring upon him, Mr. Briſtow directed his ſuſpicions to- 
lr me, and wrote me a letter, to which I replied, Copies 
of both letters are ſubmitted to your inſpection (vide co- 
pies, No. 4 and 5); thence my culpability or innocence, 
together with Mr. Briſtow's declarations reſpecting my diſ- 
mifiion from office, and other particulars, will be made 
known to you. Az my letter in reply contained a matter of 
fact recapitulation of all that had paſſed, Mr. Briſtow did 
not reply to or contradict it. "Kh X | 
The next time I waited upon him, he propoſed that we 
ſhould be reconciled to each other. I ſaid that I was obedi- 
ent to his pleaſure ; that I had not hitherto been wanting in 
obedience, and that in future I ſhould not; but that kind- 
neſs on his part was alſo neceſſary, He replied, that recon- 
eiliation on his part would depend upon my not having 
wrote to the Governor General any. information of what 
was paſſing here. I replied, that I had nothing to do with 
writing accounts of what paſſed here ; but that thoſe things 
which he had done, and thoſe things which he intended ta 
do, were known to of all deſcriptions in this city. 
That Mirza Iſmael Beg, who was his counſellor and ma- 
nager, had publiſhed them to every one, and that people 
ſpoke of them without reſerve to each other. Mr. Briſtow 
anſwered, that he had never mentioned any thing on theſe 
ſabjeCts to Iſmael Beg. I ſaid, If that be the caſe, why 
does he gr to tell the people that you will turn out the 
Nuvvaub's Aumils, and int Aumils of your own? 
Many to whom he has * declaration are ready to 
bear witneſs to the truth of it.” On hearing this, he cold - 
ly replied, that he had never faid ſo; for, as Iſmael Beg had 
propagated thefe reports agreeably to Mr. Briſtow's inclina- 
tions, he did not think it proper to call him to any account 
for them. | | 
Such is Mr. Briſtow's diſpoſition, that he outwardly pro- 


feſſes and careſſes, while in reality he is endeavouring to ex- 
pel me from my office, and then frequently denies or con- 
tradicts his own declarations, In the repreſentation which I 
have made, I have not in one inſtance, deviated from the 
truth; and it is « poſitive proof of the reality of many = 
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the particulars, that Mr. Briſtow did not - reply, to thoſe 


which are ſtatod in my anſwer to his letter; but at 


our. neat interview aſſumed rances of affability and 
good-will. All perſons of rank and condition in this city 
are fully acquainted with the foregoing circumſtances. The 
abſolute power aſſumed by Mr. Briſtow in the affairs of this 
Sutcar, is arrived at ſuch a pitch, that, to conſult the plea- 
ſure of the Nuvvaub, or to adviſe with me the conduct of 
affairs, are circumſtances which he totally diſtegartds. Thus 
the appointment of Mahummed Beg, z trooper under Mir- 
za Aboo Taulib, the intimate of Mr. Johnſ6n, to the 
Suzzauwulli of Furruckabad, by the removal of Mahum- 
med Saicd Khawn, and through the interpoſition of Iſmael 
Beg, which ſome time ſince took place, is a circumſtance 
known to all mankind. I repreſented to Mr. Briſtow, that 
his Highneſs did not approve of the appointment; but my 
repreſentation was diſregarded, and he poſitively obliged me 
to write and * to him a Shoccah appointing Mahum- 
mud Beg. In che ſame manner he has reſolved, and in- 
tends to ſend out Suzaauwuls from himſelf to all the Ma- 
hkulautzs, He moreover, on all occaſions, both in private 
and in public, declares, and has repeatedly ſaid the ſame 
to me, that at the commencement of the enſuing year 
he will turn out all the Nuvvaub Vizier's Aumils, and ap- 
point Aumils of his own; that he will order the whole of 
the revenues to be paid to him; and that he will iſſue to the 
Nuvvaub in ſpecie, with his own hand, what he himſelf 
may think neceſſary for his Highneſs's expences ; and that 
he will not ſuffer the authority of this Surcar to remain in 
a ſingle Mahaul. He frequently ſays, * Why does the

«: ſuch quantities of proviſions dreſſed in his kitchen? Such 
„ numbers of domeſtics are unneceſſary, I will curtail the

With raſpe& to us, who are your dependents, and the 
miniſters of his Highneſs, our credit and executive autho- 
riy in all affairs is utterly annihilated. Like the houſchold 
ſervants of Mr. Briſtow, we are day and night attending 


| his -coramands ;'yet even by this conduct he will not be 


prevailed upon to govern with candour and complacency : 
1 we do, our hours are flled with We 
remitting alarms for the ſafety of our honour. We have 
no reſource, but in your benevolence ; no ate, 627 of re- 
dreſs, but from your equity and juſtice. Impelled by the 


moſt urgent neceſſity, his Highneſs bas written to you a 
narrative of his fituation; and I, your devoted ſervant, 
have thus repreſented all that has paſſed under my obſerva- 
tion, to the preſent time, without addition or diminution, 
that we, 'the miniſters, may not hereafter be deemed guilty 
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df neglect in withholding the neceſſary information of the 
preſent ſtate of things here. The happineſs and proſperity 
of the Nuvvaub depend upon your fayour and kindneſs ; 
our honour and "ſtability on your bounty and ſupport: 
Whatever may be your determination in behalf of this Sur- 
Tar, it will be received with joy and reſpect. Deeming it a 
duty to make this repreſentation, I have tlius laid it before 
you. It was heretofore the eſtabliſhed cuſtom with the gen- 
tlemen appointed to ſuperintend the Campany's affairs at 
this Court, totake Janedauds to the amount of the Com- 
pany's demand, and to leave the balance of revenue, ariſing 
from the remainder of the country, at the diſpoſal of his 
Highneſs ; in ITS of which, more or leſs was 
forthcoming to the Tunkhaudars, Jagurdars, and Huz- 
zoaree troops, and for the expences of the Nuvvaub's houſe- 
hold eſtabliſhments, elephants, horſes, camels, &c. In 
the preſent year, Mr. Briſtow, after taking the Company's 
ee gave orders, that from the remainder of the re- 
venues of this country, no money ſhould be iſſued to any 
perſon whatever: That, having appointed a Treaſurer and 
Compreoller, he would call in the monies, and ditect the 
diſburſements himſelf; in conſequence of which, to the 
preſent period, no ſubſiſtence whatever has been received by 
the Tunkhaudars Jagurdars, Hindoſtan troops, or people 
employed in the offices of government, and they are one 
and all calling out for redreſs and juſtice. Such is the ſitu- 
ation of things here, that all mankind are reduced to a ſtate 
of deſpair by the band of Mr. Briſtow. "== 
We, the miniſters, owe our preſent ſtations to your 
bounty. His Highneſs alſo is devoted to your pleaſure in 
all teſpedts; and from the interchange of turbans between 
you and the late Nuvvaub, he conſiders you as the brother 
of his father. Whatever may be your pleaſure in behalf of 
his Highneſs, and with reſpe& to the well-government 6f 
this country, which in a peculiar manner appertains to you, 
his Highneſs does in no reſpect whatever object; whatever 
directions you may give, thoſe direct ions he will obey. 

If, from the kindneſs and affection which you bear to- 
wards His highneſs, you ſhall pleaſe to confer upon him diſ- 
cretionary powers for the diſcharge, of the 8 's de- 
mands, whatever may be the ſum ſtated by Mr. Briſtow to 
you as payable and to be paid in the courſe of the current 
year, his Highneſs, on receiving information of the amount, 
is ready and willing, with ſuch powers, to diſcharge the 
ſame ; and we, the miniſters, in obedience to your plez- 
ſure, and ſtrengthened: and ſupported by you, will, at all 
events, raiſe the neceſſary ſupplies for the payment thereof: 
and for the enſuing year, agreeably to ſuch plan or ſyſtem 


as you may determine upon for the payment of the current 


* 
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demand, with diſcretionary powers to his Highneſs, we will 
take meaſures for the payment of the ſame in ſuch manner 
that under the favour of God, and with your protection, 
the ſums payable to the Company's Surcar ſhall be punctu- 
ally received. By ſuch a ſyſtem your fame, and the fams 
of the Engliſh people, ſhall extend throughout this empire- 
and due regard to your controlling power, and ſubmiſſion 
and obedicnceto your orders, though ſecretly operating, ſhall 
be ſo firmly eſtabliſhed as ſhall afford you ample cauſe for 


ſatisfaction. The ſucceſs of theſe propoſals depends upon 


your favour: with you it muſt reſt to form ſuch a plan for 
the payment of the Company's demands as may be confiſt- 
ent with the honourand the dignity of the Nuvvaub V izier ; 
and whatever mode you may pleaſe to point out, with the 


bleſſing of God, agreeably thereto. your pleaſure ſhall be 


falfilled, without, the ſmalleſt deviation. . Through God's 
favour, your knowledge and experience are celebrated among 
men; you ate the ſup and protector of your friends, 
and affairs of every deſcription are familiar to your penetra- 
tion, It is appearent, that in caſe his Highneſs's authority 
| ſhall be reſtored, bankers, merchants, friends and connex- 
jons—all will be filled with confidence. Looking forward 
to future benefits, every one will confider his difficulties a$ 
objects of indifference or ſatisfaQtion. The payment of the 
Company's demands, and the fulfilment of your pleaſure, 
will be the firſt objects of their views and wiſhes. No man 
will complain of hardſhips ; but in the expectation of future 
proſperity, one and all will with gratitude acknowledge your 
eſs, and chearſully ſubmit to every poſſible ſaving, for 

the purpoſe of diſcharging the debt to the Company. With 
reſpect to theſe arrangements, whatever may be your plea- 
Jure will be proper and juſt, and our obedience is unlimit- 
ed. Redreſs and protection in behalf of his Highneſs, from 
the hand of Mr. Briſtow, under whom the moſt unbound- 
ed oppreſſion .is experienced, peculiarly depend upon your 
benevolence. Whatever may appear to you mo r, 
let us be favoured with your orders, and they be

Altercations have been for ſome time paſt carried on bes- 


tween the Nuvvaub and Mr. Briſtow, reſpecting the ap- 
pointment of a Treaſurer and Comptroller, under the au- 
thority of the latter, to the Vizier's houſehold eftabliſh- 
ments, and for iſſuing pay to the Toorkſuvvaurs, What 
has lately occurred on this ſubje& is as follows: I repre- 
ſented to the Nuvvaub that as Mr. Briſtow propoſed thoſe 
appointments in conſequence of orders from the Governor 

neral and Council, it was _ and proper that he 
ſhould comply with the pleaſure of the Governor. His 
Highneſs replied, * In this caſe I ſhall be deprived ahſo- 
1% [utely of all power and reſpectability. , I cannot believe

ed Shoccahs to be written to the Aumils, directing them to } 
include the Tunkhau monies for the payment of the Toork- | 
ſuvvaurs in the amount of the Company's Tunkhau, and 
remit the whole to Mr. Briſtow. | 
Mr. . Briſtow ordered me to cauſe the.Nuvyaub's ſeal to | 
be put to thoſe Shoccahs: and further directed, that I 1 * 
ſhould cauſe a houſe in the city to be procured, where the 9 
Treaſurer for the diſburſements to the houſehold eſtabliſh - 
ments ſhould be kept; and ſaid, that he would ſtation 2 
Subadar and guard of his own, for the protection of the 
Freaſury. | 
In obedience to Mr. Briſtow's order I affixed the ſeal to 
the Shoccahs, which drew upon me the Nuvvaub's diſplea- 
fure; He obſerved; that Mr. Briſtow had firſt agreed that 
thoſe offices ſhould be under his, the Nuvvaub's, authori- 
ty; that he had now cauſed Shoccahs to be written, as juſt 
related, and have given them in charge to Mr, Cooper; 
that Mr. Cooper had appointed a Treaſurer under him; 
and that the money which had arrived for the payment of 
the Toorkſuvvaurs, had been delivered to Mr. Cooper's 
Treaſurer ; that Mr. Briſtow demanded a ſeparate houſe 
for the houſehold Treaſury, where he would place a Suba- 
dar and guard of his own ; hence it was evident he had 
broken his engagements, and was about to diveſt him of 
his government altogether ;—that he would not conſent 
to it. > 
The Nuvvaub ſent the following meſſage to Mr. Briſ- 
tow, by the people who came from him to confer with his 
Highneſs on this ſubject— That Mr. Briſtow had agreed 
with him upon other arrangements, and that he had now 
introduced others very different; that to ſuch arrangements 
he would not conſent. From the time when Mr. Briſtow K 
declared to the Nuvvaub that I ſhould not have any con- 
cern in theſe affairs, but that he, the Vizier, ſhould ſettle 
Vor.

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and manage them at his own pleaſure and diſcretion, I had 
withdrawn myſelf altogether. OP 295 St 
When the Nuvvaub ſent the — gon, ppm Mr. Brif. 
tow addreſſed himſelf to me—ſaid, the Nuvvaub had broke 
his promiſe ; that he, Mr. Briſtow, had propoſed Seetul 
Raum to fill the office of Treaſurer, and that the Vizier 
had mentioned the Raja Tippur Chund for the head of the 
ublic Treaſury, but that he now inſiſted he ſhould only 
ave the payment of the troops: That he, Mr. Briſtow, 
would not conſent to this. That it was the orders of the 
entlemen of the Council, that all the diſburſements ſhould 
b controlled and directed by him, and therefore he would 
take the whole of the Treaſury department into his own 
hands. I replied, that as he had himſelf declared to the 
Nuvvaub, that I ſhould have no coneern or authority there- 
in, I had declined all interference. That I had written and 
delivered to him the Shoctahs reſpecting the Toorkſuvvaurs, 
in obedience to his orders, and that the Nuvvaub alſo was 
diſpleaſed with me on that account; that I was unacquaint- 
ed with what had paſſed between him and the Vizier. I 
added, The Vizier ſays that you had left the whole to 
his management-—that you afterwards broke through that 
engagement and cauſed Shoccahs to be written, includi 
the Tunkhau of the Toorkſuvvaurs, in the Tunkhau of 
the Company; and that you have given the monies receiv- 
ed in charge to Mr. Cooper, who has appointed a Trea- 
ſurer of his own—and you declare, that the Nuvyaub has 
retracted his promiſe.“ 
Mr. Briſtow in reply, told me, That I muſt inform the 
' Nuvyaub, that he would act as he had declared—that he had 
poſitive orders of the —_— of the Council in this re- 
ipe&—that the Treaſury and the diſburſements ſhould be 
under his management. I anſwered, that ſuch were the 
meſſages he ſent to the Nuvvaub by me; while he, on the 
contrary, told him, that he ſhould uſe his own pleaſure in 
the conduR of affairs—that I would carry the meſſage agree- 
ably to his orders, and defired to know his pleaſure, in 
caſe the Nuvvaub ſhould not be pleaſed to conſent. Mr.

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n Mr. Briſtow's orders, I delivered his meſ- - 
ſage to the Vizier, who ſaid, in reply, that Mr. Briſtow 
had deviated from his agreement with him; and that he 
would not conſent : That he would go and anſwer Mr. 


Briftow in perſon. While we were engaged in this con- 


verſation, information arrived that Mr. Briſtow was com- 
ing to the preſence, —He and Mr, Cooper came ſhoitly * 
after, and I retired. _ 

The Nuvvaub and Mr. Briſtow converſed for ſome time, 
and then the Vizier ordered me to be called. What had 
paſſed previous to this I am unacquainted with; but on my 
return, Mr. Briſtow told the Nuvvaub before me, that by 
the orders of the gentlemen of the Council, he was directed 
to take into his own hands all the diſburſements for the Nuv- 
vaub's houſehold eſtabliſhments, and the payment of the 
troops of the Surcar. The Nuvvaub replied, that Mr. 
Briſtow had told him that neither he nor I ſhould have any 
concern in theſe affairs; but that he, his Highneſs, ſhould 
himſelf appoint both the Treaſurer and Comptroller, and 
order his own diſburſements at his pleaſure. That now 
Mr, Briſtow had given the money for the payment of the 
Toorkſuvvaurs in charge to Mr. Cooper, who had appoint- 
ed a Treaſurer to act under him; and that he had cauſed 
Shoccahs to be written to the Aumils without his know- . 
ledge, directing thoſe monies in future to be included in 
the Company's Tunkhau. That Mr. Briſtow had agreed 
that the payment of the houſehold eſtabliſhment, expences, 
and ſervants, ſhould be at his diſpoſal—had agreed to the 
Comptrollerſhip of Mirza Mahummud Huſſun and to the 
— Comptrollerſhip of Tahakoor Daus. That now he 
inſiſted on the name of Mirza Mahummud Huſſun being 
ſtruck out, and that thoſe offices ſhould be ſubject to his 
authority. Hence,” added the Nuvvaub, * it is evident 
* to me, that you are about to diveſt me of my rights al- 
* together. If ſuch are the orders of the gentlemen of the 
Council, give them to me in writing, and I will act in 
obedience to thoſe orders—my ſeal is at hand, I will ſend it 
to you, and may manage as you may think beſt, |1 will 
ſhut up the doors of my houſe, there I will fit, and ſeclude 
myſelf from all ſociety. | | 

Mr. Briſtow replied, that the diveſting his Highneſs of 
his rights was not intended—that what he faid proceeded ' 
from a regard to his welfare—that it would be better for his 
Highneſs to comply with willingneſs—that he would give 
to him in writing the orders he had received from the gentle- 
men of the Council—T hat if his Highneſs would not com- 
ply willingly, it was well; he might ſend his ſeal to him, 
and he would carry thoſe orders into execution. I repre- 


ſented to the Nuyyaub, in the preſence of Mr. Briſtow, 
v1 | 8 2 that 
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that ſuch diſputes between them were im > that it 
would be better to act with harmony, and in conjunction 
with each other. The Nuvvaub turned to me in rage, and 
replied, He made agreements with me, and is acting in 
«© oppotition to thoſe agreements. Nay, he even now ſays, 
* that he will act thus. You ſeize me by the throat, and 
« will not ſuffer me to ſpeak.” In a word, at the conclufior: 
of this converſation, My. Briſtow got up in diſpleaſure, 
and returned home. 

I waited upon him there, He told me that at all events 
he muſt carry this meaſure into execution; that his High- 
neſs had refufed to give the Shoccahs; that he himſelf would 
write letters to the Aumils, and that I muſt write letters 
alſo. I replied, that I was in every reſpect ready to obe 
his orders, but deſired to know his determination in caſe { 
ſhould fall under the Nuvvaub's diſpleaſure. He replied, 
that in that caſe he would ſupport and protect me. I de- 
fired to know whether, # the Nuvvaub ſhould deliver his 
ſeal, I ſhould bring it. He replied, ** If the Nuvvanb gives 
„ you his ſeal, bring it; if not I will write the letters from 
« myſelf. The orders of the gentlemen of the Council to 
me are poſitive, that whether the Nuvvaub is pleaſed or 
% diſpleaſed 1 ſhall, at all events, carry this meaſure into 
© execution, and I will now execute them.” I anſwered, 
that agiecably to the orders I had received from the Gover- 
nor, | was obedient to his directions; here I took leave, 
and returned home. As Mr. Briſtow's diſpoſition is violent 
and precipitate, he wrote me a letter on the evening of the 
fame day; a copy of his letter, together with +a copy of 
what I wrote in reply, accompany this (vide No. 4. and 
5). In the morning I waited upon Mr. Briſtow again; he 
ſaid to me, that at all events I muſt obtain the Nuvvaub's 
conſent ; that delay in the execution of the meaſure he had 
propoſed reflected diſgrace upon him. I obſerved, that he 
refuſed to comply with the 1 He re- 
plied, the object was to do the buſineſs effectually; that the 
name of Mirza Mahummud Huſſun ſhould be eraſed; that 
Tah»koordaus ſhould be the Comptroller to the houſhold 
eſtabliſhments, that Dewurgeerdaſs ſhould be the Treaſurer, 
and that Raja Tippur Chund ſhould be Treaſurer, as here- 
tofore, for the payment of the troops. I went and communi- 
cated the foregoing to the Nuvvaub: His Highneſs replied, 
that he ſhould be diſgraced by theſe new appointments of 
Treaſurer and Comptroller, but he was without remedy, 
he would comply with Mr. Briſtow's pleafure on certain 
conditions, viz. that as he forbid him from writing his 
ſituation to the governor, he, Mr. Briſtow, himſelf ſhould 
write in his behalf, and repreſent the ftate of the caſe to the 
Governor General. We, that bis Highneſs by his impor- 

) | tunity, 
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tunity, had been forced to comply, but that the meaſure 
was not agreeable to him, and he ſhould entreat the 
Governor's permiſſion to aboliſh the new appointments 
of Comptroller and Treaſurer ; that Mr. Briſtow ſhould 
fend the money for the payment of the Toorkſuvvaurs to 
him, the Nuvvaub, and that he, as formerly, would 
ſend it to Tippur Chund to be iſſued. TI, returned to Mr. 
Briſtow, and communicated the Nuvvaub's anſwer : Mr. 
Briſtow conſented that after the appointments had taken 
place, he would write to the Governor, and recommend 
the Nuvvaub's wiſhes; and that he would act agreea- 
bly to the orders he ſhould receive from the Governor in

According to the pleaſure of Mr. Briſtow, Dawaugau 


Daus has been appointed Treaſurer, Tahakoor Daus 
Comptroller of the Houſehold, and Rajah Tippur Chund 
Paymaſter to the Toorkſuvvaurs, &c. It remains to be 
ſeen whether Mr. Briſtow will write to the Governor agree» 
ably to his promiſe, or not. Whatever may be the Gover- 


nor's pleaſure, his orders ſhall be complied with.

Introduction as uſual. 
A hiſt of the Purwanehs iſſued by the Nuvvaub Vizier to 
the reſpective Aumils, on account of the Tunkhau monies 
for the expences of the houſehold, together with aſtatement 
of the particular ſums, accompany this letter ; but I have 


the Purwanehs in my own hands, as they have not 


received the ſignature and ſeal of the Viaier. 

If by another effort you can bring this buſineſs to a con- 
cluſion agreeably to my wiſhes, ſo much the better; if not, 
it will be neceſſary that letters agreeably to the engloſed 
draft, be written by me, by you, and tranſmitted to, the 
Aumils. In caſe his Highneſs ſhould refuſe his aſſent, you 
will write the letters from yourſelf, correſponding with the 
encloſed draft, and bring them with you, as L ſhall fend 

them off to-morrow with my own letters, which are now. 

ready, and written to the ſame purport to the Aumils. 

Ihe Governor General is at all events determined on the. 
improvement of the Nuvvaub's affairs. From my reliance. 
on you; I have been led to poſtpone this matter during a 
long period; but as I confider a further procraſtination of it 
as a breach of the Governor General's orders, and as the 
cauſe of the diſarrangement of all public buſineſs, therefore, 
from an attention to the regulation of affairs in general, it 
is out of my power to defer it any longer. Thus, in con- 
| ſequence of my friendſhip for you, I have not, down to the 
BA ts © oh Se preſent 
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preſent time, which includes a period of three or four 
months, communicated the accompanying extract from the 
Governor General's letter, having ſtill relied on you for 
the.accompliſhment of this buſineſs. Now, from abſolute 
neceſſity, I write you plainly, to reflect and meditate with 
attention on the miſchiefs which muſt follow [to you] from 
delay in ſuch matters as theſe; ſuch delay being the cauſe 
of the diſorder and diſarrangement of all affairs. 
In ſhort, you fay that his Highneſs refuſes ta liſten to 
your repreſentations in this buſineſs ; this too is full of dan- 
ger with reſpe& to you; you are the Nuvvaub's deputy, - 
1 unlimited authority, yet you repreſent, and lay 
fore him meaſures of importance, and are unable to ob- 
tain his aſſent to them. Whenever the confidence of the 
Nuvvaub Vizier is withdrawn from you, and neceſſary 
meaſures can no longer be carried into execution, the huſi- 
neſs is at an end. I am every way diſpoſed to countenance 
and ſupport you, but I cannot deviate from the orders of the 
Governor Generals it is proper that you do not poſtpone 
this buſineſs, or the muſter of the Toorkſuvvaurs, beyond 
our meeting to-morrow morning. | |

You are pleaſed 
to ſay, ** That from yourreliance on me you have refrain- 
ed hitherto. That if, poſſeſſing an intire authority and 
power in the Surcor of the Vizier, I declare that he refuſes 
to attend to my repreſentations, the worſt conſequences are 
to be apprehended therefrom to me, inaſmuch as I am the 
Deputy of the Nuvvaub, poſſeſſing unlimited authority, — 
yet repreſent and lay. before him meaſures of importance, 
and am unable to obtain his aſſent to them. That whenever 


the confidence of the Vizier is withdrawn from me, and

The number of 13, 152 cavalry, 
and 48,715 infantry, do not exiſt; and it becomes a matter 
of the higheſt importance to the Vizier's affairs to regulate 
ſa evident an abuſe. Ever fince I took charge of my office, 
F have given uninterrupted attention to the obtaining the 
beſt information of the nature of the 'Motayenna, and the 
means of retrenching ſo uſeleſs an eſtabliſhment ; I have al- 
ſo made it my ſtudy to aſcertain the corps which really exiſt, 
and may be called upon ſervice in caſe the peace of the Vi- 
zier's dominions ſhould be interrupted, either by inteſtine 
commotions, or invaſion by an enemy. 

I am forry to inform you that, by every enquiry I have 
been able to make, it does not appear the V 1zier could aſſem- 
ble an army of ten thouſand men. The whole are many 
months in arrears ; there is neither ammunition nor ſtores 
of any kind ready to equip troops for ſervice; and the late 
tumults and inſurrections of Zemindars prove the Motay- 
enna not equal to the preſerving the police of the country, 
much leſs able to act againſt a foreign enemy. 


The Vizier can look to the Honourable Company only ; 


for the eſtabliſhing his authority, and reſtoring his domini- 
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ons to their former flouriſhing ſtate. Agreeable to the (tf: 
£7 gon in the treaty of Chunar, none but regular eſta- 
bliſhments were to be kept by the Vizier; and I ſhall now 
ſubmit to your conſideration the plans which I think it my 
duty to recommend to the V izier, and that they ſhould be 
. with as much expedition as the ſtate of affairs will 
mit. | 
The Turk Sewars have been diſtinguiſhed for gallantry 
and good conduct on many occafions. The officers of this 
corps are. principally men who were originally in the Com- 
pany's ſervice, and more accuſtomed to ſubordination than 
any other of the Vizier's troops. There are eight months 
arrears due to them, and as they appeared to me the fitteſt 
to be attached to the brigade in caſe ſervice ſhould occur, I 
have procured an aſſignment in their favour of nine lacks of 
rupees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and diſtributed 
to the men by proper paymaſters, free of deduQions, and 
in ſpecie, as a groſs abuſe has often prevailed in paying them 
in goods inſtead of money. This corps being likewiſe 
on the ſpot, the Vizier may review and muſter them, in 
waich I propoſe having the honour to attend him. The 
ſtate of their horſes, arms, and accoutrements, may be 
minutely examined. Moſt probably a confiderable reduc- 
tion will take place of the men unfit for ſervice, and in the 
f abliſhment, as upon the certainty of regular payment in 
uture, the rate of fifty rupees per month for every private 
trooper, is cenfiderably above what they can fairly claim, 
2 the eſtabliſhments are loaded with ſupernumerary of- 
cers. G whe 
The gallant conduct of the Ruſſaulah under the com- 
mand of Abdul Rehman Cawn, now acting with Colonel 
Charles Morgan, and the encouragement given to that 
corps by your honourable Board, have led me to exert my 
endeavours in favour of his brother Mahomed Saaiid Cawn, 
who commands three hundred and. twenty-one of the Vi- 
zier's cavalry. I have procured certain funds for the pay- 
ment of his corps, and ſhall ſtrongly recommend it to the 
Vizier, to withdraw the detachments of his Ruflaulah from 
the interior parts of the country, collect it in force at 
Lucknow, and ifſue the pay upon the plan propoſed with 
reſpect to the Turk Sewars. | 
I ſhall, without further delay, adviſe the Vizier to aboliſh 
the practice of detaching troops in ſmall bodies, which you 
will obſerve by the ſtatement of the Motayenna, to have 
been carried ſo low as one in number. Whatever may be 
required in one diſtrift, ought to be compoſed of one corps, 
The Ruſſaulahs may be reduced to one or two hundred. 
This will, ſecure many advantages, particularly in the caſe 
of defection, where an individual quitting the ſervice TT 
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ſo inconſiderable a force, will be of little conſequence, and 
his place be eafily ſupplied. N 

I muſt intreat your indulgence in regard to the immediate 
execution of the honourable Governor General's commands 
of the 23d September 1781, direQting that the Vizier 
ſhould be adviſed to aboliſh the ſyſtem of aſſignments to his 
Motayenna. It may doubtleſs be gradually introduced ; but 
if it were tobe undertaken at the preſent time that ſuch con- 
fiderable arrears are due to the troops, it would, in my opi- 
nion, create a general ſpirit of diſcontent and mutiny, be- 
cauſe they look to the aſſignments as the ſecurity for their 
pay ; and I cannot deviſe any alternative that would fatisfy 
them : When muſters may be taken, and the eſtabliſhments 
reduced to one general ſyſtem, it may be ſafely executed. I 
hope, upon examination of the perglexed ſtate of the buſi- 
w it will not be thought unreaſonable that I ſhould ſtate 
a delay of ſome months, probably the end of the year, as 

uired, before his Excellency will be able to aboliſh the 
yam of aſſignments. In ſuch inſtances, when it can im- 
mediately be executed, I ſhall exert my utmoſt endeavours 
to perſuade the Vizier no longer to fry 2 ſo neceſlary a 
meafure. | 5 
It is out of my power at preſent to explain the particulars 
of the propoſed reduftions. Unleſs the Viꝝier acts directly 
in the bn neſs, by making the circuit of ſuch diſtricts as 
are the moſt deſerving his attention, and deputing confiden- 
tial agents to the remainder, the evil would be a long time 
before it could be 2 remedied. I ſhall in the 
courſe of the execution of my duty, meet with great oppo- 
ſition in the miſrepreſentations of the perſons intereſted 
againſt the reform. I hope the advantages to be derived 
from it will appear ſo evident to his Excellency, that he 
will not only fincerely and heartily afſent to the meaſure, 
but ſupport it by every exertion of his authority. 

I have reaſon to believe all the accounts of the Motayen- 
na, as well as other expences attending the Viaier's govern- 
ment, have not yet been furniſhed me. If, after enquiry, 
any omiſſions ſhould have been made, or charges incurred 
on the ſame account twice inſerted, I ſhall ſubmit the parti - 
culars to your conſideration, |

Even in the preſent reduced ftate the amount is very high; 
but, conſidering the perſons to whom they are granted, be- 
ing principally the V1zier's relations, the old dependents of 
| His family, or the ſervants of government, it would be dif- 
ficult to make further reductions, particularly as moſt of 
them were perſons| igng in great affluence, and now de- 
pending ſolely upon the bounty of the Vizier for ſubſiſt. 
ence. The funds for the payment of theſe allowances can 
only be procured by the ſavings and reductions of uſeleſs 
and unneceſſary expences in all arrangements; however, the 
Vizier's — charges, the army, and the honourable 

Company's claims, will be firſt provided for. 
The honourable the Governor General, in his-inſtruc- 
tions at Chunar, dated 23d September 1781, directed the

The acting miniſter aſſerts, that the ſum 
of forty- nine 2 was laſt year appropriated to the Vizier's 
expences; out of this were paid not only the charges of 
bir houſehold, but part of the abc 15 his -n. py 
cy's relations,” compenſations to perſons whoſe Jaguires 
were reſumed, and alſo penſions to the dependants of the 
Vizier's family, many of which originated in the reign of 
the late Nabob Sujah Ul Dowlah. In propoſing that the 
funds on account of the Vizier's houſehold “ ſhall be de- 
4 polited under charge of a Treaſurer,” I mean in a pub- 

' lie cheſt, agreeable to the Honourable Governor General's 
inſtructions, and that one key ſhould be kept by the Trea- 
ſurer, and one by the acting miniſter, or any great officer 
of ſtate to whom you may direct me to adviſe the V izier to 
intruſt ſo important a charge. 

The ſecond head entirely conforms to the Honourable 
the Governor General's inſtructions, and needs no expla- 
nation. On the third head I would ſubmit to your conſi- 
deration, whether an officer in the character of an Aumeen 
ſhould not be appointed to ſee the eftabliſhinents were not 
cncroached upon; and on his ſtating object ions, that pay- 
ments might be ſtopped until the Vizier's pleaſure ſhould 
be known; and if his Exceilency, on.confideration, repeats 
his orders for his warrant paſſing the Treaſury, it ſhould 
then become valid. | | 

The evils which the fourth head propoſes to correct, is 
the principal cauſe of the mal · adminiſtration of the affairs 
of the V izicr's houſehold ; the ſame men being farmers of 
revenue or aumils, and rintendants of departments 
about his Excellency's perſon, make a confuſion of ac- 
counts, and give them an opportunity of withholding pay- 
ment, and often appropriating the funds to the ſupport of 
expences, which are not to be confidered as requiring the 
firſt ſupplies; for inftance, I think buildings, matters which 
relate merely to ſtate, ſuch as Kelaats, &c. ſhould be pro- 
vided for after the payment of the ſervants wages, the kitch- 
en, ſtables, and other particulars, which may be ſtated in 
the light of neceſfaries. - 

This is the outline of the plan I have 8 for the 
regulating the Vizier's houſehold ; and 1 entertain great 
hopes, that from a leſs ſum than has hitherto been appropri- 
ated on that account, every department will be amply fur- 
niſhed; probably a ſaying will accumulate at the end of the

' General, 
Honourable Sir, | : 

Your: inſtruftions of the 23d October have been the 
invariable rule of my conduct; and now I have held my of- 
fice-a ſufficient time to ſpeak with ſome degree of certainty 
to moſt points, I ſhall enter upon an explanation of the ſtate 
of this government. " 

Your obſervation, that your new meaſures will require 
2a long time to execute, is but too true. The total want of 
ſyſtem, and lawleſs habits which prevail, muſt be corrected 
by progreflive means; the peace and ſecurity of the eoun- 
try, and regularity in the ſeveral departments of the ſtate, 
will be gradually eſtabliſhed. I don Tan to anſwer the ſe- 
veral heads of your inſtructions in the ſame order in which 
you have p them. | | 


Immediately after my arrival J urged the acting miniſter 
to deviſe, and recommend arrangements for the complete 
diſcharge of the balance, at the concluſion of the year, 
To relieve myſelf from cenſure in caſe of failure in this 
eſſential point, it is neceſſary I ſhould explain the tranſacti- 
on with the bankers. The balance at the end of laſt year 
was not in fact paid, but transferred to the bankers, and 
encreaſed by the — of a very high intereſt. There were

Bearing an intereſt of two per cent, per menſum. I en- 
cloſe an eſtimate (No. 1.) of the whole demand upon the 
Vizier, on account of the Honourable Company and the 
bankers, by which it appears his Excellency has to furniſh 
this year the ſum of one crore forty-one lacks two thouſand 
five hundred and ſeventy- eight rupees (rupees 1,41,02,578). 
Mr. Middleton gave his bond to the bankets, on account 
the firſt engagement, rupees 26,50,000, for bills on the 
preſidency, engaging to ſee them repaid their money, The 
revenues of certain diſtrifts were aflgned to him on account 
of the bankers, and were, as collected, to be paid to them. 
When Almaſs Ally Cawn returned to Lucknow, a nego- 
ciation was ſet on foot to transfer the ſecurity from Mr. 
Middleton to him, and concluded a few days before my ar- 
rival. The bond was returned to Mr. Middleton, and Al- 
maſs's granted in lieu of it. The additional diſtricts pro- 
poſed to have been entruſted to Almaſs, were part of thoſe 
afſi to the bankers; and the Vizier's orders, and other 
documents, had paſt for putting him in poſſeſſion, a few 
67 before my arrival; I was ſoon expected, and Almaſs 
of his own accord deferred taking charge, as I have alteady 
informed you and the board, until the meaſure ſhould, 
through me, receive your ſanction. \ 

When I conſidered the power poſſeſſed by Almaſs, and 
your inſtructions to reduce it, if poſſible, I did not heſitate 
to reject eyery idea of extending his authority ; a difficulty 
oceured about the bond he had granted, and a payment he 
had made to the bankers, of three lacks — gy ce thou- 
fand rupees (R. 3,75, ooo); the latter point was eaſily ſettled, 
by giving him credit for that ſum, on account the revenues 
of Eos, Cora, &c. ; but the bankers refuſed any ſecurity 
except mine, in lieu of the bond. The bills of exchange 
had actually been tranſmitted to the board, and were in 
courſe of payment; to have annulled the engagement would 
have diſappointed you of a reſource, and hurt our credit 
with the bankers ; it was abſolutely neceſſary that Almaſs' 
bond ſhould be returned to him, 1 was therefore induced to 
take the engagement upon myſelf, and I am happy to find, 
by the Board's letter of the 22d ultimo, that my conduct 
has been approved, : 

Although my attention has been principally directed 
to the liquidation of the balance, I have hitherto found 
it utterly impoſſible to procure aſſignments equal to the 
amount required, Diltricts haye been over- rated to

I have been endeavouring to prevail upon the Vizier to 
fix his diſburſements within his income : if I can accom- 
pliſh this point, I ſhall be careful that the eſtabliſhments 
ſhall not be hereafter encroached upon; the particulars will 
of courſe be tranſmitted to you.

I have repeatedly informed the miniſter, no excuſes will 
be admitted in the exculpation of a balance at the concluſion 
of the year ; that the whole muſt be paid, and the means

.. You will obſerve, by the eſtimate of the demands upon 
the Vizier, fourteen Jacks were mentioned by Mr. Middle- 
ton as the balance. The acting miniſter expected he could 
prove claims nearly to this amount, due from the Compa- 
ny to the Vizier, which would liquidate the account. I 
have explained this matter fully to bim, and believe he is 
now convinced of the juſtneſs of the corrected account. 
An examination however into the diſputed points ſhould, 
in my opinion, take place, and — difference that 
may be eſtabliſhed, allowed to the Vizier.

eſpotiſm is the principle upon which every meaſure is 
2 51 and the — 5 — parts of the Coun- 
try are ruled at the diſcretion of the Aumil or Phouſdar for 
the time being. They exerciſe, within the limits of their 
juriſdiction, the powers of life and death, and deciſions in 
civil and other caſes, in the ſame extent as the Sovereign 
at the capital. The forms preſcribed by the ancient inſti- 
tutions of the Mogul empire are unattended to, and the will 
of the provincial magiſtrate is the ſole law of the people. The 
total relaxation of the Vizier's authority, his inattention 
and diſlike to buſineſs, leave the Aumils in poſſeſſion of 
this dangerous power, unawed, uncontrouled by any appre- 
henſion of retroſpection, or the interference of juſtice. 
can hardly quote an inſtance, fince the Vizier's acceſhon 
to the Muſnud, of an Aumil having been puniſhed for op- 
preſſion, though the complaints of the people and the ſtate 
of the country are notorious proofs of the violences daily 
committed—it is even become unſafe for travellers to paſs, 
except in large bodies. —Murders, thefts, and other enor- 
mities ſhocking to humanity, are committed in open day.

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Every Zemindar ſhould be conſtituted the magiſtrate in 
his Zemindary, and collect the revenues, according to certain 
eſtabliſhed rates recorded in the cutcherry, and publiſhed. 
throughout the diſtrict, The  Aumil ſhould be the con- 
trolling power between the Ryot and the Zemindar; ſhould» 
enforce the regulations; ſee peace and good order preſerved 
in the ſeveral Zemindarries; and make the, Zemindars ac- 
countable for all tumults, thefts, and murders, within their 
juriſdiction—1n great towns there ought to be a cutw all, 
or Haakeem, to diſtribute juſtice. og 

Such has been the ſyſtem of this government, that the 
oppreſſions have generally originated with the Aumils. 

hey have been rarely ſelected for their abilities, or integti- 
ty, but from favour, or the means to advance a ſmall ſum 
upon being appointed to their office. The Aumil enters 
upon his truſt, ruined in reputation and fortune; and un- 
leſs he accompliſhes his engagements, which is ſeldom the 
caſe, diſgrace and puniſhment follow. Though the balance 
of revenue may be rigorovſly demanded of him, it has not 
been uſual to inſtitute any inquiry for oppreſſion. The Ze- 
mindars, thus left at the mercy of the Aumils, are often 
driven to rebellion, The weak are obliged to ſubmit to his 
exaCtions, or fly the country; and the Aumil, unable to 
reduce the more powerful, is compelled to enter into a diſ- 
4 compromiſe. Every Zemindar looks to his ſort 
or protection, and the country is crouded with them. 
Almaſs Ally Cawn aſſerts, there are not leſs than ſeven hun- 
dred in his diſtricts; hence it has become a general cuſtom 
to ſeize the brother, ſon, or ſome near relation or dependent 
of the different Zemindars, as hoſtages for the ſecurity of 
the revenue. A great Aumil will ſometimes have three or 
four hundred of theſe hoſtages, whom he is obliged to con 
fine in places of ſecurity. 

A few men, like Almaſs Ally Cawn and Coja ain ul, 
Deen, have, from their regularity in the performance of - 
28 engagements, rendered themſelves uſeful to the 

izier. A ſtrict ſcrutiny into his affairs was at all times 
irkſome to his Excellency; and none of the miniſters or 
officers about his perſon poſſeſſing the active perſevering ſpirit 
requiſite to conduct the detail of engagements for a number 
of ſmall farms, it became convenient to receive a large 
ſum from a great farmer, without trouble or deficiency. 
This ſyſtem was followed by the moſt pernicious conſe- 
quences ; theſe men were above all controul; they exatted 
their own terms, and the diſtricts they farmed were mot 
cruelly oppieſſed. The revenue of Rochilcund is reduced 
above a third, and Almaſs Ally Cawn's adminiſtration is 
well known to have been extremely violent.

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The foregoing repreſentation of the ſtate of this govern- 
ment will, I hope, ſatisfy you of the difficulty in collectin 
the revenues. A very ſtrong military force will be require 
to preſerve the country in peace., The number for which 
funds are at preſent allotted, would, in my opinion, amply 

ſuffice, if it exifted ; but I ſappoſe not two thirds of the 
men kept upon the books are actually entertained. The 
diſcipline and proper appheation of this force will become 
a- matter of ſerious conſideration : I do not mean to pro- 
poſe, they ſhould be put under the command of Britiſh of- 
ficers, asa very extraordinary expence would attend that mea- 
ſure; and I do not think the ſervice of the, collections would 
be ſa&well executed. The troops now in the Vizier's ſervice 
are ill paid and ill appointed, not owing to the want of 
means; as I think, when I ſhall forward you the ſtatements 
I have been ſo long endeavouring to complete, you will 
judge them adequate to every ſervice, if not diſſipated and 
ſquandered away. The evil originates in the want of checks 
upon the diſburſements to the army, of proper officers and 
commiſſaries to ſee them duly appropriated. 

The ſame inconveniencies exiſt in the receipts of the Vi- 
zier's revenue, and other branches of his government in the 
general department. Offices of Collections and Treafury, 
and Courts for the adminiftration of juſtice, ought doubt- 
leſs to be eftabliſhed. In a . of ſo delicate a nature, as 
the execution of your commands on this head, I muſt neceſ- 
ſarily expofe myfelf to the oppoſition of perſons intereſted 
in the continuance of the das.

Peace is by no means reſtored, for if the Company's 


troops were relieved from the places at which they are now 


ſtationed, I ſhall expect the commotions would be renewed. 
Gorroockpore, Bairaitch, Sultanpore, Aſemgur, Gonda, 
and all the frontier, are provinces in which the Vizier's 
authority is ill eſtabliſhed. In ſome of them there are 
troubles at this time. New detachments of the Honourable 
Company's troops might be adviſeable, if the ſtate of affairs 
in other reſpects did not render the appearance of a formida- 
ble force on the frontiers neceſſary, as well to awe foreign 
wers, as to keep Almaſs Ally Cawn, and Khoja Ayn ul

He urges, in excuſe for the letters which have been 
written in a tone of reproach and reſentment, that they were 
forwarded unknown to him, that the Vizier has_ people 
about him who are happy at an —_— of giving trouble, 
and wiſh to overſet the influence of the Engliſh in this go- 
vernment. He profeſſes a juſt ſenſe of the confidence you 
have placed in him, of his intire dependence upon you, and 
that without your protection he ſhould loſe his office, his 
property and poſſibly his life. He aſſured me of his utmoſt 
endeavours to prevent a repetition of letters in a fimilar 
ſtyle, and that he is ready to give proofs of the ſincerity of his 
attachment to the Company. | 

I uſed the diſcretion you allowe1 me of not delivering your 
letter to Hyder Beg Cawn. I found upon my arrival, as 
you informed me, all the influence of this government veſt- 
ed in his hands. I was under the neceſſity of having re- 
courſe to him for information and accounts; and it appear- 
ed unadviſeable to raiſe doubts in his mind of my good in- 
tentions, or to expreſs an inclination to inſtitute a retroſpec- 
tion into his conduct: I previouſly wiſhed to obtain his 

| | ＋ 2 confidence, 
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confidence, toconvince him that I acted upon public groumds, 
and if poſſible, perſuade him to unite heartily with me in 
every meaſure, I could then deliver the letter, informing 
him of the view with which I had acted, and not be liable 
to any ſuſpicion of having ſolicited it. In the mean time 
I endeavoured to acquire a knowledge of the buſineſs, that 
I might be enabled to report to you my opinion of his at- 
tachment to your government, and of his zeal, ability, 
and integrity, in the diſcharge of his duty. Ideferred pre- 
ſenting him the letter, until the goth ultimo, and have left 
him to anſwer it without giving any advice. 

He rendered me his affiſtance very heartily and willingly 
in Almaſs's buſineſs. A jealouſy had long ſubſiſted between 
Hyder Beg Cawn and Almatls ;' the latter having been con- 
fidered a pretender to the Neabut, it was ſuppoſed Hyder 
Beg intended to ruin him; his conduct in withdrawing is 
imputed by many who think favourably of him, to neceſſity, 
otherwiſe his fortune might have been endangered. A re- 
conciliation took place between them, and they publicly 
continue upon the beſt terms, but I believe neither to be 
ſincere. If I had expreſſed any diſſatisfaction againſt Hyder 
Beg, he and Almaſs would probably have formed a com- 
bination, and I ſhould have had new difficulties to contend 
with. | ; 
The accounts I have called for have many of them been 

farniſhed, and Hyder Beg has given- me his information 
and opinion of every matter upon which I have aſked them: 
I cannot help however complaining of the delays in tranſ- 
acting the moſt common buſineſs ; this proceeds from no 
proper channels through intermediate offices being eſtab- 
liſhed ; all accounts are framed by Hyder Beg ; be plans and 
executes every meaſure ; he propoles, and in ſhort under- 
takes matters which ſhould be truſted to ſubordinate agents, 
and executed off hand. Any undue influence he may be 
thought to poſſeſs will be done away by the degree of conſe- 
quence and ſupport you may think proper to give to the 
new officers. > PRE 

I have hitherto left Hyder Beg Cawn in the poſſeſſion of 
his power, as being the acting miniſter, and entruſted with 
the executive 'authority ſo long as he might diſcharge his 
duty: I thought I conformed to your commands in ſup- 

rting him. I have not failed repeatedly to expoſtulate with 
nim upon the conſequences of procraſtination in the exe- 
cution of the buſineſs. In the event of further delays, I 
{hall continue my expoſtulations, and by exerting the pow- 
ers with which you have inveſted me, avoid expoſing my- 
ſelf to your cenſure for an appearance of neglect, which does 
not originate with me. I beg leave to remark, by being

The Collections 


Mr. Midleton informed the Board, under date the 17th 
of September 1782. of his having named Tufha aveeſes, 
or Commiſſaries for muſtering the troops. I purpoſe en- 
forcing this meaſure, as I find the abuſes in the Vizier's 
army prevail to an unaccountable degree ; many corps are 
more than a year in arrears, and no part cf it intirely paid 
vp, notwithſtanding the large ſums annually charged on 
this account under the head of Mootayenna. I have already 
informed you of my hopes of attaching the cavalry, by be- 
ing inſtrumental in procuring their pay. 

The inſtitution of Adauluts will be attended with the 
utmoſt difficulty: The reaſons you have yourſelf aſſigned 
are ſo forcible, that I have only to trouble you with a fe 
hints in corroboration of your own opinions. | 

The Nabob, the miniſters, and every man of rank at his 
court, will be intereſted in oppoſing the inſtitution of courts 
of juſtice. The Nabob is ſurrounded by perſons who, 
preſuming upon the countenance they receive. from him, 
commit every kind of oppreflion ; They are generally men 
of low birth, ſuddenly raiſed to * and conſequence, 
which they are ignorant how to uſe. Ths miniſters have 
more creditable dependants, but they preſume, in an equal 
degree, on their influence. The reſumption of Jagheers, 
and reduction of ſalaries, have unavoidably involved num- 
bers of people in debts, which has led to the commiſſion of 
acts of violence. a | | 

To inſtitute Courts of Juſtice upon a reſpectable footing, 
they ſhould extend to men of all deſcriptions : The favou- 
rites and dependents of the Nabob, and miniſters long ac- 
cuſtomed to live independent of all controul, will not eaſily 
be brought to ſubmit to a regular juriſdiction. I would, 
however, propoſe that Molavee Mow bine, the man recom- 
mended by Mr. Middleton, ſhould continue, with the 
name of Sudder ul Huck. When regularity ſhajl be in- 


troduced into other branches of the gorerument, the ex-

I am to ſpeak to the charatters of the Aumils in general 
when I may forward the ſtatement. Pledges for the perſon- 
al appearance of Almaſs Ally Cawn, and Khauja Ain ul 
Deen, cannot be obtained. Theſe two men are in charge 
of the frontier provinces of Cora, Etawah, and Rohil- 
cund. | 
I have already explained my ſentiments and condu@ on 
this head, both to yourſelf and the Board. 

Upon every occaſion of tumults that have occurred fince 
my arrival, I have recommended that the Vizier's Shokes 
be iſſued, publiſhing his determination to apprehend and 
puniſh offenders with the greateſt ſeverity. But in the 
preſent ſtate of the Vizier's government, with an ill-paid 
army, and Aumil's doubtful of their permanence in office, 
it is an impoſſibility to expect commotions will immediate- 
ly ceaſe. F or other matters relative to rebellious Zemindars 

beg leave to refer you to my anſwer to the third head of 
vour inſtruQion upon the government of the Vizier's do-

minions. 
The miniſter has long ſince promiſed me an account of 


the revenues of theſe diftrifts ; when I obtain it you ſhall re- 
ccive the fulleſt information. 

I have obeyed your commands on this head. 

My letter to the Board of the 1ft inſtant will have in- 
formed you of the tranſactions at Ferockabad. 

My letters to you of the 28th ultimo, and the Board of 
the 4th ultimo, will have informed you of my opinion and 
tranſactions with reſpect to Fyzoolla Cawn. 

The battalion at Fyzabad is recalled ; and my letter to 
the Board of the itſt inſtant has explained my conduct to the 
| Begum. The letter I addreſſed her, a tranſlation of which 

I beg leave to encloſe (No. 2) was with a view of convin- 
cing her that you readily aſſented to her being freed from the 
reſtraints which had been impoſed upon her, and that your 
acquieſcence in her ſufferings was a meaſure of neceſlity, 
-to which you were forced by her extraordinary — 
] wiſhed to make it appear this was a matter on which you 
directed me to conſult the Vizier's pleaſure, that it might 
be known you were the ſpring from whence ſhe was re- 
ſtored to her dignity and conſequence. | 

I have endeavoured to conciliate the Vizier, and never 
undertaken any meaſure but under the ſanction of his or- 
ders, , Hyder Beg Cawn did, upon my firſt entering on the 
buſineſs, mentioning his Excellency's objections to the 
mode of receiving the Company's claims by aſſignment on 
the country; and. founded me, whether it would not be 
practicable to induce you to make an alteration in the ſ 2 -

He even told me, the Vizier expreſſed his diſapprobation 
of the detachment under the command of Colonel Sir John 
Cumming. His Excellency had agreed to defray the ex- 
pence of four regiments previous to my arrival, but he wiſh- 
ed the troops might not be ſtationed in his dominions; of 
this tranſaction you have received information. The Na- 
bob told me, at my fecond interview, that his country was 
in peace, and he did not require any further military aid 
from the company : This language correſponded with what 
I had reaſon to expect, from your explanations. I can- 
didly told Hyder Beg Cawn that I conſidered it dictated by 
him; when I afterwards furniſhed him with the eſtimate of 
claims upon the Vizier, he aſſented to the account, and 
aſſured me of his entire conviction of the neceſſity of the 
detachment, and that the Vizier would. approve its being 
ſtationed in his dominions. Since this converſation Hyder 
Beg Cawn has not pleaded any objection by the Vizier as 
obſtacles to my meafures, but has obtained his fanRion 
on every occaſion that I have found it neceſſary in the exe- 
cution of my duty. 

Hyder Beg Cawn confeſſes to me that funds to the a- 
mount of forty-nine lacks of * were laſt year appropri 
ated to the Vizier's expences. From this ſam he was to 
defray not only the charge of his houſehold, but the penſions 
of the Tuncawdats and Jagheedars, whole ' Jagheers were 
reſumed. The nature of the diſburſements you will under- 
ſtand from the ſtatements. 

I think the ſums charged could not have been applied to 
the ſervices for which they were allotted: The perſons in- 
truſted with the great offices about his Excellency's perſon 
muſt have abuſed the confidence repoſed in them, as large 
Arrears are due to the Nabob's ſervants ; — to aſcertain the 
fact will require time. I have recommended that the plan 
you have thought proper to direct in d to the Vizier's 
expences be carried into execution ; and ſhall in due time 
communicate the intended arrangements for your approba- 
tion. Notwithſtanding the language occafionally held by the 
Vizier, I have every reaſon to believe he is ſenſible of the 
advantages he derives from his alliance with the Company, 
and of his inability to ſupport himſelf without it. You are 
ſo fully acquainted with his character and diſpoſition, that I 
ſhall not preſume to trouble you with any particulars of his 
conduct. I only hope, in compliance with your directions, 
ſolong as I may have the honour to hold my preſent ſtation, 
that I ſhall be able to obtain his confidence, and prevent 
expoſtulations which might interrupt the confidence and 
cordiality that ought to ſubſiſt between his Excellency and

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l believe the principal object of the Vizier's expoſtulation 
was to prevent any interference in the government of his do- 
-minions, and to remove his apprehenſions of the Com- 
pany's placing him in the ſame ſituation as the Nabob Mo- 
bareck ul Dowla. He one day expreſſed himfelf to me on 
this head in very ſtrong terms. T aſſured his Excellency 
nothing of the kind was intended; I recommended it to 
lim on no account to credit reports of this nature, and in- 
treated him to 'withhold his confidence from perſons who - 
might endeavour by ſuch inſidious repreſentations to alarm 
his mind. He had always, I added, received ſtrong proof 
of the reſpect and regard you perſonally entertain for him; 
and the ſteadinefs of his conduct had tended to confirm 
and perpetuate the friendſhip and alliance ſubſiſting between 
his — and the honourable Company. I beg leave, 
before I conclude this head, to inform you, an opinion Had 
prevailed of there being divifions in the Councils of your 
government. I hope I have done my duty in repreſenting, 
both to the Vizier and the miniſters, that the whole is a 
palpabable falſehood. It has becn my ſtudy to render as 
public as poſhble my teſtimony of unanimity in the mem- 
bers of adminiſtration, that the ſhadow of a hope of evading 
or protracting the execution of your meaſures may not 
ext. Loh | | | | 
Agreeable to your commands, Iſounded Hyder Beg Cawn, 
and am convinced it is ſtill his wiſh to eſtabliſh the Nabob's 
claim of the reſumption of the aſſignments. This meaſure 
would, he conceives, unite upon a firmer footing the au- 
thority he has hitherto poſſeſſed, both on the part of the Vizier, 
and the honourable Company. He grounds this claim upon 
the pretence of telieviug the Company from the embarraſſ- 
ment attending the prefent ſyſtem of detail in the manage- 
ment of the buſineſs. have been afked by Hyder Beg 
Cawn, in the name of the Nabob, if it would be pofſible to 
induce you to conſent to a change; he informed me of the 
particulars which had paſſed between Major Palmer and hiin 
on the ſubject, and mentioned the encouragement you had 
given to the propoſition; inſinuating from thenee, that you 
might not be averie to it. I could only anſwer, that you 
were in every reſpect diſpoſed to comply with the Vizier's 
requiſitions. I could not ſpeak upon this ſubject, having 
no inſtructions to enter into the confideration of a point of 
ſo much importance, and therefore the preſent ſyſtem muſt 
bo continued. When I aſked his opinion, his only reply 
was, that he had expreſſed the Nabob's pleaſure.

This produced the 
flrongeſt profeſſions of attachment to youand the Company, 
arid à declaration that all modes were the ſame to him, _

This paſſed above a month ago; and the propoſition not 
having been repeated to me, I conclude it has dropped, and 
Hyder Beg Cawn will be cautjous of renewing it.

The confidence with which you have honoured me will 
ever make me cautious in the uſe of this power. The tranſ- 
actions at Furruckabad, and the continuance of the detach-

With 
reſpe& to Furruckabad, I was ſolicited by Muzuffer Jung 
to interfere between him and the Nabob, which I declined 
and as IL gave no advice, I hope my continuing the regiment, 
in compliance with the Vizier's urgent requeſt, will not be 
interpreted into an extenſion of your orders, Muzzuffer 
Jung's ſolicitations are till continued to me: I have an- 
ſwered, in general terms, that if my interference would tend 
to accommodate and conciliate differences, I ſhould be happy 
to give it. My letter to the Board of the firſt inſtant will 
explain the motives of my conduct, both in regard to this 
matter, and the meaſure of continuing the detachments.

The moſt material object I have to claim your attention 
. to, is the collateral agreement concluded by me, on behalf 
of the Honourable the Governor General and Council, 
with the Houſe of Gopaul Doſs Saw and others, for their 
ſecurity and reimburſement in the advance they were pre- 
vailed upon to make the Vizier, upon the credit and faith 
of this office, for the liquidation of his Excellency's debts 
to the Company; and, and which ſubje&t you will find 
ſtated in my addreſs to the Board of the 7th ultimo. 

The advance for which the Houſe of Gopaul Doſs fingly 
and excluſively engaged, was 26,00,000 Rupees, which in- 
cluded the balance of the Vizier's account current with the 
honourable Company, as it ſtood before the additional claim 
lately mile by the Accountant General at the prefidency 
and ſundry army debts of his Excellency's, for yr 

\ they 
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they were an exceſs upon the original eſtimate, formed at 
the commencement, of the year, no proviſion had been made. 
The other ſum of 26,00,000, for which teeps were granted 
in partnerſhips -'s Gopaul Doſs, Butch Roaje, Fukeer 
Chund, and Kiſſen Chund, payable by inſtallments, as 
expreſſed in the teeps, was intended as a depoſit in the hands 
of the honourable Governor General and Council, for 
the liquidation of ſuch part of the additional claim 
26,48,571. 3. 8. made out by the Accountant General, 
and tranſmitted to this office in October laſt, as the Board, 
after taking into conſideration the counter claims and ex- 
tions of the Vizier, ſhould deem equitable. For fur- 
ther 1 A on this head, permit me to refer you to the 
contents of my addreſs to the honourable Board of the 7th 
September, to which I have received no reply. But both 
theſe ſums, the Vizier has paſſed his ſeparate obligations to 
the reſpective parties, and has granted aſſignments upon his 
revenue for the re-payment. But this alone, Sir, would 
have gone very little way towards inducing the Shroffs to 
hazard fo large a property in the Nabob's funds, had not the 
faith of our government alſo been pledged for their collate- 
ral ſecurity ; which has been done by the ſtrongeſt verbal 
aſſurances it was in my power to give them in my official ca- 
pacity; and in the caſe of Gopaul Doſs Saw, who is much 
deeper engaged than any of the others, a written engage- 
ment, to ſupport him to the utmoſt of my power in the re- 
covery of his debt, for which Almaſs Ally Cawn ſtands im- 
mediately and excluſively reſponfible. He has already paid 
him to the amount of nine lacks, promiſing four more in 
the courſe of fifteen or twenty. days; and the remaining 
thirteen lacks he agrees to make good in equal kiſts in the 
enſuing three months of Auhun, Pooſe, and Maug; which 
1 have not a doubt of his punctually fulfilling, if you think 
oper to confirm the aſſurances I have given, and yield your 
anfluence to the ſupport of them, which I perſuade myſelf 
you will ſee the propriety of, as well from a principle of 
common juſtice, as an inducement to ſimilar future exerti- 
2ns, ſhould the exigency of the honourable Company's af- 
fairs at any time call for them. The. other advance of 
twenty-ſix lacks being ſecured by aſſignments upon reputa- 
ble Aumils, I have little fear of its being realized, without 
giving you any further trouble than that of giving your 
anction to the meaſure, and occaſionally making uſe of the 
influence of your ſtation to expedite the payment of the 
Kiſts, when the Aumils may ſhew a diſpoſition to be tardy. 
I muſt beg leave to refer you to my correſpondence with 
the honourable the Governor General, for a full account 
of the origin and nature of my tranſactions with the Be- 


gums at Fyzabad ; and the letters which have paſſed be- 
tween 


tween me and the officers who have ſeverally commanded 
there, will ſeverally ſhew you the progreſs and preſent ſtate 
of that buſineſs. The balance due from the Bow Begum, 
upon her agreement made in January laſt, after allowing 
her credit for the trifling articles lately ſent here by Major 
Gilpin, will be about five lacks ; which, Lapprehend, may 
be realized, if you deem it expedient to continue the re- 
ſtraints which have been impoſed for that purpoſe. She had, 
indeed, given Major Gilpin the moſt ſatisfactory aſſurances 
of an immediate liquidation of this long-depending account, 
in which I believe the was ſincere: but, probably from an 
tion of a change of meaſures upon my removal, ſhe 
has lately retracted thoſe aſſurances, and now declares her 
determination to make no further payments whatever, but 
upon the certainty of her Jagheer being reſtored to her; 
which I could give her no h of as the proppety of its 
reſumption has — ſanRified by the approbation of the ho- 
— the Governor General, who further expreſsly en- 
joined me, in his inſtructions of the 27th January, to ex- 
ert my influence. with the Nabob to prevent the conclufion 
of any final ſettlement between him and the Begums, until 
I ſhould be furniſhed with inſtructions from him or the 
Board on that head. Not having, fince the above date, re- 
ceived any directions from the Board or the Governor Ge- 
neral relative to the Begums, I know not what may be their 
wiſhes in regard to them; but I thought it, at all events, 
my duty, conformably to the ſpirit of the orders I had re- 
ceived, to retain poſſeſſion of the Kellah at Fyzabad, and 
the perſons of the Bow Begums two principal eunuchs, un- 
til the ſum ſhe had ſtipulated to pay was fully liquidated, or 
the honourable Board ſhould notify their further pleaſure. 
And in this ſtate, Sir, I commit the bufineſs to your fu-

I am ſorry to inform you that, by every enquiry J have 
been able to make, it does not appear the Vizier could aſſem 
ble an army of ten thouſand; men. The whole are many 
months in arrears ; there is neither ammunition nor ſtores 
of any kind ready'to equip troops for ſervice; and the late 
tumults and inſurrections of Zemindars prove the Motay- 
enna unequal to the preſerving the police of the country, 
much leſs able to act againſt a foreign enemy. 


The Vizier can look to the Honourable Company only 


for the eſtabliſhing bis authority, and reſtoring his domini- 
ons to their former flouriſhing ſtate. Agreeable to the ſti- 
ulations in the treaty of Chunar, none but regular eſta- 
— were to be kept by the Vizier; and I ſhall now 
ſubmit to your conſideration the plans which I thinkit my duty 
to recommend to the Vizier, and that they ſhould be exe- 
cuted with as much expedition as the ſtate of affairs will admit. 
The Turk Sewars have been diſtinguiſhed for gallantry 
and good conduct on many occaſions. The officers of this 
corps are principally men who were originally in the Compa- 
ny's ſervice, and are more accuſtomed to ſubordination than 
any other of the Vizier's troops. There are eight months 
arrears due to them, and as they appeared to me the fitteſt 
to be attached to the brigade in caſe ſervice ſhould occur, I 
have procured an affigninent in their favour for nine lacks of 
rupees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and diſtributed 
to the men by proper paymalters, free of deductions, and 
in ſpecie, as a groſs abuſe has often prevailed in paying them 
in goods inſtead of money. T his corps being likewiſe on the 
ſpot, the Vizier may in perſon review and muſter them, in 
which I propoſe having the honour to attend him. The 
ſtate of their horſes, arms, and accoutrements, may be 
minutely examined. Moſt probably a conſiderable reduc- 
tion will take place of the men unfit for ſervice, and in the 
eſtabliſhments, as upon the certainty of regular payment in 


future, the rate of fifty rupees per month for every private 


trooper, is conſiderably above what they can fairly claim, 
and the eſtabliſhments are loaded with ſupernumery officers. 
The gallant conduct of the Ruſſaulah under the com- 
mand of Abdul Rehman Cawn, now aQting with Colonel 
Charles Morgan, and the encouragement given to that 
corps by your honourable Board, have led me to exert my 
— . in favour of his brother Mahomed Saaud Cawn, 
who commands three hundred and twenty-one of the Vi- 
zier's cavalry. I have procured certain funds for the pay- 
ment of his. corps, and ſhall ftrongly recommend it to the 
Vizier, to withdraw the detachments of his Ruſſaulah from 
the interior parts of the country, collect it in force at 
Lucknow, and iflue the pay upon the plan propoſed with 

reſpect to the Turk Sewars, | gy 
| all, 
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I ſhall, without further delay, adviſe the V izier to aboliſh 
the practice of detaching troops in ſmall bodies, which you 
will obſerve by the ſtatement of the Motayenna, to have 
been carried ſo low as one in number. Whatever may be 
required in one diſtrict, ought to be compoſed of one corps. 
The Ruſſaulahs may be reduced to one or two hundred. 
This will ſecure many advantages, particularly in the caſe 
of defection, where an individual quitting the ſervice with 
ſo inconſiderable a force, will be of little conſequence, and 
his place be eaſily ſupplied. 

I muſt intreat your indulgence in regard to the immediate 
execution of the honourable Governor General's commands 
of the 23d September 1781, directing that the Vizier 
ſhould be adviſed to aboliſh the ſyſtem of aflignments to his 
Motayenna. It may doubtleſs be gradually introduced ; but 
if it were to be undertaken at the preſent time that ſuch con- 
ſiderable arrears are dus to the troops, it would, in my opi- 
nion, create a general ſpirit of diſcontent and mutiny, 
cauſe they look to the aſſignments as the ſecurity for their 
pay ; and I cannot deviſe any alternative that wouldfatisfy 
them: When muſters may be taken, and the eſtabliſhments 
reduced to one general ſyſtem, it may then be ſafely executed. 
I hope, upon examination of the perplexed ſtate of the buſi- 
neſs, it will not be thought unreaſonable that I ſhould ftate 
a delay of ſome months, probably the end of the year, as 
required, before. 3 Excellency will be able totally to abo- 
liſh the ſyſtem of aſſignments. In ſuch inftances, where it 
can immediately be executed, I ſhall exert my utmoſt en- 
deavours to perſuade the Vizier no longer to poſtpone ſo ne- 
ceſſary a meaſure. | 

Tt is out of my power at preſent to explain the particulars 
of the propoſed reductions. Unleſs the Vizier acts directly 

in the buſineſs, by making the circuit of ſuch diftrifts as 
are the moſt deſerving his attention, and deputing confiden- 
tial agents to the remainder, the evil would be a long time 
before it could be completely remedied. I ſhall in the 
courſe of the execution of my duty, meet with great oppo- 
ſition in the miſrepreſentations of the perſons intereſted 
againſt the reform. I hope the advantages to be derived 
from it will appear ſo evident to his Excellency, that he 
will not only fincerely and heartily aſſent to the meaſure, 
but ſupport it by every exertion of his authority. 

I have reaſon to believe all the accounts of the Motayen- 
na, as well as other expences attending the V izier's govern- 
ment, have not yet been furniſhed me. If, after enquiry, 
any omiſſions ſhould have been made, or charges incurred 
on the ſame account twice inſerted, I ſhall ſubmit the parti- 
culars to your conſideration.

Even in the preſent reduced ſtate the amount is very high ; 
but, conſidering the perſons to whom they are granted, be- 
ing principally the Vizier's relations, the old dependents of 
his family, or the ſervants of government, it would be dif- 
ficult to make further reductions, particularly as moſt of 
them were perſons living in great affluence, and now de- 
pendin — upon the bounty of the Vizier for ſubſiſt - 
ence. The funds for the payment of theſe allowances can 
only be procured by the —— and reductions of uſeleſs 
and unneceſſary expences. In all arrangements, however, the 
Vizier's perſonal charges, the army, and the honourable 
Company's claims, will be firſt provided for. 

The honourable the Governor General, in his inſtruc- 
tions at Chunargur, dated the 23d Sept. 1781, directed the 
late Reſident to carry into execution the ſtipulation the Vi- 
zier had entered into for the regulation of his perſonal ex- 

: no meaſures have yet been taken in this buſineſs;

In explanation of the firſt head, I beg leave to inform 
you, the Vizier's ſervants have conſtantly ſuffered great 
diftreſs from the irregular. payment of their wages and al- 
| Jowances. Arrears of many months are due * greateſt 
part of them; a few only have received their right; and 
they are principally the perſons at the head of the depart- 
ments. Money 1s often procured with difficulty for the 
ſtables, kitchen, elephants, buildings, and other current 
diſburſements. The acting miniſter aſſerts, that the ſum 
of forty-nine lacks was laſt year appropriated to the V izier's 
expences; out of this were paid not only the charges of 
his houſehold, but part of the allowances: to his, Excellen- 
cy's relations, compenſations to perſons whoſe Jaghyres 
were reſumed, and alſo penſions to the dependants of the 
Vizier's family, many of which originated in the reign. of 
the late Nabob Sujah Ul Dowlah. In propoſing that the 
funds on account of the Vizier's houſehold * ſhall be de- 
«* poſited under charge of a Treaſurer,” I mean in a pub- 
lic cheſt, agreeable to the Honourable Governor General's 
inſtruQions, and that one key ſhould be kept by the Trea- 
ſurer, and one by the acting miniſter, or any great officer 
of ſtate to whom you may direct me to adviſe the Viaier to 
intruſt ſo important a charge. F | _ 

The ſecond head entirely conforms to the Honourable 
the Governor General's 3 and needs no expla- 
nation. On the third head I would ſubmit it to your conſi- 
deration, whether an officer in the character of an Aumeen 
ſhould not be appointed to ſee the eſtabliſhinents were not

The evil which the fourth head propoſes, to correct, is 
the principal cauſe of the mal - adminiſtration of the affairs 
of the Vizier's houſehold ; the ſame men being farmers of 
revenues, aumils, and ſuperintendants of departments 
about his Excellency's perſon, make a confuſion of ac- 
counts, and give them an opportunity of withholding pay- 
ment, and often appropriating the funds to the ſupport of 
expences, which are not to be conſidered as requiring the 
firſt ſupplies ; for inſtance, I think buildings, matters which 
relate merely to ſtate, ſuch as Kelaats, &c. ſhould be pro- 


vided for after the payment of the ſervants wages, the kitch- 
en,

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en; tables, and other particulars, which may be ſtated in 
the light of neceſſaries. 

This is the outline of the plan I have propoſed for the 
regulating the Vizier's houſchold ; and 1 entertain great 
hopes, that from a leſs ſum than has hitherto been appropri- 
ared on that account, every department will be amply fur- 
niſhed ; probably a ſaving will accumulate at the end of the 
year, from the mode of iſſuing the diſburſements, now 
eſtimated at the ſum of thirty-two lacks of Rupees.

He was 
dilatory in the ſettlement of affairs then in agitation, and 
from his meaſures and conduct fince, I am confident he 
would not have had the means of ſeconding me; and there- 
fore I did not explain your intentions, further than was ne- 
ceſſary for depriving Almaſs of the additional diſtricts. 
Proper perſons for the farm of ſuch extenſive countries 
could not have been procured in haſte; had I however ſuc- 
ceeded in this point, a force would have been required to, 
ſupport the new Aumils ; Almaſs Ally Khawn would pro- 
bably, under the circumſtances which then exiſted, have 
preſerved the attachment of his followers ; and the army un- 
der his command, though paid by the Vizier, would have 
openly rebelled. We ſhould have experienced commotions in 

wde, where his Excellency's military were already ſo weak 
that no leſs than three regiments had been detatched from 
the brigade at Cawnpore, beſides a regiment from Chunar 
Ghurr*. Troops could not therefore have been drawn

It next occurs to ſtate to you the means Almaſs Ally 
Khawn poſſeſſed. of withdrawing himſelf from the Vizier's 
authority, with thoſe in our hands of oppoſing any ſuch 
attempts.

Almaſs had an army of above twelve thouſand horſe aud 
ſoot, as allowed him by the Vizier, among which are ſix 
battalions of Sepoys, excluſive of which he has Sebundy, 
or irregulars, entertained by his own authority, of at leaſt 
an equal number, which he could have diſperſed upon ma- 
rauding parties about the country. He had treaſure, ſtores, 
and ammunition, with the fort of Coder Cote, which he has 
rendered as ſtrong as poſſible, by the {kill of a native.

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treaſury, and the burthen of a heavy debt *; under theſe ' 
circumſtances it wouldfhave been impoſſible to borrow mo- 
ney, and the principal reſource in my hands was from Al- 
maſs Ally Khawn 4, the very man againſt whom I was to 
engage. At the time of my arrival, the detachment under 
the command of Colonel Sir John Cumming had only 
rcached Allahabad, and could not act for want of ſtore 
boats, which were not come up. The brigade at Cawn- 

pore, conſiſting only of two regiments of Sepoys, and a 
weak regiment of Europeans, was in fad, all the military 
aid on which I could depend; and I ſubmit to your conſi- 
deration whether it was in any reſpect equal to the ſervice. 

The only mode which occurred to me of reducing Al- 
maſs Ally Cawn's power was by ſeizing his perſon; and 
this, with the aſſiſtance of the regiment at Lucknow, and 
my on guard, I could moſt certainly have effected. I beg 
you will confider that he returned to Lucknow under a po- 
ſitive engagenient of perſonal ſafety ; the meaſure therefore 
would have been conſidered an act of treachery diſyracefut 
to our nation, and deſtructive of all confidence in our faith 
in any future negociations. Your inſtructions of the 23d 
October alfo peremptorily forbid any ſuch conduct, in the 
following words; viz. I cannot preſcribe the means 
but to guard againſt that ohloquy to which I may be ex- 
„ poſed by a forced miſconſtruction of this order, by 
«& thoſe who may be hereafter employed in fearching our 
„records for cavils and informations againſt ane, I think it 
6 proper to forbid and proteſt againſt the uſe of any frau- 
& qdulent artifice or treachery to accompliſh the end which 
] have preſcribed.” 

Almaſs Ally Thawn has ever ſince my ariival profeſſed 
obedience, but his conduct is in ditect contradiction. In 
one inſtance I was under the neceſſity of obtaining orders 
from the'Vizier to direct his rendering juſtice to a man who 
had been oppreſſed ; one motive for my interference was to 
make a trial of bis diſpoſition. He refuſed compliance, 
and. none of his Naibs will obey any injunction, unleſs it 
is eccompanied by a counter order fiom him. Colonel Sir 
John Comming tranfmitted the Vizier's Shoka to Almaſs, 
on the ſubject of the interruption of the Dawks, informa- 
tion of which I communicated to you under date the 3d 
anſtant. The encloſed letter will inform you of the reſult 
of Colonel Cummings's inquiry;—that Almaſs's people 
were the offenders. He has not taken any ſteps towards 
puniſhing them, or even anſwered the Vizier. The matter

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remains in the ſame ſtate for the preſent. Almaſs is now in 
Jagdiſpore, employed in ſettling that diſtrict. He has been 
left t6 follow his own meaſures in the management of his 
affairs ; and without any intimation of his attendance being 
neceſſary at Lucknow, his Vakeel almoſt daily repreſents to 
me that he will certainly come, as ſoon as he can conclude 
the buſineſs in which he is engaged. I then propoſe queſti- 
oning him about the interruption of the Dawks, and ſhall 
endeavour to make him give ſatisfaction on this head, 
which it is probable he will evade doing. 

I am employed in tracing the conneetion Atmaſs Ally 
Cawn's people may bave with the perfons about this court, 
and I entertain great hopes that a part of his troops may 
kave him, on the declaration of the V izier's determination 
to difmiſs him from his employments. | 

The call of affiftance for the honourable Company's 
troops will be proportionable to the fucceſs I may meet with 
in this point; and I have at this early period aſked your 
inſtructions, that I may be fulty informed of the means 

ranted me to diſcharge my duty. It would be an impru- 
dent meaſure to attempt the reduction of Almaſs All 
Khawn's power, until proper perſons may be, upon his 
diſmiſſion, prepared to take immediate charge of his diſtricts, 
and troops upon the ſpot, to ſupport their authority. 

I ſhall not communicate my intended plan to the Miniſter, 
or any other perſon, until, I may receive your final in- 
ſtructions upon it. |

Honourable Sir, 

Fnow beg leave to inform you of my tranſactions inthe 
execution of your orders relative to theinftitution of public 
offices. I have met with great oppoſition ; but as your 
commands left me no diſcretion, and a ſtrift obedience be- 
came my indiſpenſable duty, I deferred addreſſing you until 
I could ſtate the matter in a clear point of view. 

The funds allotted for the V1zier's perſonal expences 
were adminiſtered in 3 moiſt ſhameful manner; for not-

withſtanding the largg ſums hitherto appropriated on this 
account, you will doubtleſs haye beeu adviſed, from the 
report of every individual who has reſided in this country, 
as well as from my communications to you, of the diſtreſs 
in the Vizier's houſehold, particular department having 
been left totally unprovided for, and the ſervants kept many 
months in arrears. In my opinion thirty-two lacks, the 
ſum fixed at his Excellency's particular requeſt, is much 
ore than can be fairly expended ; but it was urged to me, 
that the reſumption of he Jaghyrs, and reduction of pen- 
ſions might cauſe great diſtreſs ; and it would be pleaſing to 
the Vizier to have the means of providing for part of his 
family and dependants intruſted to his own bounty; and 
further, that forty-nine lacks had laſt year been left at his 
Excellency's diſpoſal, and the difference amounting tq 
ſeventeen lacks, was in itſelf a conſiderable reduction. 
I had furniſhed Hyder Beg Cawn above two months ſince 
with the plans, and entertained hopes that by his addreſs and 
influence with the Vizier l might avoid the oppoſition that 
a public declaration of your intentions would create. Above 
a month elapſed, during which time no progreſs was made 
in the buſineſs. 2k 
The fact is, whilſt the revenues were managed folely by 
Hyder Beg Khawn, he held in his own perſon the offices of 
collection and Treaſury. The Vizier war, on all occaſions, 
compelled to apply to him for the daily ſupply of the current 
diſburſements of his houſehold. The Nabob had thus be- 
come entirely dependent upon his Miniſter, and a dange- 
rous influence was aſſumed over his Excellency's mind. 
| He was compelled to ſpeak the ſentiments of his Miniſter, 
or expoſed to the danger of having his income withheld. 
Hyder Beg Cawn diſclaims holding any controul in theſe 
matters; but this is an aſſertion without proof, as I may 
ſafely affirm that he has hitherto had the entire diſpoſal of 
the 1zicr's treaſures, 
Had the immenſe ſums appropriated to the Vizier's per- 
ſonal expences been applied ro any uſeful public ſervice, 
either in a proviſion far his family, in penſions to deſerving 
ſervants of the Government, or to the pay of any part of 
the army, I ſhould not be ſo anxious to repreſent the ne- 
ceſſity of a reform. The whole is diſſipated among the 
Orderlies, a ſet of men of low birth, and no pretenſions, 
who are a burthen to the ſtate, living in affluence, whilſt 
the army, and every uſetul members of ſociety, are left in 
want of the neceſſaries of life. A ſtriking inſtance of the 
peculation that exiſts in the Vizier's perſonal expences has 
occurred within theſe few days in Jao Lall, the r 


dant of his buildings, who has promiſed a payment of ſixty- 
three thouſand rupees to the Vizier for frauds committed in 
Wenner uds com Wie 
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kis office. His ,Excellency is at this time employed in a 
{crutiny of a ſimilar nature into the accounts of every ſuper- 
intendant in the different departments, from each of whom 
he will moſt probably exact reſtitution—and, ts uſual re- 
ceive the offender again into favour. | 

I was told by Hyder Beg Cawn, the Vizier prerempto- 
rily rejected my propoſitions, pleading that he ſhonld no, 
longer be an independant Sovereign, if the Company's 
agents interferered in his perſonal expences. This antwer 
was repeatedly returned through different perſons whom. 
his Excellency ſelected to convey his ſentiment to me. Hy- 
der Beg Cawn charges me with employing agents with the 
Vizier, which cauſed the loſs of his authority, and occaſi- 
oned his failure in the points I had recommended.—l1 re- 
turned anſwers to all his Excellency's meſſages, but I never 
employed any perſons on my own behalf. The ſubſtance of 
my repreſentations was uniformly the ſame, that I only 
had in view the proſperity of his affairs, which could not 
be effected by any other means than eſtabliſhing regularity 
in the adminiſtration of his finances, and in this I would 
conſult his pleaſure. I objected to any mediation, and re- 
2 the matter might be debated by the Nabob and my- 

If; I maintained that your intentions had been miſrepre- 
ſeated to him, that it was your wiſh his income ſhould be 
entirely at his own diſpoſal, and not ſquandered away with- 
out his knowledge or aſſent. In conformity thereto I re- 
commend a Treaſurer and a Muſhruff for the department 
of his houſchold; and that the revenues, as collected, 
ſhould be paid into a public cheſt, from whence the diſburſe- 
ments ſhould be iſſued agreeable to his own warrants; but 
upon the preſent ſyſtem his treaſure was appropriated to pur- 
poles he never intended; that general diſtteſs had prevailed, 
and muſt continue till regularity ſhould be eſtabliſhed. 


When the Treaſurer for the houſchold was firſt propoſed, 1 


recommended that Rajah Tipper Chund ſhould hold the 
office, Hyder Beg Khawn objected, upon the plea of 
his being in a declared oppoſition to him, and that his 
appointment would in fact be depriving him of the Niabut, 
I yielded to his objections, declaring it a matter of indiffe- 
rence to me who the man might be, ſo that a Treaſurer 
were appointed, The Nabob afterwards, in an interview 
with me, of himſelf propoſed Tipper Chund, of which I 
informed the Miniſter ; who then affected to have conquer» 
ed his objections, provided I would give him aſſurances of 
ſupport : I 3 and took it for granted all difficul- 
ties were adjuſted; but to my great ſurprize, the next time 
I paid my reſpects to the Vizier he had changed his mind, 
and would have no Treaſurer. . Hyder Beg Khawn, after 
ſeveral days altercation, informed me the V izier had at laſt 


4 aſſented 
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aſſented to the appointment of a Treaſurer, but he now 
infiſted that Tipper Chund ſhould not be the man. I re- 
turned for anſwer, it was certainly in his Excellency's, 
breaſt to appoint whom he pleaſed ; and a banker of the 
name of Dooarkar Doſs was the perſon he finally nominated” 
to the office. The intended Muſhruf, Fakour Doſs, is 2. 
dependant of his Excellency's government, and a perſon; 
whom I have no knowledge of, except by character. | 
When Tipper Chund was ſet aſide, the Vizier informed 
me he had no objection to my having minute accounts of 
his diſburſements, only he wiſhed to preſerve his dignity, 
and appoint his own ſervants. He conſidered Tipper Chund' 
already in the charge of the office of military Paymaſter 
General, and it was not his pleaſure to make him Treaſurer, 
of the houſehold. I am perſuaded theſe reafons could only 
have been ſuggeſted b hover Beg Khawn, as the Vizier. 
had privately ſent — Bhs to Tipper Chund, information, 
of which he himſelf communicated to me, requeſting he 
would undertake the office. a 
I — agreed to the nomination of Dooarchar Doſs, 
that the Vizier — be convinced there was no deſign,. 
concealed under a ſpecious appearance, of leading him into 
a dependance on the Company's agents for the funds of 
his houſehold. In regard to Tipper Chund; he certainly 
holds the appointment of Military Paymaſter General, but 
Hyder Beg Ehawn has hitherto poſſeſſed the actual powers 
ef that office, and the accounts are prepared by his agents. 
I made a very fair trial of Hyder Beg Khawn's diſpoſi- 
tion. The plan of your new ſyſtem was left upwards of a 
month in his poſſeſſion, without my once touching upon 
the ſubject with the Vizier, during which time he amuſed' 
me with daily hopes of obtaining his Excellency's approba-. 
tion. When I at length experienced his difinclination to. 
move in the buſineſs, my only alternative was to inſiſt on a 
compliance, which ſuggeſted the idea to Hyder Beg Khawn,, 
that he had loſt his influence, of which: he took advantage 
to make excuſes for further delays. It was his advice to me 
to hold very peremptory language to the Vizier ; but this I 
declined, as I did not chuſe to incur his Excellency's diſ- 
leaſfure, and thus eſtabliſh a confidence in Hyder Beg 
hawn's attachment upon the ruin of my own influence. 
J was directed, and my own inclination prompted me to 
treat the Nabob-with the higheſt reſpect. His diſpoſition 
was well known to me; and I was ſenſible, if it ſhould be 
neceſſary, that I could conduct the buſineſs without agents 
or mediators. I wiſhed the act might appear voluntary on the 
part of the Vizier, and his conſequence and authority be 
preſerved entire in the eyes of the natives. The fact in 
my opinion is, that Hyder Beg Cawn, ſenſible the inftitu- 
. a a uon 
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don of offices will check and controul his conduct, has 
purpoſely protracted the buſineſs, in the hope that an appeal. 
to you might move a change. | 

In proof of his wiſh. to pratrat the buſineſs, he re- 
peatedly adviſed me to appoint my own Moonſhey to the. 
office of Treaſurer ; which I deemed a meaſure highly im- 

roper ; and he muſt have been ſenſible of it himſelf. I. 
lined ſuffering any of my own ſervants or dependants to 
hold offices of truſt and emolument. 

The neceſſary orders are iſſued to put the Treaſurer of 
the houſehold in charge of his office, on the plan propoſed 
in the encloſed letter to Hyder Beg Khawn. The appear 
ance of the Vizier's dignity, and authority is preſerved, and. 
I will endeavour to ſee that the diſburſements in future be, 
made agrecable to your commands, | | 

The Turk Sowars, though part of the beſt cavalry in the 
Vizier's ſervice, have been moſt ſhamefully neglected: There 
are now ten months arrears of pay due to them; they would 
have mutinied, if it had not been for my interference. Three 
months are to be iſſued to-morrow, and the balance will be 
ſecured to them, Shortly after my arrival I ſolicited, out 
of an unappropriated balance of eleven lacks, ſet againſt Al- 
maſs Ally 1 (hai that nine lacks ſhould be allotted for 
the ſupport of the Turk Sowars ; the miniſter, under vari-. 
ous pretences, evaded compliance; at laſt the aſſignment 
was granted, and then it appeared that five out of the eleven 
lacks had been paid by Almaſs Ally Khawn, agreeable to. 

rior orders, which he had received, and of which Hyder 
eg Khawn never appriſed me. I procured, all together, 
Six lacks and eight Coukand rupees on Almaſs, and. about 
two lacks on other Aumils. His Excellency remonſtrated 
inſt this aſſignment going in my name; to which I an- 
ſwered, as I had uniformly done, that it was a matter of 
total indifference to me through whom the pay to the army, 
was ifſued. I did not wiſh theſe people to be under my au- 


thority ; and my having aſked him for the aſſignments was 


the effect of neceſſity. I would readily relinquiſh them, 
upon the. appointment of a proper officer : That in future 
the troops might be paid in money, agreeable to the com- 
mands with which you had been pleaſed to honour me. I 
have not ſcrupled being very explicit with Hyder Beg 
Khawn; and have now taken theliberty to ſubmit, in the 
moſt unreſerved manner, to your conſideration, the par- 
ticulars of my tranſactions with him on two of the moſt 
material points of your new ſyſtem. I have given authori- 
ty and conſequence to Hyder Beg Khawn's office, and pro- 
poſe leaving-him in the general controul of every other de- 
partment, But as nothing can relieve the country from the 


diſtreſs 
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diſtreſs in which it is involved, but the moſt rigid execu- 
tion of your orders, I ſhall not ſuffer them to be impeded 
by the intrigues of individuals however high in rank. I 
have, in obedience to your commands, employed Hyder 
Beg Khawn ; his profeſſions are fair; but until I deter- 
mined on executing, by my own authority, the meaſures 
which the Vizier had rejected, I could not get any buſineſs 
of importance ſettled, | SR 

The conduct of Hyder Beg Khawn was to be expected. 
It can hardly be hoped that men ſhould willingly me 
the inftruments to reduce their own influence and advan- 
tages. I have endeavoured to impreſs upon his mind your 
unalterable determination of executing the new ſyſtem, and 
he had to make the choice, whether to obey your com- 
mands, or expoſe himſelf to your diſpleaſure. | 

You only can decide whether my ſuſpicions of his ſecretly 
counteracting my repreſentations are well founded: I con- 
ſidered a diſunion between us as likely to affect the public 
bufineſs ; eſpecially as Khowje Ayin ul Dien and Almafs Ally 
Khbawn were upon the ſpot, and a continuation might have 
been formed between the three to interrupt the collections; 
I have therefore come to an accommodation with him; 
As the bafis of it is implicit obedience to your orders, I hope 
no future cauſe of differences can ariſe. I ſhall on my part 
moſt cautiouſly avoid them. |

The Governor General in his minute, in which he in- 
treduces the Vizier's letters, and thoſe of the Vizier's mi- 
niſter, ſtates very properly the peculiar delicacy of the 
ſituation in which he ſtands, both with reſpect to the Na- 
bob Vizier and Mr. Briſtow, on an occaſion like the pre- 
ſent ; and he wiſhes to follow the line which the members 
of the Board may recommend, rather than propoſe any re- 
ſolutions to them on the ſybje& of the complaints in the 
Vizier's letters, 

It is my opinion, upon a principle of common juſtice, as 
well as from a regard to the Company's regulations, that 
copies of the Vizier's letters, and thoſe of Hyder Beg Cawn, 
containing complaints againſt Mr, Briſtow, ſhould be im- 
mediately ſent to him for his information, and to prepare 
his defence againſt the complaints. 

Bur jn the mean time, as the Governor General has very 
truly obſerved, in the 4th article of his inſtructions to the 
Refdent, „That there can be no medium in the relation 
© between the reſident and the miniſter ; but either the re- 
&© {dent muſt be the flave and vaſſal of the Miniſter, or the 
© miniſter be at the abſulute devotion of the Reſident:“ 
And as the Vizier is confeſſedly under the influence of his 
miniſter, who can never conſider that influence complete 
while the Reſident has the power to check it; and as the 
Reſident is now under heavy accuſations, probably for a ne- 
ceſſary exerciſe of that power; ſo it is evident that the au- 
thority of our government will ſtand in ſuſpence, if it is not 
rendered ineffeCtual at the court of Oude, during theſe con» 
tentions between the acting Miniſter and our Reſident. 

The ſeaſon of the collections in the upper revenues, and 
the particular ſituation of this government at preſent, be- 
ing in deep arrears to the army, with an empty treaſury, 
and no proſpect of reſources for ſome months to come, un- 
leſs from Oude, render any counteraQion to the influence 
of our government in that quarter full of public conf 
quences. | ' 

To counteract thoſe conſequences, and to remove poſſi- 
ble grounds of miſconception between Hyder Beg Khawn's 
ideas of the object of our government, and the Refident's 
ideas of his own reſponſibility, it occurs to me, that much 
good might ariſe from a full and authoritative communi- 
cation to Hyder Beg Khawn of the Governer General's in- 
ſtructions; and as the Refident may have likewiſe miſ-

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conceived the Governor General's inſtructions as abſolute 
authority for meaſures which this government might wiſh, 
but would not proceed to exert with indelicacy or violence; 
ſo I could wiſh that the Governor General would draw the

In the letter of the Vizier and of the miniſter, two- parts 
are ſolicited; not only the recall of the Reſident and his 
deputy, but what they ſtate a diſcretional power to the Vi- 
zZ1er over his own country, and the monies to be paid to the 
Company; promiſing, at the ſame time, that if ſuch a power 
is granted, they will pay the Company's claims regularly 

and fully. k 15 a 

I much, for this is not a time for motiving ſuch an ex- 
periment—and here I would wiſh to obferve, to obyiate 
prejudices in Europe, which might be raiſed againſt the in- 
ſtructions which were given to Mr, Briſtow, and that de- 
terminedanthority with which this government was obliged 
to-iriterfere in the affairs of the Vizier, that our embarraſſ- 
ments were great when thoſe inſtructions were diftated. A 
rebellion prevailed in the Vizier's dominions, of which he 
ſeemed inſenſible as well as his miniſter, but which would 
have ſpeedily involved theſe provinces had it not been 
checked; and what may be alledged by ſonle as too violent 
a tone in an inſtruction, was ſuited to the occaſion, and had 
humanity and peace for its object. | 
1 ſhall be happy to meet the ſentiments of the other mem- 
bers of the Board on theſe objects; and of all differences 
of opinions would wiſh to avoid that moſt which relates to 
the management of Oude, or the ſituation of a Reſident

: Upon this principle, and as the Board have been of late 
much occupied with the general arrangement of our affairs, 
I have: hitherto avoided to preſs an examination into the 
conduct of the late Reſidents at Oude, and the complaints 
which were advanced againſt them, and which were the ſub-

The Secretary has been directed to make out the charges 
againſt thoſe gentlemen. An inveſtigation of thoſe charges, 
ſome of which originated from the Vizier's miniſter, may 
throw light upon the complaints of the ſame Miniſter againſt 
the: preſent Reſident. Fortunately for the Company's in- 
tereſts, the heavy charges againſt thoſe gentlemen have no 
ground in the preſent inſtance ; for the peace of the Vizi- 
er's dominions, and the regular payment of our troops 
thertz. ſeem fully attended to by the preſent Reſident, and 
I doubt much a better if theſe great public purpoſes would

have peruſed the ſeveral letters and papers tranimitted 
by the Nabob Vizier, and his miniſter Hyder Beg Khawn, 
to the Governor General, and compared the ſame, both 
with the inſtructions given to Mr. Briſtow, and likewiſe 
with his letters to the Governor General on the ſubjects 
which gave tiſe to the complaints made by the Nabob Vi- 
zier and bis Miniſter. | 

From theſe letters Mr. Briſtow, I think, appears not to 
have been deficient in attention to the inſtructions delivered 
by the Governor General ; but on the contrary has given, 
from time to time, very full information on the different 
points which he was particularly directed to examine and 
explain. NE 

The Vizier, it is true, brings to his charge the appoint- 
ment of a Sezawal to Furruckabad, contrary to his inclina- 
tions; and although in this inſtance the Refident has not 


acted in conformity with the Governor General's inſtruc- 


tions, yet the urgent neceſſity which impelled him to this 
meaſure has been repreſented to the Board in terms which 
would ſeem to juſtify his deviation from them. 

The next and principal ground of complaint ſtated by 
the Vizier is the appointment of a Treaſurer and Comp- 
troller, by the Reſident, of his own chooſing, to receive 
the amount appropriated to the Vizier's houſehold expences, 
and to ſuperintend the diſburſement of the ſame. It does 
not appear, by the Reſident's letter of the 4th March, that 
he has carried his interference in this matter fo far as is here 
repreſented. He tells the Nabob, that it is the Governor 
General's wiſh his income ſhould be at his own diſpoſal z 
and though he recommends Tipper Chund for the office 
of Treaſurer to the Vizier's houſehold, yet when this re- 
commendation is rejected by the Nabob, the Reſident de- 
clares his perfect indifference as to the perſon who ſhall be 
appointed, but ſtrongly urges the Nabob to make choice of 
a proper officer for that department. Indeed the repreſenta- 
tions of the Vizier and his Miniſter, and of our Refident 
upon this ſubject, are ſo very different, that. feel myſelf at 
at a loſs to give a decided opinion on Mr. Briſtow's con+ 
duct in this buſineſs. The board, I think, ſhould imme- 
diately determine whether it is neceſſary for the Nabob to 
eſtabliſh ſuch an office, and in that caſe to direct, Mr. Briſ-- 


tow not to interfere in the recommendation or appointment 


of the perſon who is to be put in charge of it.

Mr. Briſtow, not only of treating the Nabob with diſreſpect, 
but even with indignity ; it muſt, however, be remember-

Court, the latter concludes with a requeſt to be confirmed 
in the appointment which he now holds, of Miniſter to 
the Vizier, and to be entruſted with the management of 
the Company's concerns with him: It is but reaſon- 
able, therefore, to ſuppoſe, that the repreſentations againſt 
Mr. Briſtow are, from theſe circumſtances, rather over- 
charged. Upon the whole, | am of opinion, that it will 


be _ for this Board to afford the Refident an opportu- 


nity of replying more fully to the charges brought againſt 
him by the Nabob and his Miniſter, before they finally 
decide upon the propriety or validity of thoſe charges.

From Hyder Beg Khaun to the Honourable the Governor 
General; Received May 1ſt 1783. 


Uſual Introduction. | 

The ſituation of affairs here, from the behaviour and 
conduct of Mr, Briſtow, I formerly repreſented to you; 
what has ſince occurred is as follows: : wh 

His Highneſs laſt year appointed Mouluvvi Mubeen, a 
man learned in the laws, to prefide over the court of Adi- 
lut, and from that period all ſvits between contending par- 
ties have been determined by him agreeably to the Shurra ; 
and the Diary of ſuch ſuits and deciſions thereon by him is 
forthcoming, To eſtabliſh his authority over every _ 
ment of Government, and to annihilate that of his High- 
neſs, are the objects of Mr. Briſtow :; he has appointed Mr. 
Capper Dawrogeh of the Adaulut, and Mr. Cooper, with 
the authority of a ſuperior lord or maſter, has wrote his 
Awards, or Duſtkhut “ on the petitions of complainants, 
ſuch as concerned the: Aumils to execute, to them, and 
ſuch as belonged to the city of Lucknow, to the Vizier; 
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and theſe petitions, thus ſuperſcribed by him, he ſent to 
me, directing me to cauſe the ſea} of the Navvaub to be af- 
fixed to them. I anfwered, that I would vepreſent the 
matter to his Highneſs. I reprefented it accordingly, and 
ſhewed him the petitions ſuperſcribed by Mr. Cooper : his 
Highneſs faid, that they were evidently the inſtruments of 
his diſhonour, and of the extinction of his authority; in- 
aſmuch as he had ſuperſeribed the petitions of the country 
complainants with his Duſtkhut, directed to the Aumils, 
and thoſe of the inhabitants of the city to him, as if he 
were the Cutwal of the city of Lucknow, and that he 
would never ſubmit to it: defiring that thefe circumſtances 
might be written to you, that whatever might be your plea- 
ſure in his behalf, you might act agreeably thereto. I 
waited on Mr. Briſtow, but did not inform him of my re- 
prefentation to the Vizier: 1] on told ham that ſuch peti- 
tions, fo ſuperſcribed with the Duſtkhut of Mr. Cooper, 
had been received, and that Mr. Cooper had required the 
Nuvvaub's ſeal to be affixed to them; adding, that if he 
had ordered me ſo to do, 1 would reprefent the bufinefs to 
the Nuvvaub. He replied, that it was not in fact neceſſa- 
ry to inform the Vizier; whenever he ſhould ſettle and ar- 
range the plan of the Adalut, I might repreſent it to him. 
After this he aſked me if I had received any intelligence 
from Calcutta: I replied in the negative. He then ſpoke of 
affairs in Europe, that the Governor General, and other 
gentlemen of the Council, were diſmiſſed; and he then 
proceeded to reflect on your conduct in ſuch a manner, that 
neither at the time had I the power to endure his reflections, 
nor have I now the heart or the hand to write them. I 
faid, on this occaſion, what my tongue enabled me to fay, 
reſpecting your —_ ; obſerving, that owing to you ap- 

arances were ſupported and kept up towards the chiefs of 

indoſtan ; and that if, which God forbid, you ſhould go 
to Europe, even thofe appearances would remain no longer, 
and that a world would be involved in rum. Mr. Briſtow 
was offended at this obſervation ; he faid, that he had not 
ſpoke of the Governor, but at the time when he was dif- 
miſſed, if he had not been difſmiſſed he would not have 
mentioned theſe things. He then proceeded to ſay, that in 
the ſame manner as the government at Calcutta had been 
new modelled, in the ſame manner the government here 
ſhould be new modelled; adding, , Enter into engage- 
„ ments with me, 1 alſo, on my part, will give a Coul 
„ Naumeh to you under my hand, and we will jointly 
„% new model this government.“ I demanded to know in 
what manner: he replied, I wilt ſend out other Aumils

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6+ TI will have the whole military eſtabliſhment, by the 
forming of new troops, under my own authority; Lwill

„ ple; and J will iſſue to the Vizier in ſpecie as much as 


may be actually neceſſary for his expences ; when I ſhall

and you muſt engage not to write on affairs here to Cal- 
„ cutra. We, Engliſh gentlemen, are all united together 
© as one perfon, and in the end it will not be well for you

declared; and you muſt not again complain that I have

was ftricken dumb, and confounded by what he had ſaid 
reſpecting you, replied, that I would return home, and 
having weighed and conſidered the buſineſs would reply to 
every particular. At my two ſucceeding viſits to Mr. Briſ- 


_ tow,” he again renewed the — yoo reſpecting the Coul 


Nameh; to which I replied that I was ſubordinate to him; 
that with reſpe& to the management of the affairs of go- 
vernment in concert, I woald, in ſubordination to him, 
and to the utmoſt of my power, fulfil his commands ; that 
no other engagements but thoſe of obedience ought to be 
entered into by an inferior with his ſuperior , he was offend- 

ed àt this anſwer. At this juncture his Highneſs took * 


leave of Mr. Briſtow, and went on an excurſion to hunt. 


Mr. Cooper again ſent me a meſſage, importing that his 
Highneſs being abfent from Lucknow, I ſhould affix my 
own ſeal to the petitions which he had ſuperſcribed, that 
the awards might be carried into execution. I waited. on 
'Mr. Briſtow, and repreſented thefe circumſtances relative 
to the execution of the buſineſs of the Adaulut, &c. : Mr. 
Briſtod made me no anſwer. Two days after he wrote me 
a letter, to which I replied, I have ſent copies of -both, they 
attend your peruſal. He tells me his Highneſs has no 
knowledge in theſe matters; that all theſe evaſions come 
from me: Mr. Cooper ifſucs his Duſtkhuts to the Nuv- 


vaub, as to an Aumil, or the Cutwal of the city; in addition 


to which he ſays, What does the Nuvvab know of theſe 
matters? — Vou muſt enforce them without his know- 
„ ledge :*" his Highneſs deeming it derogatory to his ho-

J have been raiſed from the earth to rank and honour by 
you, and am every way prepared to fulfil your pleaſure.

Some days have elapſed fince Mahomed Hooſeen Attare 
Khaun waited upon you from Mr. Cooper. He brought 
back from you a meſſage, that after you had repreſented the 
buſineſs to his Highneſs, the order ſhould be carried into 
execution. I ſent a verbal anſwer to you, that in ſuch 
1 matters your ſeal affixed to the petitions, or your Perwa- 
ce nahs or letters directed to the Aumils, would be ſuffi- 
« cient.” Since then 1 have received no reply from you. 
As it does not certainly appear that his Highneſs's return 
will be ſpeedy, as the crowd of complainants 1s great, and 
as thoſe and other affairs are at a ſtand, I therefore trouble 
you to write Perwanehs or letters under your own ſeal, to 
the Aumils againſt whom the petitioners bave exhibited

I have been favoured with your letter on the affair of the 
complainants, your directions correſponding with Mr, 
Cooper's requiſition reſpecting his Duſtkhuts, on all acca- 
ſions obedience and attention to your pleaſure are the objects 
of my regard, When Hooſen Attan Khaun brought me 
a meſſage from Mr. Cooper, that I ſhould cauſe his High- 
neſs's ſcal to be affixed to thoſe petitions, ſuperſcribed with 
his (Mr. Cooper's) Duſtkhut, I then told you, that if 
you directed me ſo to do, | would apply to the Vizier for 
his ſeal to be affixed to thoſe petitions ſuperſcribed by Mr. 
Cooper, You replied, that until you had ſettled the plan of 
the Adawlet buſineſs, it would be unneceſſary to repreſent 
it to his Highneſs. After his Highneſs had fet out on his 
hunting excurſion, Hooſein Attan Chawn brought me a 
meſlage to affix my own feal to them; I then faid, that 
after repreſenting the caſe to you, I would give an anſwer. 
I informed you, that Mouluvvi Mubeen was the Dawrogeh 
of the Addawlut, and that all ſuits were determined by him 
agreeably to the Shurra; and that the diary of ſuch as had 
been determined for ſome time paſt had been tranſmitted to 
me ; that others were depending ; that from the time that 
the Moulluvvi had been appointed to the conduct of the 
buſineſs of the Adaulut, he had decided on all ſubjects of 
litigation, and that what he awarded, as agreeably to the 
Shurra, had been-carried into execution; and with reſpect 
to the complaints of people againſt the Aumils, the greateſt

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of them are exhibited by battalion Sepoys, reſpectin 

* the collections from their Tunkhadb lands, 
&c. ; formerly of thoſe who came, ſome received Shoccahs 
from the preſence, to others letters were granted; on every 
occaſion, and every where, that which appeared equitable 
was done; the ſame mode is ſtill ſubfiſting. 1 will now be 
more particular in my injunctions than before. I am no 
way deficient in obedience and ſubmiſhon to you ; but this 
is a delicate and important bufineſs, which has been brought 
forward: inaſmuch as Mr. Cooper, in the ſtile of a ſupe- 
rior lord, ſuperſcribes the petitions of the complain- 
ants with his Duſtkhut, addreſſed, thoſe which con- 
cern the Aumils to them, and thoſe which relate to matters

Narrative of converſation between Mr. Briſtow and Hyder 
Beg Khaun ; written by Hyder Beg Khaun.—Copy re- 
_ ceived 4th of May 1783. | 


Mr. Briſtow came in the evening : his converſation firſt 
turned upon affairs in Europe ; that other gentlemen were 
coming, in conſequence of the diſmiſſion of the Governor 
and others; that the perſon who was coming in the place 
of the Governor, who was a chief of high rank, was re- 
lated to Mr. Cooper; that the idea which lately exiſted, 
that by the appointment of a former Miniſter who was the 
friend of the Governor, the Governor's ſtability would be 
ſecured, was at length known to be erroneous; for that the 
Governor's miſconduct was now plainly proved and aſcer- 
tained in Europe; Therefore, he ſaid, © it is my with 
| © that you and I ſhould enter into mutual engagements ; 
«+ for by acting in concert with each other, affairs will be 
effectually conducted. I have been recommended in Europe 
* to theſe gentlemen who are coming, and my heart is 
tc every way at reſt with reſpe& to my own affairs.“ 

I aſked him for what particular purpoſes it was, that he 
required ſuch ſecurities from me: He replied, “ for the 
c well-modelling the Vizier's government; and further- 
„ more, that you ſhall not enter into engagements with 
any one but me.”

I aſked, what his plan for modelling the Vizier's go- 
vernment was, in the execution of which he was — |

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of my acting with him? He repeated verbally ſome arti- 
cles. I called for pen and ink, and wrote them down as he 
repeated them (vide articles, No 5.) and then aſked, whe- 
ther theſe were all, or if there was any thing more? He 
replied, ** This plan, after this manner, is agreeable to the 
© orders of the Governor and Gentlemen of the Council, 
directed to be carried into execution, which, at the 
time of my coming here, they gave to me perſonally, and 
« delivered to me in writing. Their orders for the eſta- 
« bliſhment of the Perfian Dufter have been lately written, 
and received by me; and I have written to the gentlemen 
of the Council, that the ſettlement for the preſent year 
« was made before my arrival, but that I will carry it into 
execution at the beginning of the next.“ 

I ſaid, Since ſuch a plan is to be carried into execu- 
tion by the order of the Governor General, I will not 
« in any manner heſitate to obey his orders; but your dif- 
« poſition is ſo doubting and ſuſpicious, that the ſincerity 
and uprigbtneſs of my intentions have been uſeleſs, and 
of noavail.” That, reſpecting his directions, declared 
by him to be the orders of the Governor, * that ſuch things 
vuere not to depend on the Nuvvaub's being informed of 
them,“ from an apprehenfion for my honour ; as he had 
faid, ** That any evaſions or objections which might ariſe, 
* would not be the Nuvvaub's, but mine;” I had executed 
them. That now, from the introduction of the preſent _ 
plan, the authority of his Highneſs would be annihilated 
altogether, If the Nuvvaub thould heſitate to conſent to 
this plan, what were his intentions in that caſe ? | 

He replied, I will not ſoffer it to depend on the Nuv- 
© vaub's compliance or non-compliance, I will carry it 
into execution.” I anſwered, that I would not in any 
manner whatever diſpute the Governor's commands, for 
that | was declaredly a dependant on him, and was ſatisfied 
that whatever he ſhould order, muſt be right in every re- 
ſpect; but deſired, that in caſe I ſhould, agreeably to his 
(Mr. Briftow's) orders, execute this buſineſs in oppoſition 
to the inclinations of the Nuvvaub, he would procure, for 
my ſecurity and ſatisfaction, a letter from the Governor di- 
reed to me, importing, that I muſt act agreeably to what- 
ever be (Mr. Briſtow) might direct, and that I: muſt not 
ſuffer my compliance to depend on aſſent or diſſent on the 

art of his Highneſs, as in that caſe, if his Higneſs ſhould 
= offended, I ſhall on this fide be ſure of protection and 
ſupport, nay, that it appeared neceſſary, moreover, that 
theſe articles ſhould be written and tranſmitted to me. 

He replied, ** I tell you, that the Governor is diſmiſſed ; 
© of what ule is it then to require letters from thence ?*”* J 


anſwered

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anſwered, that I was a dependant on the Governor ; as long 
as he continued at Calcutta I would act in obedience to his 
pleaſure ;- and whenever the period for his departure ſhould 
arrive, I would go to him, and would then do as he ſhould 
direct. | a 

He replied, “ All this labour and trouble is unneceſſary; 
I offer you the ſecurities neceſſary, being pertectly ſatis- 
4 fied and ſecure myſelf with reſpect to the gentlemen who 
% arecoming, I will give you aCoul Naumeh, binding my- 
« (elf to ſupport and promote your intereſts both in Calcutta 
„and in Enrape.” 

I anſwered, that he muſt not conſider my declarations of 
dependance on the Governor as a matter of profeſſion only, 
but be aſſured to a certainty, that whenever poſitive inform- 
ation ſhould be received that he was about to depart for 
Europe, I would wait upon him; and in whatever manner 
he ſhould direct, ſo I would act. 

«© It appears then,” he ſaid, ** that you will withdraw 
* yourſelf from the management of affairs here ?” I replied, 
that I executed the duties of my office, in fat, through the 
influence of the Governor's ſupport : when he was gone to 
Europe, through the influence of whoſe protection was I 
to manage affairs? That I would not continue. | 

He was offended at this declaration, and replied, *< T am 
<« every way ready to give you ſecurity and ſatisfaction. 
6 Such confidence in the diſpoſition of the Governor, or in 
his intimates and dependants, is idle and ill- founded. It 
is impoſſible to place dependance on the Governor's 
c word or declarations.” I ſaid that hitherto, from the be- 

inning, his kindneſs towards me had been always increafing; 
F had never experienced any deficiency or alteration in his 
diſpoſition towards me; and“ that human nature i the 
„ ſlave of kindneſs,” was amongſt us a proverb. 

Much converſation of this ſort paſſed between us, after 
that he had ſaid, *4 I will cauſe the orders I have received re- 
s ſpecting the modelling of this Government, to he tranſ- 
5 lated into Perſian by my Moonſhee, who is a truſt-worthy 
: perſon, and deliver it to you: You will do well to follow 
* the example ef Mokhtur ul Dowleh, and enter into a 
« written engagement and agreement with me.” 

In order to know of what nature Mokhtaur ul Dowleh's 
Coul Naumeh was, I propoſed to him to give me a copy of 
it, that I might conſider it; but added, that ſecurity on 

the part of the Governor was abſolutely neceſſary, in the firſt 
inſtance. That he (Mr. Briſtow) aſſerted, that the Go- 
vernor was undoubtedly diſmiſſed ; in conſequence of which 
my faculties and underſtanding were no longer in the ſtate 


neceſſary to do buſineſs. 
He 
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He encouraged me, by affurances of his own ſtability ; 
and ſaid, ** the day after to-morrow I ſhall go to Puttvree 
& Ghaut, there 1 ſhat have leiſure: I will remain there 
* two. days. I will cauſe the tranſlation of the orders for 
the modelling and arranging of affairs here to be written, 
and give it to you on my return.” 

Conſidering a reſpite of three or fonr days as an advantage 
gained, I exprefled the greateſt approbation. Again I re- 
peated the queſtion on this point,“ whether theſe were the 
« orders, that whether his Highnefs ſhould be ſatisfied or 
4% gdiſlatisfied, at all events the buſineſs muſt be done?“ He 
id, Yes: The orders are abſolute. If his Highneſs 
« ſhould prove obſtinate, I will not advance any thing for 
« the expences of his Surcar; I will ſuſpend the paymenx 
of his ſtipend. When he ſhall be diſtreſſed for his neceſ- 
« fary expences, he will acquieſce of his own accord“ 

He then opened to me the real object of yeſterday's con- 
verfation, ſaying, there were ceitain points on which on the 
arrival of the new gentlemen, caution would be neceſſary. I 
aſked him, on what points? He fard, “ ſuch as the bufineſs 
of Colonel Cummings, in which a Shoccah was written 
* without the Vizier's knowledge, and others of the like 
„ nature, which may have taken place: This circumſtance, 
« has proved highly diſagreeable to the gentlemen of the 
council. Whenever his Highnefs ſhall aſſert that thee 
„ things have been done without his knowledge, blame 
« will fall upon you.” 

I replied, that in obedience to him I had cauſed it be done. 
TE bat he had repeatedly aſked me, why 1 introduced the 
* game of the Virier ?* —that I muſt act as he directed 
that eſpecially in the bufineſs of the Shoccah to Colonel Cum- 
mings, he had importuned me for three days; and that from 
a. regard to the preſervation of my honour, I had caufed it 
10 be written, without the Vizier's knowledge= that the 
fame had been done with reſpect ta the Tunkhau of the 
Took Suvvaurs, and other matters, 

He replied, ** It is on this account I fay to you, that now 
te that you and ] are about to be united, you muſt confider 
de any thing injurious to my reputation which ſhall befall 
+ me as befalling yourfelf; and thus, any thing of that 
« fort happening to you, I ſhall conſider as happining to 
me. You replied angrily to my letter, that, by my de- 
« fire you had affixed the ſeal of the Vizier, without his 
knowledge, to the Shoccahs, and delivered them.” 

[ replied, that this was not written in anger; that he had 
accuſed me of diſobey ing the orders of the gentlemen of the 
Council, and his pleafure ; that I, in reply, had inſerted 
tte particulars, which I had done in obedience to the orders 
«mmunicated by him, and to his pleaſure : That if I bad

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not inſerted them, I ſhould have F guilty of the diſ- 
obedience charged upon me; that if I had written any thing 
not founded in fact, he would have accuſed me of it at the 
time; ot he could do it then, and demand my reaſons for 
{ſuch and ſuch falſe aſſertions. Wy | 
He replied, ©* The things which you write are of ſuch a 
« nature that a fair and direct anſwer cannot be given; but 
in certain affairs, which may prove the fubjefs of 
inquiry or accuſation againſt me, it will be better to k 
« ſilence,” I anſwered, that with reſpect to what he ſaid 
to me verbally, I would act agreeably to his pleaſure; but 
that when he thought proper to put his ſentiments upon pa- 
r, and give them in writing, if I did not aaſwer them 
faithfully and fully, I myſelf ſhould be ſubject to accu- 
fations. | | | 
He anſwered, ** I will be careful in this reſpect for the 
« furure, and not write. Silence, however, on this ſub- 
c je& is neceſſary (on your part) that it may not be known 
to the gentlemen who are coming that the Vizier's ſeal 
gas been affixed to papers and Shoccahs without his know - 
edge.“ I faid, that when the new gentlemen ſhould 
arrive, and I ſhould continue here in the management of 
affairs, I would act in whatever manner he thould pleaſe to 
direct. ä 
His object is, that it may not zw be diſcovered that the 
Vizier's ſeal has been affixed to Shoccahs without his know- 
ledge. He did not plainly and directly ſay it, but obliquely 
and ſecretly he hinted as much; and ſaid, “ the complaints 
„and reflections which have lately been exhibited againſt 
c me at the Board, have been diſapproved, and that which 
„] have written has met with approbation ; but ſuch mat- 
« ters muſt not be made known to the new gentlemen.” 
Much more he faid, containing reflections on the gen- 
tlemen in the Governor's confidence, advice reſpecting the 
execution of the plan, and the deceiving of the Vizier ſo 
that, by throwing him off his guard, the buſineſs might be 
effected ; adding, when it is once done, how will his High- 
neſs then be able to remedy it? thus it was that Mokh- 
** tauru Dowlah and | in concert, carried our points, by 
<« repreſenting matters as trivial, or advantageous, or by 
„holding out temptations of various deſcriptions to the Vi- 
« zier; and when the buſineſs was once executed, he was 
« filent, nor knew or foreſaw the ultimate conſequences

Account of the Articles for the Regulation of the Country 
and Habitation of his Highneſs, which Mr. Briſtow 
cauſed to be written. 


Having appointed a new Treaſurer, I will eſtabliſh the 
general treaſury of the country in two places; one for the 
Surcor of the Company, the other for the expences of the 
Nuvvaub's houſehold and houſehold eſtabliſhments, for 
the Tunkaw and Jageerdars : what ſhall be neceſſary for 
the Nuvvaub's expences, &c. I will iſſue in money. I will 
keep the Perſian Dufter of the governmental officers and 
the Mootaſuddies, and will appoint a Dewan to ſuperintend 

the ſame. | 
— Having diſmiſſed the Aumils appointed by his Highneſs, 
I will appoint other Aumils. 

I will keep the cavalry and infantry under my own au- 
thority ; and what other troops may be neceſſary, I will 
raiſe them alſo by my own authority. 

I will keep the buſineſs of the Adawlut under my autho- 
rity. Such expences for ſuperfluous elephants and horſes 
in the Nuvvaub's Dowaub, and for proviſions dreſſed, are 
unneceffary—let him diminiſh them. 

I wiil take the old Dufters and papers which are in the 
Surcor of his Highneſs. 

Having diſmiſſed the great Aumils, I will appoint ſepa- 
rate inferior Aumils in their place, 
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Erzee to Mr. Briſtow. 


Sets forth, That the two ſons-in-law to Haujee Aukan 
Mahummud have been confined in priſon during the whole 
of the laſt year. From the Time of Fakeer Chund's ap- 
pointment he has treated them with the utmoſt ſeverity, 
even to the prohibiting their food from being brought to 
them, We had rented the 1 of Aaligung for 
three years; four months of the Fuſſul of Hurreef remain- 
ed when we were turned out: all that was received to that 
— was paid; and if we had continued through the 
Turreef Fuſſul, the remainder would have been paid. We 
are. in no ſhape guilty - we hope, from your favour and 
goodneſs, that in your kindneſs to the poor and helpleſs 
you will ſet them at liberty, &c.

The Governor General having ſeen the minutes of the 
other members of the Board, recorded on the 19th inftant, 
delivered the following opinion thereon, which was ſent in 
eirculation :

I mean not to condemn Mr, Briſtow, nor am I his accu- 
fer. It is highly proper and regular that he be furniſhed 
with the- complaints which have been preferred againſt him, 
and his defence received, or time allowed to make it, before 
any meaſures be taken with reſpe& to him perſonally, or 
his office. 

The Nabob Vizier is alſo entitled to ſome degree of ten- 
derneſs, although it has been too much the cuſtom” to re- 
gard and treat him as a vaſſal of the Company, and the 
mere political inſtrument of this government. He has ac- 
cuſed Mr. Briſtow of aſſuming the tone of command in 
his perſonal addreſs ; of appointing a Treaſurer and Comp- 
troller of his domeſtic expences ; of ſending requiſitions in 
the Nabob Vizier's name, for military detachments, with- 
out the Nabob's authority; of writing letters in the Na- 
bob's name, for the receipt and diſburſement of money, 
and compelling the Vizier's ſeal without his authority ; of 
diſbanding his troops without conſulting him ; of nomina- 
ting and ſtationing Sezawuls at Farrockabad and = 
b places 
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ces, without the Nabob's authority, and uſing his own 
in inſtances in which the Nabob Vizier has refuſed to 
grant it: and from papers ſubſequently received, and which 
J have laid before the Board, a freſh charge appears againſt 
Mr. Briſtow, of having conferred on Mr. Cooper the chief 
adminiſtration of juſtice over the Nabob Vizier's domi- 
nions. bent 

Theſe charges are true, or they are falſe, If they are 
true, they are grievances of the moſt inveterate kind; and 
the faith and intereſt of the Company. and of this govern- 
ment, are concerned in redreſſing them; and the firſt ſtep 
neceſſary to this end is to paſs an order for revoking the acts 
on which they are founded, and which conſtrue them ſuch. 
If the charges are falſe, the order will prove ineffective, 
and, at the worſt, will do no harm. 

This is not a time to try Mr. Briſtow's acts by the teſt 
of his inſtructions. I certainly did not mean to give Mr. 
Briſtow an authority to do what I never would) dare to do 
myſelf; and am pleaſed that there are proofs on record of my 
principles with reſpe& to the Nabob Vizier, which are 
moſt repugnant to every ſpecies of violence and uſurpation. 

I do therefore repeat the motion which I have already 
made to the Board, That Mr. Briſtow be furniſhed with co- 
pies of the papers containing the charges againſt him : that 
the Board require him to reply to them; and, in the mean 
time, if he ſhall have appointed any perſon or perſons to 
the charge of offices appertaining to the adminiſtration of 
the Nabob Vizier, that he do immediately revoke the ap- 
pointments, and confine himſelf ſolely to the charge of ſuch 
affairs as appertain to the Company, in the department ſpe- 
cially allotted to him, leaving to the Nabob Vizier the en- 
tire and uncontrouled management of his own concerns.

Let it be examined, whether the orders on which the 
Reſident is ſaid to have uſurped an authority over the Na- 
bob, were given for ſpecial or for general purpoſes ; if for 
ſpecial, whether thoſe purpoſes are yet realized ; if for ge- 
neral, whether the fame motives, which induced this go- 
vernment to deviate from their common and ordinary form 
of inſtructing the Reſident at the Nabob's court, may not 
yet juſtify that deviation; or, in other words, whether the 
views of this government are equally attainable under ano- 
ther ſet of inſtructions, which at one and the ſame time 
tend to the enlargement of the powers uſually exerciſed by

I have already acceded to the propoſal made by the Gover- 
nor General, of tranſmitting all the charges that have been 
exhibited againſt the Reſident and his aſſiſtant, in order 
that they may anſwer them ; till then, in my opinion, no 
further meafures ſhould be taken. 

If it ſhall hereafter appear that, under the preſent exiſting 
orders, the Reſident ſhall have ventured to make appoint- 
ments, which are neither juſtified by them, by policy, or 
by neceſſity, ſuch appointments muſt be reverſed ; but on 
the contrary, if appointments ſaid to have been made by 


the Reſident ſhall upon enquiry appear to be conformable 1

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the letter and fpirit of his inſtructions, and conſonant alſo 
to the gdod government and proſperity of the Nabob's do- 
minions, as well as to the ſupport of his authority, it will 
ſurely be conſidered as unbecoming the dignity of this go- 
vernment to permit the intrigues of a dep-ndant on the 
Nabob to fruſtrate a plan judiciouſly and wiſely calculated 
to extricate the Vizier from his preſent difficulties, and the 
India Company from a very precarious demand upon his 
country, almoſt at the hour when they may hope to realize 
the amount of it.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

As by the inſtructions TI received from the honourable 
Governor General, ſhortly after my appointment, negocia- 
tions of the laſt importance to theſe provinces, and to the 
Intereſts of the Company, have been entruſted to my con- 
duct; and as, at the ſame time. I am charged with a heavy 
reſponſibility in cafe of fiilvre or mifmanagement, you will 
not, I flatter myſelf, gentlemen, deem this addreſs, how- 
ever prolix, impertinently obtruded upon your attention; 
or be diſpleaſed that a nat rative, dictated by truth, ſhould 
be delivered with freedom. | 0 

*The character of Hyder Beg Khan, and his conduct 
antecedent to my appointment, were ſo fully underſtood, and 
have been ſo ably delineated by the Governor General, that 
no teſtimony of mine could illuſtrate or explain them fur- 
ther ; but it is a duty incumbent upon me to declare, that 
during the period this Minifter's conduct has been laſt un- 
der my obſervations, I have diſcovered no favourable change 
in his diſpoſition, or any one ſymptom of penitence or re- 
formation; and the indulgence fhewn him by your govern- 
ment has ſerved only to animate and encourage him to a 
more determined ſyſtematic reſiſtance. Agreeably to the 
Jetter of my inſtructions, I have given Hyder Beg Khan 
repeatedly and unequivocally to underſtand that the Gover- 
nor was very well diſpoſed to pals in filence over the errors 
of the paſt, provided his future conduct ſhould not provoke 
an enquiry, At the ſame time, and to facilitate the early 
and complete accompliſhment of all the great objects of my 
mifftion, I endeavoured, by the frankeſt offers of my friend- 
ſhip and confidence, and by every art of perſuaſion, to en- 
gage him to nnite heartily and cordially with me. Under 
theſe circumſtances, perhaps, it will not be eaſy to explain 
the reaſons of his contumacy ; and I muſt, gentlemen, ſub- 
mit it to your better. judgment to decide, whether, it is in 
a miſconſtruction of your lenity they are to be fought, or 
whether, notwithſtanding my affurances, the Mmiſter's 
fears may not have ſurmounted his farth, and perſuaded 
Him into an opinion that every new arrangement would 

probably be followed by ſome new diſcovery, and at laſt in- 

/ "duce an enquiry into his conduct, which might end in his 

being made reſponſible in his own perſon for all the mif- 
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chiefs aud all the ruin of his miniſtry; or laſtly, whether 
his haughty ſpirit might not revolt at the firſt attempts to ſer 
bounds to an authority, which long impunity had taught 
him co think was no longer ſubject to dimunition or con- 
troul. Be his motives what they may, certain it is, he has 
hitherto uniformly oppoſed every innovation, however ſa- 
lutary, with the moſt unyielding obſtinacy; and though ins 
language is all humility and ſubmiſſion, he has till availed 
himſelt of every influence he derived from his power, his 
talents, and his wealth, to impede or fruſtrate my deſigns ; 
never ſurrendering a ſingle point which he judged it of im- 
portance to contend, however preſſingly I might urge the 
neceſſity of compliance, on the ſtrong and very ſerious 
ground of your poſitive and indiſpenſable commands. 
Thus, Gentlegen, after an ineffectual ſtruggle, far from 
ſeeing the Miniſter at my devotion, I have the mortification 
to find him ſtill in the character of a haughty rival; and I 
am confirmed in my opinion that the degree of aſcendancy 
neceſſary to make my ſituation at this Court reſpectable and 
efficient is, under the circumſtances I now ſtand in, not 
eaſily attamable. As I have been ſome time fince convinced 
of the Miniſter's diſpoſition, it will be proper I ſhould ex- 
plain why I did not, at an earlier period, ſolicit on this ſub- 
zect the interpoſition of your authority. My reafons were 
theſe : the Governor General's own letters had announced 
to Hyder Beg the only conditions upon which he would be 
permitted to continue in office, I had alfo, by the moſt ex- 
plicit declarations, laboured to convince him of Mr. Haſt- 
ings's unalterable determination, and urged to him the folly 
and temerity of reſiſtance. I knew he had ſenſe enough to 
diſcern the danger and delicacy of his fituation ; and I con» 
cluded, in ſpite of all his pride, that he had ſufficient dif- 
cretion to ſubſcribe to inevitable neceſſity with a goqd grace, 
and not wantonly to provoke his fate; when at laſt I found 
myſelf deceived in this expectation, I had ſtill the ſtrongeſt 
reaſons for wiſhing to avoid an open rupture wr'h the Mini- 
ſter, though I thought it incumbent upon me to adviſe the 
honourable Governor General of the ſuperadded difficulties 
I had to contend with from Hyder Beg Khan's oppoſition. 
Mr. Haſtings, in bis inſtructions to me, ſpeaking of Hy- 
der Beg Khan, and explaining his reaſons why, under cer- 
tain conditions, he would prefer him to any other man, 
who could be nominated to his office, concludes with the 
following obſervation : ** but above all, becauſe a change of 
« adminiſtration in a government ſo looſe as that of Oude 
« (where all the parts of it are held together by the exertion 
& of actual power, and not by the ſprings of an eſtabliſhed 
% conſtitution) would be unavoidably productive of con- 
&« fuſion and loſs of revenue :” this reaſoning, fo juſt as 
P 1 a general 
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agen eral principle, when applied to the particular inſtance 
before us returns with double force. Any direct attempt 
to ſuperſede the authority of a Miniſter ſo powerful as Hy- 
der Beg Khan, at a moſt critical ſeaſon of the collections, 
and whilſt every place of emolument or truſt was in poſſeſ- 
ſion of a ſet of ſlaves, watchful of his leaſt command, and 
entirely at his devotion, would indubitably bave been at- 
tended with an acceſſion of all thoſe evils deſcribed by Mr. 
Haſtings; and at a time too when the urgent neceſſities of 
the Nabob and the Company, and the impoveriſhed ſtate of 
their finances, would have made the conſequences which 
muſt have followed theſe miſchiefs particularly grievous to 
both. On the other hand, Gentlemen, I have choſen this 
time to make my repreſentation and appeal to you with re- 
N to the conduct of the Miniſter; Firſt, becauſe the ſea- 
ſon of the collections is almoſt expired, and conſequently 
thoſe weighty reaſons, which before reſtrained me on this 
ſubjeR, are in great meaſure done away: again, becauſe 
the period is now faſt approaching, when the moſt material 
points in the wiſe ſyſtem preſcribed by the honourable the 
Governor General, muſt, if ever, be executed: and laſtly, 
becauſe it is clear to my underſtanding, that whilſt Hyder 
Beg Khan ſhall preſerve the uncontrolled dominion which 
he now poſſeſſes over theſe provinces, and the Sovereign of 
them, it will ever be in his power, as certainly it is in his 
intention, to oppoſe every attempt at reſoi mation. 
I truſt, Gentlemen, you will not attribute it to any ſuf- 
ferance, or want of exertion in me, that the undue influ- 
ence aſſumed by the Miniſter over the Nabob ſtill exiſts in 
all its extent. I found him at my arrival in poſſeſſion of ſo 
many natural and acquired advantages, which bad been 
gathering 3 for years, and which he knew ſo well to 
avail himſelf of, that ] was very early convinced, ſhould he 
ever prove refractory, nothing but unqualified deprivation 
could ſecure us againſt the miſchievous effects of his influ- 
ence, already too firmly fixed to be otherwiſe oppoſed or 
_ defeated. et it is not in the affections or the eſteem of the 
Prince his maſter that this influence is eſtabliſhed. The 
Nabob knows, and has told me, that if his provinces wore 
a face of general deſolation and ruin, and his Court exhibited 
a ſpeaking picture of penury, nakedneſs, and famine, Hy- 
der was alone the author of all theſe calamities, and all this 
diſhonour. Yet, unleſs he ſhall be encouraged to aſſert his 
rights by motives more powerful than the feelings of reſent- 
ment, or the calls of humanity, the management of this 
artful miniſter will ſtill prevent him from adopting any firm 
and dignified reſolution, and he will contrive to perpetuate 
his thraldom, by exerting alternately his hopes and fears. 
Theſe paſſions, whilſt in equilibrium over the mind, keep 
F : 3 . „ u 
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it heſitating and undetermined—T he reſolutions of deſpair 
alone are unqualified and deciſive. 

My correſpondence with Hyder Beg, relative to the 
Adaulut, is carried on in a tone of ſtrong remonſtrance on 
my part, and of ſhuffling and evaſion on his, and furniſhes 
voluminous and concluſive teſtimony of the wantonneſs of 
bis diſobedience: I have the honour now to encloſe it, as 
alſo other letters and papers *; and to the whole, gentle- 
men, I muſt ſolicit your ſerious attention. They will ex- 
plain to the honourable Board with how little effeR I have 
endeavoured to engage the Miniſter to affift me in 
this ſo neceſſary a part of the honourable Governor General's 
new ſyſtem, whilſt he has ſuffered to prevail, and even him» 
ſelf affected to believe, the moſt injurious and wanton miſ- 
repreſentations and reports relative to my intentions in this 
particular, and this too when he could no longer doubt, 
from the fulleſt explanations, that what I propoſed on this 
ſubje& was in literal obedience to your commands. Such 
reports I ſhould at any other ſeaſon, regard with the con- 
tempt, and paſs over with the ſilence they deſerve ; but here 
they derive an importance from the occafion, fince in their 
operation they may render more difficult an undertaking 
which is already ſufficiently arduous, or afford a pretence to 
artful and deſigning men for future complaint and accuſation. 
It is here neceſſary to inform you, that I do not find the 
circumftances reſpeAing the Adawlut contained in the late 
Reſident's addreſs to the Board, dated the 21ft September 
1782, were ſtated on any ſufhcient grounds, with an ex- 
ception only to the character of Molowy Mobeen : he is 
indeed a very reputable; learned, and honeft man; yettheſe 

ualities could not ſhield him from the reſentment of Hyder 
Yep Khan, with whom not the exerciſe of all the virtues, 
could atone for the incxpiable offence of ſhewing reſpect to 
your repreſentative. The Molovie's own memorial and 
depoſition, together with a recent inſtance of the fame kind, 
will prove how little reſpe& the Miniſter obſerves towards 
that authority from whoſe protection alone he derives has 
honours and his exiſtence. "The other inftance which I al- 
lude to, and in which Hyder Beg peremptorily and pub- 
licly declared his determination to make any man who ſhould 
preſume to viſit the Engliſh Reſident, occured a very few 
days fince in the prefence of Raja Jaggernaut, the ſon- in- 
law of Raja Soonet Sing, the Viaier's an, Raja Ticket 
Roy his own Naib, Meer Golaum Huſſum, a phyſician, 
2nd many others. Thus it is, Gentlemen, that by attempt- 
ing to ſhut up every ſource of information from me, be 
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ſhews his reſpect to the honourable * Governor General's 
commands, who has enjoined him to take no ſtep without 
my knowledge and participation; and thus it is he inſults and 
tramples upon the power which has raiſed, and which ſtill 
ſupports him. Permit me to contraſt with this conduct the 
inceſſant declarations contained in his letters to me, full of 
duty and attachment. His daring to introduce the name of 
the Nabob to excuſe the neglect of his miniſtry, after the 
Honourable Governor General had ſo pointedly explained 
to him in what light he ſhould conſider every ſuch attempt, 
is mockery and inſult. That he is all-powerful with the 
Vizier, is a fact of too great notoriety to be denied; and 
as every thing yet remains to be done, it furniſhes an argu- 
ment of his having wilfully negleQed his duty, or betrayed 
his truſt, which no ſophiſtry can elude; nothing but a clear 
demonſtration that I have failed in mine can fave him from 
this charge; and here, gentlemen, it is my carneſt intreaty, 
that I may be permitted to bring the queſtion immediately 
to iſſue, by publigly defying him to the proof; and let me 
fall under your ſevereſt diſpleaſure, and be ſubject to any 
puniſhment, or any diſhonour, if it ſhall appear, after the 
ſtricteſt ſcrutiny, that I have not, in all my intercourſe 
with the Miniſter, made the honourable Governor Gene- 
Tal's inſtructions undeviatingly the rule of my conduct, and 
endcavoured by every exertion of my abilities, and by the 
moſt indefatigable and an unwearied attention, to ſecure all 
thoſe eſſential advantages they are intended to produce. If, 
on the other hand, you ſhall be ultimately ſatisfied that I 
have religiouſly acquitted myſelf of my duty, and laboured 
to the utmoſt of my power to promote your great deſigns, I 
truſt, Gentlemen, you will take effectual meaſures to prevent 
their being hereafter liable to further check or impediment 
from the ſecret intrigues, or declared oppoſition of Hyder 
Beg Khan, or any of his adherents. | 
My praceedings relative to other parts of the honourable 
Governor General's new ſyſtem will in due time be ſubmit» 
ted to your conſideration. x: ha

Reports, calculated to anſwer the worſt purpoſes, having 
been circulated, groſsly miſrepreſenting my intentiomin re- 
commending to his Excellency the Nabob the inſtitution 
of a Phouzdary Adaulut at Lucknow, aſſerting that 1 had 
appointed you to the ſuperintendance of this Court, and 
charging me in this appointment with a defign to uſurp and 
infringe his Excellency's rights of ſovereignty; I am to re- 
queſt you will ſtate the inſtructions you have received from 
me on this occaſion, and your proceedings in conſequence. 
J further deſire you will fully explain what has been your 
conduct relative to fuch petitions concerning revenue, and 
other civil matters, as I may have referred to you.

I have been honoured by the receipt of your letter of the 
iſt inſtant, acquainting me that reports had been induſtri- 
ouſly propagated, groſsly miſcepreſenting your intentions 
in recommending to his — Srv immediate inſtitu- 
tion of a Phouzdary Adaulut at Lucknow, and charging 
you with an attempt to uſurp and infringe his rights af 
— by appointing me to the ſuperincengance of this 

ourt. 

A bare recital of the fact will prove that no ſuch appoint- 
ment ever exiſted, even in idea, and that your ſole motive 
in this recommendation (if I have not utterly miſunder- 
ſtood. you) was to reſtore peace and order to the capital, and 
ſecurity to its inhabitants, who in the abſence of all magiſ- 
tracy, are now hourly expoſed to aſſault and aſſaſſination, at 
the immediate reſidence and almoſt in the preſence of their 
ſovereign, | 

Soon after my arrival, you informed me that the honour- 
able the Governor General, in his inſtructions to you, had 
marked the; want of proper courts of juſtice as one of the 
moſt diſreputable defects of the Vizier's government, and 
a principal cauſe of the general licentiouſneis which prevailed 
throughout his dominions. You may remember we were 
both fully ſenſible of the ſtrength and juſtneis of Mr. Hal- 
tings's 5 reaſoning with reſpect to the difficulty, 
and even danger, that would attend the abrupt e | 
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of a remedy, where the evil was univerſal. But on the 
| other hand, as this very univerſality afforded a decifive and 
unanſwerable proof of the neceflity of ſome arrangement, 
you were induced by it to requeſt, whilft your attention was 
engaged by objects of more immediate importance, that [ 
would enquire and endeavour to aſcertain how far a refor- 
mation fo neceſſary to the profperity and happineſs both 
of the prince and people, might be effected with the leaſt 
poffible inconvenience and delay. | | 
In conformity to your wiſhes I ſent for Molowey Mubbin 
who had received your inſtructions to aſſiſt me, propoſing 
to enter with him into ſuch explanations as I judged beſt 
calculated to afford me a clear idea of the fyftem of juriſ- 
udence now eftablithed here; and conceiving, from his 
oftenfible character of Sudder ul Huck, that he was the 
fitteſt perſon to _ ont the prevailing errors and abuſes of 
it, and to fuggeſt the means of correcting them in time to 
come: But he affured me at once, that there neither was, 
nor (as far as he could learn) had there been for a length of 
years, even the ſhadow of a police through the whole extent 
of the Nabob Vizier's tercitories ; and indeed the memori- 
al the Molowy delivered me at the fame ume, and which I 
enclofe, is a decided teſtimony that his appointment was a 
mockery, and himſelf a pageant. It is necdteſs to tearch for 
other arguments in defence of this opinion; the idea of tak- 
ing a ſchool- maſter from the ſeminary to which he had been 
immured from his earlieſt inſancy, and placing him in the 
feat of juſtice, from whence he was to diſpenſe law to 
a whole people, and to unite in his perſon the civil and 
criminal juriſdiction of fuch extenſive countries; I fay, 
fach an idea is fo full of ridicule, that it could never 
have been ſeriouſly entertained by any man pretending 
to common ſenſe; at the ſame time, 4 been ſeem- 
ingly adopted, it was an indication of the difpofition 
of the Minifters at the Court of Owde, on the ſubject of 
Adawlets, too plain to be miſtaken; and I muſt confefs 1 
grew a concluſion from it, that at once induced me to au- 
ur very ill of our undertaking, and determined me to pro- 
ceed in it with all warineſs and circumſpection; and in this 
reſolution and opinion 1 was not a little confirmed by the 
very extraordinary tenor of one, among the papers which 
yon had fent me, as ſuppoſing they might throw light upon 
the ſubject, when you firſt recommended it to my enquiry, 
it is the letter written to you by the Molowy upon your ar- 
rival; and as it may pofhbly have eſcaped your memory, I 
encloſe a tranſlation of it;: I therefore, after very mature 
deliberation, ſubmitted it to you, whether it would not be 
adviſeable to confine your views for the preſent to the inſti- 
tution of a Phouzdary Court at the capital only, which, from 
the lawleſs ſtate of its inhabitants, was a meaſure of ſuch 


evident 
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evident expediency as thought could poſſibly be liable to no 
objections; and the benefits that would naturally ariſe from 
it, I hoped would make an impreſſion upon the minds of 
the people, and 22 them to receive it hereafter as a ge- 
neral regulation. I was happy to find our ſentiments on 
this ſubject entirely correſponded : you approved, and re- 
commended it to his Excellency the Vizier, who was pleaſed 
to accede to the propoſition, and to nominate Molowy Mub- 
been to preſide in the Court, an office he was very well qua- 
lified to fill, fince the decrees of 1t would of courſe be re- 
gulated entirely by the law, as it is contained in the Coran; 
and here the matter reſts to this hour, and to this hour the 
inhabitants of Lucknow are left in a condition of licentiouſ- 
neſs, very near approaching to a ſtate of nature; the inter- 
val, near two months, having been waſted in repeated, 
though hitherto fruitleſs, applications to Hyder Beg Cawn, 
on the ſubjeC of a houſe for holding the Court. 

I believe it will be difficult for the moſt penetrating ſaga- 
city to difcover, in this ſimple unadorned narrative of the 
fat, the ſlighteſt ground for complaint or apprehenſion ; 
yet we are told the whole country is in alarm, and ſtricken 
with fear. but how, or why? The Nabob has been hum- 


bly ſolicited to adopt a meaſure which had for its ſole object 


the ſecurity and happineſs of his people, and this, by the 
worthleſs part of his ſubjects, has been conſtrued into an 
attempt to uſurp and infringe his rights ; and I, whoſe 
ſhare in this tranſaction has been limited, God knows, to a 
few harmleſs reſearches, am repreſented as already in poſ- 
ſeſſion, by your ſole appointment, of an authority which 
common ſenſe muſt evince can be delegated by the Prince 
alone; I really, Sir, know not whether moſt to pity the 
my or deſpiſe the malice, of theſe contemptible ſlanderers. 


nd now [I ſhall proceed to ſtate my procedure with re- 


ſpect to the petitions mentioned in the laſt article of your 
letter. The miniſter has employed much art and labour to 
involve in darkneſs and difficulty that which in itſelf was 
moſt ſimple and evident, and utterly perverted the truth for 
the purpoſe of fixing upon me a charge of violence and uſur- 

tion; I truſt, nevertheleſs, I ſhall prove my conduct to 
2 been guarded, inoffenſive, and upright. - At the ſame 


time, the detail of argument neceſſary to expoſe and refute - 


bis ſophiſtry, will, I am afraid, ſwell this addreſs to a ve 
unreaſonable fize ; yet to you, Sir, I ſhall make no apology, 
as you muſt be ſenſible that ſuch explanation, however tedi- 
ous, is often the only ſhield which remains to the whiteſt 
innocence, againſt the ſecret and deadly ſhafts of calumny 
and falſchood. ; | 
It is hardly neceſſary to recall to your remembrance, that 
all I have done in this buſineſs had the ſanction of your 
commands;

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commands; but it may be of importance to remark, that 
Hyder Beg Khan vas duly apprized Iacted entirely under this 
authority, as is proved by your letter to him, dated the 7th of 
Jemmady ul Awul, a copy of which I incloſe: It is there- 
in mentioned that you had thought proper on this occaſion 
to appoint Huſſun Atta Beg to communicate between me 
and the miniſter ; Huſſun Atta Beg's depoſition, therefore, 
wall be very properly introduced here: T he ſtyle of it is in- 
deed widely different from that adopted by Hyder Beg in 
bis addrels to you of the 14th of Jummady ul Awul— but, 
Sir, it is the language of truth, relating with the moſt ſcru- 
pulous exactneſs and fidelity every circumſtance of my ma- 
nagement; and far from furniſhing any proof of that deſpotic 
authority which the miniſter ſo peremptorily aſſerts was aſ- 
ſumed by me, and extended over prince and people, it is 

indeed {peaking evidence that all my efforts have been equal! 
inoffenſive and inefficient. Lo ſoſten the heart of Hyder, 
and ſeek to charm by perſuaſion and entreaty to liſten to the 
voice of juſtice and humanity, was indeed an idle hope; and 
fince theſe are the only arms we have hitherto employed 
zgainſt him, it will not be matter of {urprize that our enter- 
prize thould have miſcarried. Could the miniſter only prove 
the twentieth part of the abſurdity and violence with which 
he has charged my conduct in the letter above alluded to, I 
do moſt readily allow I thould be very ill qualified for the 
fituatzon I have now the honour to be placed in by the ho- 
pourable the Governor General and Council; I ſhall there» 
fore examine the contents of that letter throughout, and 
demonſtrate upon what flight authority he has hazarded theſe 
wild andextravagant aſſertions. He talks there, Sir, of“ pro- 
.< poſing to the Nabob whether he ſhou!d execute the buſi- 
„ nels according to plans propoſed by me, of the petitions 
% under my ſignature, of mandites to the Aumils, and even 
** of orders to his Excellency ;''—and every ſyllable he favs 
is romance. The depotition of Huſſun Atta Beg, through 
whom alone I have had an intercourſe with the miniſter, 
oves clearly that I never preſumed to preſcribe ; agreeably 
to your delire J ſuggeſted to him my ideas, but with the 
ntmolt deference, always ſubmitting them to his correction, 
and profeſſing to be guided by his better judgment: He 
fays, © I am ready io obey your commands, regarding the 
« petitions to which Mr. Cowper has put his bgnature. 
« As Huſſun Atta Beg brought me a meſſage from Mr. Cow- 
&« per, that the Vizier's ſeal ſhould be fixed to thoſe identical 
* petitions, I repreſented the circumllance to you, &e,''— 
not trve; and he well knows he cannot produce a ſingle pe- 
tition ſigned by me. The undiſguiſed ſtate of the caſe is 
this: A- the petitions were referred to me, I had them read, 
and. directed Huſſun Atta Beg to write upon the face of them 
| ; Bo, levcrally 
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ſeverally an order, ſuch as, had it finally reſted with me to 
ſettle them, I ſhould have iſſued upon the occaſion, and 
then bade him carry them to the miniſter; but I did not, 
as Hyder Beg Khan would wiſh it to be underſtood, magiſ- 
terially direct the Vizier's ſeal ſhould be affixed ; on the con- 
trary, as Huſſun Atta Beg has related, I requeſted the mini- 
ſter would decide upon the propriety of my ideas, and ulti- 
mately reje& or adopt them, as he faw fit; and I choſe this 
mode of communicating them, rather than by letter, becauſe 
it was the ſimpleſt and readieſt; to have written a formal 
addreſs upon the ſubject of each complaint, would have been 
endleſs : I encloſe one of the petitions, it will beſt illuſtrate 
my meaning ſuch were they all; and theſe are what Hyder 
Beg, both here and throughout his correſpondence with 
you, ſtudiouſly affects to call petitions under my ſignature, 
it is pretty evident with what intention; and really, Sir, I 
am aſhamed of him. He continues, ** after his Excellency 
« went a hunting, Huſſun Atta Beg brought me a meſſage 
* requeſting I would put my own ſeal to the petitions,” 
This propoſal, together with ſeveral others that have fince 
been offered to his choice, each deviating from the other, 
he would wiſh to have conſidered as ſo many contradictions, 
hoping to fix upon us an imputation of wayering inconſiſt- 
ency ; and in this idea he ſeems to triumph in his conver- 
ſation with Huſſun Atta Beg; but neither will his logic 
avail him here, fince no ſecond propoſal was ſubmitted to 
him till he had rejected the firſt; nor would a ſecond, even 
in that caſe, have been made him, could he have been pre- 
vailed upon by any entreaties to have ſubſtituted a plan of 
his own : But he affected, and till pretends pertinaciouſly 
to adher to the mock appointment of Molowy Mubbein ; 
and, ſpeaking of him, tells you with great gravity; “ that 
* ſuch cauſes as had occurred were decided according to the 
« Mahometan law; that the R-gi/ters were in his poſſeſſion; 
and that from the period of his appointment (a twelve- 
«-month) all diſputes had been ſettled by him.” Every 
thing within the compaſs of human impudence may be ex- 
pected from the man who could openly hold this language to 
thoſe whom he muſt have been ſenſible were perfectly ac- 
quainted with the Deſſous des Cartes, and who were in poſſeſ- 
10n of ſuch a memorial, written by the hand of the Molowy : 
For the reſt, that others may come to underſtand the Mini- 
ſter's character as well as we do, I muſt refer them to the 
aforeſaid memorial, and to the Molowy's declaration, that 
all the diſputes he has ever fettled did not exceed thirty : 
Wondeftul indeed! that in the courſe of twelve months 
only thirty complains ſhould have been preferred to the Da- 
roga of the four Soubahs; yet this muſt have been the caſe, 
ſince, according to Hyder Beg's affirmation, the Molowy 

has 
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has ſettled all diſputes that have occurred from the period of 
his apporntment, and hence he would infer that your inter- 
N upon the ſcore of juſtice is wanton and impertinent. 

s this a batiter, Sit, or what is it ?—He next obſerves, 
* whatever complaints were made againſt the Aumils, the 
greater part concerned Engliſh Sepoys for the remiſſion of 
rent.“ It pains me to be here, again, under the neceſſity- 
of flatly contradicting him. The petitions from En 15 
Sepoys were not for remiſſion of rent, but to be relieved from 
the moit intolerable and unauthorized exadtions, and they are 
Mill extant; they do not compoſe the fiftieth part of the pe- 
titions, and ſo this ſubtle inſinuation, like all the reſt, loſes 
its effect. And now, Sir, I come to the concluſion of his 
letter, it runs thus: © It was a delicate matter, and of the 
« firſt importance; when, in affairs relative to the capital, 
* Mr. Cowper iſſued orders to his Excellency, he alſo put 
« his ſignature to petitions, giving his mandates to the 
% Aumils in the ſtyle of a Sovereign Prince, &c.” After 
this unprovoked and defamatory libel he will not expect 1 
{ſhould treat his perſon with much ceremony or reſpe& : Yet, 
were it not for the character of treachery ſo ſtrongly marked 
in his conduct, I ſhould really be moved to pity and forgive 
him. I am not vindictive, but I owe it to myſelf not to 
expoſe my reputation to future peril by paſſing in filence 
over the paſt. I am therefore under the neceſſity of denying, 
in the moſt poſitive and unqualified “ forms, every ſ fable 
of the charge he has exhibited againſt me, and to eſtabliſh 
which be has, as I have ſhewn, wickedly perverted and miſ- 
repreſented facts. I directly affirm the whole to be a tiſſue 
of fal ſehoods and frothy declamation; and I defire, through 
vou, tq appeal to the honourable the Governor General and 
Council, whoſe province it is to protect innocence from in- 
ſult; and this I do that my proud accuſer may be compel- 
ted to the proof, and that to one of us there may be no re- 
treat.

Mr. Briftow's Repreſentation relative to the inſtitution of 
Adawluts in lus Excellency the Vizier's dominions. 


Very carly after my arrival I mentioned the ſubjett of the 
Phowzedarry Adaulut to Hyder Beg Cawn, who profeſſed

a xcadt- 
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a readineſs to join with me in eſtabliſhing it upon a reſpec- 


table footing ; he promiſed to procure a houſe for Molovee 


Mobine to hold his Court; I was, nevertheleſs, conſtantly 
told that the Vizier occupied all his houſes; tents and other 
articles were purpoſely diſperſed among them, in order to 
furniſh a plea for evaſions. My repeated and earneſt ſolici- 
_ tations induced the miniſter to ſend for Molovee Mobine on 
ſome day at the end of the month of March, and take notice 
of him for the firſt time; he was preſented with a Dooley 
and five hundred rupees, as a confideration for above ſeven 
months that he had nominally held the appointment. 
Twelve Sepoys were attached to his perſon, and he was told 
to receive a tent for his court of juſtice, and to exerciſe the 
functions of his office, without any other ſteps being taken 
to inveſt him with the neceſlary authorities. 

On the 11th ultimo the miniſter informed me, that the 
Vizier had thought proper to allot a houſe for the court of 
juſtice ; but at my next meeting with Molovee Mowbine, 
he acquainted me, that he had been to view the premiſes, 
which he found unfit for the purpoſe, being ſituated in the 
center of the palace, where his proceedings would be ſub- 
ject to reſtraint ; that the place itſelf was too confined, and 
not eaſy of acceſs; and further, that goods belonging to his 
Excellency were depoſited in the houte. So groſs an inſult 
from Hyder Beg Cawn, in attempting to impoſe upon my 
underſtanding by artifices too thin to furniſh a veil of de- 
ception, compelled me to take notice of his conduct, and I 
have expreſſed my ſentiments very freely to him in the courſe 
of our correſpondence. 

I apprized Hyder Beg Cawn very fully of my intentions 
concerning the inſtitution of the Adaulut, notwithſtandin 
which, I was informed, to my great aſtoniſhment, that the 
whole town had taken the alarm, in conſequence of its 
having been maliciouſly and falſely propagated, ** That 
„ men of the firſt rank, and even the Vizier himſelf, 
c were ſubject to its arbitrary decrees ; that his Excellency's 
rights and prerogatives were intringed ; that general com- 
% motions throughout the country would be the inevitable 
* conſequence ; and finally, that Mr, Cowper was appoint- 
ed the ſuperintendant.” In order to ſatisfy the honour- 
able Board of my earneſt wiſh to ſhew every reſpect to the 
Vizier's authority, and to confute theſe baſe aſperſions, I 
have called upon Mr. Cowper to explain his conduct; and the 
truth will appear upon aperuſalof that gentleman's narrative. 

As the honourable the Governor — inſtructions, 


relative to the inſtitution of Adauluts, reſts the matter in 
my diſcietion, it behoves me to explain the reaſons which 
have induced me to urge the meaſure. My motive for in- 
truding this detail upon you, is not to evince the ſelf-evident 


propoſition 
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propoſition of their neceſſity, but to guard againſt any miſ. 
repreſentations, which may have been made by the miſter, 
ſuggeſting that the country 1s well governed, juſtice already 
duly adminiſtered, and conſequently the inſtitution of A- 
dauluts needleſs. By what l can collect from the converſa- 
tions that have lately paſſed between us, theſe, and the in- 
fringement of the Nabob's rights and prerogatives, are the 
arguments upon which his objections will be founded; he 
will aſſert that Molovee Mowbine's authority is eſtabliſhed ; 
but it is incumbenton me to inform you, that his proceedings 
are a mockery, like all the other incidents of the miniſter's 
pretended obedience, he having no authority to enforce his 
decrees. . 

The annexed extract of my addreſs to the honourable the 
Governor General, concerning the ſtate of the Vizier's do- 
minions, will explain the contuſion in which I found the 
government when I took charge of the Reſidency, and bow 
completely every channel for the redreis of wrongs was 
ſtopped : The communication between different parts of the 
Vizier's dominions was then interrupted, and travellers, 
except in large bodies, could not pals in ſafety ; I have now 
the pleaſure to inform you, that 1 have in ſome meaſure 
corrected theſe diſorders, though no thing can effectually 
remove them, but the eſtabliſhment which I have fo urgent- 
Iy, but in vain, endeavoured to introduce. I here beg leave 
briefly to mention the leading piinciples upon which I 
wiſhed to inſtitute the Phouzedarry Adaulut. 

1. The licentiouſneſs of the dependants and favourites 
of the Vizier, the miniſters, and other perſons in authori- 
ty, has been a conſtant ſource of dresd to the people; and 
it will not be the leaſt arduous taſk appertaining to the duties 
of the Adaulut, to reſtrain their conduct; they ſhould doubt- 
leſs be ſubject to its juriſdiction. 

2dly. The Adaulut fnovid have no tendency to retro- 
ſpection, and conſequently the minds of the people need be 
under no alarm on account of paſt offences. , 

3dly. Perſonal ſafety being the firſt ſtep towards relieving 
the country from a ſtate of anarchy, and re-eſtabliſhing the 
Vizier's authority, theſe defhirable advantages will be ma- 
terially aſſiſted by the inſtitution of an Adaulut; and I can- 
not conceive how any commotions or dangerous conſe- 
quences ſhould reſrit from ſuch an eſtabliſhment : On the. 
contrary, the people muſt rejoice at the ſecurity they wall 
derive —— the Phouzedarry Adaulut. And, | 

4thly. The deciſions of the Court to be guided, agree- 
able to the cuſtoms of the country, by the-precepts ot the 
Hindoo and Mahommedan religions. | | 

It is true Hyder Beg Cawn has, occaſionally, when I have 


recommended the wrongs of perſons to his notice, procured 
the

the Viziet's orders to his Aumils for their redreſs ; bug 

theſe being in general diſobeyed, as he was convinced they 
would be, did but incteaſe the evil, by expoſing the weak- 

neſs of government. At length, the complaints of the peo- 

ple increaſing daily upon me, ſo as to render it exceedingly 
irkſome to me to appear abroad, and to relieve my mind 

from the contemplation of calamities which I had not the 

power to remedy, I requeſted Mr. Cowper to undertake 

the talk of aſcertaining the grounds of their — complaints, 
and refer ſuch caſes as he deemed deſerving of attention to the 
miniſter's cognizance. Hyder Beg Cawn has on this occaſion 

ſhewn a diſpofition to cavil at the fimpleſt propoſitions, and 

wilfully miſconſtrues my intentions; the proof of which it 

is unneceſſary for me to enter upon, as the circumſtances 

are fully explained in Mr. Cowper's narrative, and the tranſ- 

lation of my correſpondence. 

t is evident, from the complaints which have hitherto 
come to my knowledge, tending in general to develope the 
violences and exactions committed by the Aumils, that not- 
withſtanding the frequent balances of revenue which have 
occurred in the agcounts of this government, the country is 
rackrented, and the collections have, upon an average, been 
rigorouſly enforced. I have invariably endeavoured to re- 
gulate my conduct fo as to avoid perſonal attacks; inſiſting, 
however, atthe ſame time, that juſtice ſhould be adminiſter- 
ed, without diſtinction or regard to rank or ſtation, The 
miniſter has conceived, as I ſhould judge from his conduct, 
a miſtaken opinion, that his dependants ſhould be exempted 
from the penalties of any general regulation; and that to 
charge them with crimes, and infli& puniſhment, upon con- 
viction, is a diminution of his authority and conſequence. 
It would be difficult to aſcertain the extent of an evil of ſo 
dangerous a tendency, when it is conſidered that there are 
few. men in power under this government who do not owe 
their ſituation to his patronage. —T his doctrine will explain 
the miniſter's negligence in redreſſing the grievances of in- 
dividuals, and his violent oppoſition to the truſt I delegated 
to Mr. Cowper of enquiring into them. | 

I have adviſed that in future the decifion of all diſputes, 
relative to land or revenue, be conſidered part of the dutics 
of the office of Dewan ; and that in civil caſes, where indi- 
viduals only may be parties, the Aumils or other provinciat 
magiſtrates ſhould decide. This is, in my opinion, the 
moſt that can be done in the preſent ſtate of the country. 

Theſe regulations are, I conceive, agreeable to the letter 
and fpirit of the honourable the Governor General's in- 
ſtructions to me; but the regular and firm eſtabliſhment 
of plans of ſo important and extenſive a nature, muſt be 
flow in its progreſs, and aſſiſted by the ſteady ſupport of the 

Ves. III. 0 boncoureble 
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honourable Company's as well as the Vizier's Govern- 
ment. | 

At preſent the executive duties of every department of 
the ſtate are veſted in Hyder Beg Cawn, who appears deter- 
mined to oppoſe every inſtitution, however beneficical to 
ſociety, that may in its effects deprive him of a part of his 
preſent uncontrouled and arbitrary power. Not content 
with holding the firſt place, he thinks it neceſſary to his 
conſequence that the people ſhould look to him, and him 
alone, as the ſole mover of every meaſure, and the only 
perſon inveſted with the patronage of this Government, and 
that even the adminiſtration of juſtice ſhould depend upon 
his will. I ſubmit it ro your judgment, gentlemen, if it be 
poſſible for any individual to diſcharge the duties of ſuch 
complicated and extenſive truſts, 


Extract of a Letter from Mr John Briſtow to the Honoura- 
ble the Governor Genera), dated the 12th Dec. 1782. 


Firſt, their Government, . 

Deſpotiſm is the princip:e upon which every meaſure is 
founded, and the people in the interior parts of the country 
are ruled at the diſcretion of the Aumil or Phouzedar for 
the time being. They exerciſe, within the limits of their 
juriſdiction, the powers of lite and death, and deciſion in 
civil and other caſes, in the ſame extent as the Sovereign at 
the capital. The forms preſcribed by the antient inſtitu- 
tions of the Mogul empire are unattended to, and the will 
of the provincial magiſtrate is the ſole law of the people.— 
The total relaxation of the Vizier's authority, his inatten- 
tion and diſlike to buſineſs, leave the Aumils in poſſeſſion of 
this dangerous power, unawed and uncontrouled by any 
apprehenſion of retroſpeCtion, or the interference of juſtice ; 
I can hardly quote an inſtance, fince the Vizier's acceſſion 
to the Muſnud, of an Aumii having been peniſhed for op- 
preſſion, though the complaints of the people, and the 
ſtate of the country, are notorious proofs of the violences 
daily committed—it is even become unſafe for travellers to 
| paſs, except in large bodies raurders, thefts, and other 
enormities ſhocking to humanity, are committed in open 
day. 

. Every Zemindar ſhould be conſtituted the magiſtrate in 
his Zemindarry, and collect the revenues according to cer- 
tain eſtabliſhed rates recorded in the Cutcherry, and pub- 
liſhed throughout the diſtrict. 1 he Aumil ſhould be the 
controuling power between the Ryot and the Zemindar ; 
ſhould enforce the regulations ; ſee peace and good order 
Preſerved in the ſeveral Zemindarries; and make the Ze- 
mindars accountable for all tumults, thefts, and — 
| | Within 
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within their juriſdiꝗ ion in great towns there ought to be a 
Cutwaul or Haakeem to diſtribute juſtice. 

Such has been the ſyſtem of this government, that the 
oppreſſions have generally originated with the Aumils. They 
have been rarely ſelected for their abilities, or integrity; 
but from favour, or the means to advance a ſmall ſum upon 
their being appointed to their office, the Aumil enters upon 
his truſt, ruined in his reputation and fortune, and unleſs 
he accompliſhes his engagements, which is ſeldom the caſe 
diſgrace and puniſhment follow. Though the balance of 
revenue may be rigorouſly demanced of him, it has not 
been uſual to inſtitute any enquiry for oppreſſion. The 
Zemindars, thus left at the mercy of the Aumils, are often 
driven to rebellion, The weak are obliged to ſubmit to his 
exactions, or fly the country; and the Aumil, unable to 
reduce the more powerful, is compelled to enter into a diſ- 

aceful compromiſe. Every Zemindar looks to his fort 
Er protection, and the country is crouded with them. 
Almaſs Allee Cawn aſſerts, there are not leſs than ſeven 
hundred in his diſtrifs ; hence it has become a general cuſ- 
tom to ſeize the brother, ſon, or ſome near relation or de- 
pendant of the different Zemindars, as hoſtages for the 
ſecurity of the revenue. A great Aumil will ſometimes 
have three or four hundred of tlieſe hoſtages, whom he is 
obliged to confine in places of ſecurity. 

A few men, like Almaſs Allee Cawn, and Khaujah ain 
ul Deen, have from their regularity in the performance of 
pecuniary engagements rendered themſelves uſeful to the Vi- 
zier. A ſtrict ſcrutiny into his affairs was at all times irk- 
ſore to his Excsllency ; and none of the Miniſters or offi- 
cers about his perſon poſſeſſing the active perſevering ſpirit 

uiſite to conduct the detail of engagements for a number 
of ſmall farms, it became convenient to receive a large ſum 
from a great farmer without trouble or deficiency. This 
ſyſtem was followed by the moſt pernicious conſequences. 

heſe men were above controul ; they exacted their own 
terms, and the diſtricts they farmed were moſt cruelly op- 
preſſed; the revenue of Rohilcund is reduced above a third, 
and Almaſs Allee Cawn's adminiſtration is well known to 
have been extremely vivlent. 
The foregoing repreſentation of the ſtate of this govern- 
ment will, I hope, ſatisfy you of the difficulty in collecting 
the revenues. K very ſtrong military force will be required 
to preſerve the country in peace; the number for which 
funds are at preſent allotted would, in my opinion, amply 
ſuffice, if it exiſted ; but I ſuppoſe not two thirds of the 
men kept upon the books are actually entertained. The 
diſcipline and proper application of this force, will become 
a matter of ſerious conſideration, I do not mean to pro- 
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poſe, that they ſhould be put under the command of Britiſh 
officers, as a very extraordinary expence would attend that 
meaſure, and I do not think the ſervice of the collections 
would be ſo well executed. The troops now in the Vizier's 
ſervice are ill paid, and ill appointed, not owing to the want 
of means; as I think when I ſhall forward you the ſtate- 
ments I have ſo long been endeavouring to compleat, you 
will judge them adequate to every ſervice, if not diſſipated 
and ſquandered away. The evil originates in the want of 
checks to the diſburſements to the army, and of proper offi- 
cers and commiſſar ies, to ſee them duly appropriated. 

The ſame inconveniencies exiſt inthe receipt of the Vi- 
zier's revenue, and other branches of his government in 
the general department; offices of collection and treaſury, 
and courts for the adminiſtration of juſtice, ought doubtleſs 
to be eſtabliſhed. In a duty of ſo delicate a nature as the 
execution of your commands on this head, I muſt neceſſa· 
rily expoſe myſelf to the oppoſition of perſons intereſted in 
the continuance of the abules. 


Fourth, Zemindars, and the Means taken to reſtore Peace. 

The collection of the revenue under the controul of the 
Aumils is entirely in the hands of the Zemindars, the 
lands throughout the country being in Talooks and Zemin- 
darries. | 

The means taken to reſtore peace are explained in my 

letter to the Board of the iſt inſtant. The detachments 
from the honourable Company's troops I conſider only a 
temporary expedient. I propoſe recommending that a ſepa- 
rate plan for the adminiſtration of juſtice in all matters of 
revenue ſhould be framed and carried into execution, You 
may perhaps make this branch part of the duties of th 
office of collections, and the Dewan will act in it, and ap- 
point deputies in each Aumildarry. | 

Peace is by no means reſtored, for if the Company's troops 
were relieved from the places at which they are now ſtation- 
ed, I ſhould expect that the commotions would be renewed, 
 Gorrackpore, Beraitch, Sultanpore, Azim Ghurr, Ghouda, 
and all the frontiers, are provinces in which the Vizier's 
authority is ill-eſtabliſhed. In ſome of them there are trou- 
bles at this time. New detachments of the honourable 
Company's troops might be adviſeable, if the ſtate of affairs 
in other reſpects did not render the appearance of a formi- 
dable force on the frontiers neceſſary, as well to awe foreign 
powers, as to keep Almaſs Allee Cawn, and Khaugah ain 
ul Deen, within the line of their duty.

Hyder Beg Khan, and Raja Tuket 
Roy. Hyder Beg addreſſed mz thus : I am commanded by 
his Excellency to inform you, that he has the utmoſt con- 
fidence in your probity and talents ; that he conſiders you 
as perfectly qualined for ſuch an office; and that he has in 
conſequence appointed you to adminiſter juſtice throughout 
his dominions, I anſwered, that no decrees, but ſuch as 
were in {tri conformity to the law, and to juſtice, would 
be given by me; that 1 ſhould ſhew 3 to no man; 
and that I called upon God 5. preſerve my faith, I _=_ 
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ſame time obſerved, that it reſted with his Excellency to en» 
force orders. He was himſelf graciouſly pleaſed to encou- 
rage me to act with firmneſs and confidence, aſſuring me 
that none ſhould preſume to diſobey me, and directing me 
forthwith to depute my own Naibs to Fyzabad, and other 
ſtations. He then beſtowed upon me a pair of ſhawls and 
oſhwara, and having received four rupees from Raja Tuket 

| Roy, I preſented them as a Nuzzer to his Excellency, and 
retired. - Hyder Beg being returned, gave me great encou- 
ragement, and defired I would go to Mr. Middleton and 
Mr. Johnſon. I went immediately to wait upon both gen, 
tlemen, accompanied by the Rajah, and requeſted of Mr, 
Middleton that he would do me the favour to jfſue the ne- 
ceſſary orders. He replied, that if it was agreeable to his 
Excellency, it would alſo be agreeable to him. Mr. John: 
ſon obſerved, it was extremely proper that there ſhonld be 
law and juſtice ; and that he had heard good report of my 
learning and knowledge, and fidelity and integrity. Job- 
ſerved, that it reſted with them to expedite the order. I hey 
anſwered, that orders conformable to the Nabob's pleaſure 
would be iſſued ; and fo, being diſmiſſed, I returned home. 
It was no ſooner public that I had been appointed to admi- 
niſter juſtice throughout the four Soubahs than numberleſg 
complaints poured in upon me. Now inaſmuch as ] had 
no eſtabliſhment whatever, I was in a terrible dilemma ; 
I therefore addrefled myſelf to Surferauz ud Dowla, repre- 
fenting, that I had been unjuſtly plunged into this miſery ; 
—that-I had neither Naib or affiftants, that my ſchool 
would allo be ruined : and that it was impoſſible I ſhould 
perform what I had undertaken, Surferauz ud Dowla ſpoke 
to Raja Tucket Roy upon the ſubject, wha told him that 
he would appoint me a Natb, who thould relieve me fron 
all the trouble of the Adaulut; and that | might regularly 
attend my ſchool]. He nominated the atoriclaid Ummo Cut- 
waul to this department, who came and took his feat in 
my houſe, enquired the law, ſettled the diſputes, end hav- 
ing ſo done, exacted a fourth part from the plaintiff, and 
fees of ſummonſes, &c, from the defendant. - I declared 
this proceeding to be illegal, and that a covenant againſt in- 
zuſtice had been made with me ; and I commanded him to 
abſtain ſrom ſuch practices. He intiſted it was no bufinets 
of mine; that it was not I who took the money; that it be- 
longed to government, and that he had orders of the go- 
yernment for what he did—1 hat he ſhould diſcharge the 
wages of the Peons from the amount, and the ſurplus he 
thould pay into the Exchequer. I told him, that for my 
own part, nothing thould induce me to receive a ſingle 
cowry of money ſo obtained. The Cutwal went and in- 
formed Rajah Tuket Roy, who aſſured me it was an old 
| ; cuſtom 3 
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cuſtom ; that the money belonged to government, and tha 
I ſhould not be deſired to receive any of it. I replied, that 
no ſuch practices ſhould be carried on in my houſe; that 
they might enquice the law of me, but they muſt find ſome 
other place for the Naib to collect in. He ſaid he would 
appoint a houſe for holding the court contiguous to mine, 
and thus two months elapſed : when it was notoriouſly pub» 
lic that the Naib of the Adaulut took bribes, Rothun 
Chobdar informed Hyder Beg of the fac, and an oilman, 
from whom he had exacted a hundred rupees, inſiſted to be 
allowed to make his complaint to the Naboh. It was in 
vain that I repreſented and remonſtrated againſt the diſgrace 
of this procedure : nobody attended to me. It happened 
that | was taken ill, and fo continued a month; upon my 
recovery, having come to a full knowledge of all this infa- 
my and oppreſſion, I reſolved to relinquiſh my office abſo- 
lutely, and fo I plainly told Mr. Johnſon, who had refer- 
red ſome complaints to my deciſion, and in conſequence 


ſent my reſignation in form to Hyder Beg: obſerving, that 


I had been moſt injuriouſly branded, and accuſed of cor- 
ruption. I received no anſwer. It happened, that theſe 


events came to the knowledge of Mr. Johnſon, who ſent 


for me, and enquired particularly into all the circumſtances, 
which I faithfully related to him to him. He directed me 
to take his people, and enforce my orders according to law. 
I obſerved, that it became not me to take his people, I who 
had fo long lived under the protection of his Excellency, 
and that I thould be marked as a turbulent man. He rc- 
plied, I underſtand you. Soon after Mr, Middleton re- 


turned from Cawnpore, and wrote to me, defiring | would 


ſend him a liſt of the Adaulut eſtabliſhment, I repreſented, 


in anſwer, that it was now five months, and no one ſtep 


had yet been taken towards an eſtabliſhment ; that the name 
of a court of juſtice indeed remained, but thoſe who were 
to have aſſiſted in executing its decrees had long ſince ad» 
ſconded, as they could not poſſibly exiſt without pay. He 
again wrote to me, and directed me to attend him; which [ 
did, and he then ordered me to furnith him with any requi- 
ſitions I might have made on this ſubject to the Minitter, 
] obeyed him, and delivered the papers. The people of 
the city gave me to underſtand, that by viſiting the Engliſn 
Gentlemen I ſhould extremely incenſe againſt me the people 
in power; having no remedy, I went to Hyder Beg's, to 
enter into an explanation with him on this ſubject. He was 
at home, but he ſent me word he was ſick, and I muit 
come to-morrow ; upon which I wrote'to him, {tating that 
I had ſomething of importance to repreſent to him. The 
next morning, when the Miniſter went to wait on Mr. 
Middleton, that gentleman put into his hands the papers 

relative 
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relative to the Adaulut, and defired him to ſend for me, and 
adjuſt the buſineſs to my ſatisſaction. I attended Hyder 
Beg Khan in conſequence, and told him the circumſtances 
relative to the fees and bribes, reprefenting at the ſame time 
the illegality of ſuch proceedings. He aſſured me it was 
none of his doing, and that now he had abſolutely aboliſhed 
the fees, &c. throughout his Excellency's dominions, and 
that nothing of the kind would occur in future; he further 
dircted me to name a ſtipend, ſuch as would enable me to 
appear with proper dignity; but this | declined, defiring to 
refer it to his and Mr. Middleton's deciſion. Mr. Middle- 
ton afterwards propoſed to him, that my ſalary ſhould be 
fixed at three thouſand rupees: a mon:h, and that I thould 
have a Palankeen, &c. but Hyder Beg refuted his affent. 
Mr. Middleton then informed me ot his propoſal, with 
the Miniſter's rejection of it. In the courſe of theſe debates 
no proviſion whatever was made for the people, whom! 
fairly told they had little to hope, as the fees were aboliſhed, 
and no other mode of paying them ſubſtituted; at length 
the Cutwaul diſcharged what was due on this account to 
the end of Rumzaun, and the fame night I ſuſpended him 
from his office, and..the officers of the court diſperſed. 
Now as I continued to viſit my friends as uſual, I frequently 
heard the inhabitants as I paſſed, cry ** Behold the Da oga 
++ of the Adaulut trudging on foot through dirt and mite!“ 
2 circumſtance which did not a little diſtreſs me ; but what 
js paſt is paſt, In the mean time Mr. Middleton departed, 
and Mr. Biiſtow arrived : going twice or thrice to pay my 
reſpects to him as Sudder ul Huck, and not being able to 


procure a Meana, I was compelled to go on foot; the dit- 


tance was a coſs, and it fatigued me exceedingly. I therefore, 

as I had no acceſs to Hyder Beg Khan, repreſented this cir- 
eumſtance to Surferauze Uddowla, and entreated for hea- 
ven's fake he would excnerate me from this mock title 
of Supcrintendant of the Adaulut, that I might eſcape the 
diſtrcties that were attached to it. Surferauze Uddowla gave 
no'ice of my ſituation to Rajah Nunderam, and at the ſame 
time directed his own Datoga to furniſh me with a Meana, 
and oa the firſt of Rubby Uſſauny Hyder Beg Khan, did 
me the favour to ſend me one by a fervant of Rajah Nun- 
e-ram's. I waited upon him, and informed him of Mr.
